Why is the Shelby County 
Reporter doing a series on Panama and 
the Panama Canal? 

Our regular readers may well 
wonder why we are going so far afield 
from Shelby County, when we usually 
leave international issues to the dailies 
and newsmagazines. 

The answer comes in several parts. 
To begin with, the Shelby County 
Reporter was founded in 1843 to 

womote the cause of Henry Clay for 

President. It was Henry Clay, wha in 
1826 as Secretary of State, made the 
first statement ever made in the U.S. 
Congress about the need for a canal in 
Panama. : 

Through the rest of the 19th 
century, Alabamians were actively 
interested in an inter-ocean canal to 
help build up commerce and industry

The county computer will be a big 
topic of debate Monday at the County 
Commission meeting. 


Studies of the system have been 
stepped up since the resignation of 
former Computer Department Head 
Ron Penn in November. 


The Commission called in a 
computer analyst, Fred Womble of 
Montgomery, to study the county’s 


through the Port of Mobile. 

Alabama Senator John T. Morgan 
who served from 1876 to 1907, spoke 
ceaselessly in Congress for building a 
canal and was called the “Father of 
the Isthmian Canal Idea.” 

Many Alabamiams worked on the 
construction of the canal, but one of 
the biggest heroes was Alabama’s 
General William T. Gorgas, who, with 
his work in stamping out disease in 
Panama, made it possible for men to 
complete the work, 

Later, in Columbiana, it was 
Gorgas’ testimony about mosquitoes 
and disease control that convinced a 
Shelby County jury to allow the 
Alabama Power Company to proceed 
with the building of Lay Dam, first of 
the Power Company’s hydroelectric

Construction is beginning this 
week on Shelby County’s newest 
shopping center. 

The new $1.5 million center will 
be called Shelby Mart and will be 
located on nearly seven acres of land 
at the intersection of U. S. Highway 
31 and Cross Creek Trail in Pelham. 

The first phase of the center will 
contain 47,000 square feet of floor 
space and will include a Winn-Dixie 
supermarket, an Eckerd Drug Store 
and the Pelham office of the Shelby 
County Reporter. Some 16,000 square 
feet will be available for additional 
commercial purposes.

The Commission may ask the 
County Board of Education to pay for 
its use of the computer in writing 
salary checks to all school personnel, 
because the Education Board has 
separate sources of income.

Books take backseat 
to TV football games 


Attendance in Shelby 
schools was miserable Monday 

The teachers or their substitutes 
were all there, and the bus drivers were 
all there, but the school children 
stayed away in droves, apparently to 
watch the college bowl games on 
television 

The day was considered a holiday 
by most public offices and private 
businesses but the County Education 
Supenmiendent and the School Board 
did not know it would be when they 
set up the school schedule last spring. 
They decided in November that too 
many parents had made plans around 
the original schedule to make any 
changes. So school officially was held 
on January 2 in Shelby County, but 
less than a third of the students 
showed up. 

Fortunately the old system of 
computing money for the schools is no 
longer in effect, or the Shelby County 
system might have lost two or three 
teacher units with the drop in 
attendance. 

Money is now figured on the basis 
of attendance the first four months of 
school, and that period ended 
December 15, according to 
Superintendent Elvin Hill. 

Principal Allen Fulton of 
Thompson High School reported 50 
students present. 

“Some of them came to school 
because they’ didn’t want to lose 
perfect attendance records,” said 
Fulton. 

Only 194 of 1,150 were present at 
Pelham High School. Montevallo High 
may have had the biggest percentage 
of attendance with 202 students out 
of 460. 

Eight of Thompson’s 42 teachers 
were absent, The four coaches had 
taken the seniors on the football team 
to New Orleans for the Alabama-Ohio 
State contest in the Sugar Bowl. Other 
teachers had made arrangements to 
take part of their annual leave before 
the holidays. 

Thompson, Pelham, Vincent and 
Calera High Schools reported that they 
were counting as present students who 
showed up in the morning and then 
went home before the 1 p.m. kickoff. 
This was also the policy being

followed at Columbiana and Valley 
Elementary Schools 

Principals also reported that many 
of the teachers had brought televisions 
to watch the game. Valley Principal 
Norma Rodgers said she would have a 
set on in the lunchroom, although she 
did not plan to watch herself, “I know 
my husband will have the scores when 
I get home,” she said. 

“I's up to the parents to decide if 
tne bowl games and perades are more 
important than classes,” Hill told the 
Reporter, “but they have become a 
tradition like a lot of other things in 
America. If I could be at home I 
would.” 

Hill said Monday morning 
thought someone in his office might 
have the game on. 

Don Bulger, principal of Shelby 
County High School said his  stafi 
would not be watching the game until 
after quitting time at 2:30. , 

Rodgers said that her teachers 
were pooling what students were in 
attendance and using the time to work 
on lesson plans and bulletin boards. 

“Our attendance is just pitiful,” 
said Calera High School Bookkeeper 
Audrey Beiro, who counted 99 of 512 
students present. \ 

Calera Principal Willie Akridge, 
the band director, and iwo coaches 
were in New Orleans for the game and 
three other teachers had made 
arrangements to miss school. 

“I’m a football fan,” said Beiro, 
“But I am also the bookkeeper and 
any sort of waste bothers me.”

“The schools in Jefferson County 
used an extra day they had built into 
their schedule for weather, and the 
Vestavia School System had two days 
built into their schedule so they could 
let their people watch the games,” said 
Shelby County. Education 
Superintendent Elvin Hill. 

State law requires that schools be 
open 175 days per year. Shelby 
County did not allow for any extra 
days. 

“We had no idea this would 
happen when we made up the schedule 
in the summer,” said Hill. “We 


assumed the college bowl games would 
be played on January 1 like always.”

“They pay $100 laughing,” said 
Chief Deputy Buddy Glasgow. “The 
judge needs to fine a few of them 
$500 and give them 30 days (the 
maximum penalty under the law). That 
would get the overweight trucks off 
our roads.”

Shelby County’s cities and towns 
ure entering the new year with plans 
and programs designed to improve or 
expand services to their respective 
residents. 

A number of towns completed 
projects during 1977. Others began 
programs that are still underway. 

Pelham annexed several sections 
into the city as residents of the areas 
requested. This included Indian Hills, 
Wooddale and Valleydale Estates. 

Expansion of the sewer and water 
system is underway. An FHA loan of 


$386,000 is being used to extend 
water lines as far as the Indian Springs 
area. 

Helena’s sewer treatment plant 
will be finished early next year and the 
city is exploring the possibility of 
expanding service, possibly lying in 
with Pelham’s system. Strip mining 
within the city limits was voted down 
by the city council. 

A federal grant provided money 
to pave the tennis courts in Joe Tucker 
Park. The park was used during the 
summer for a day camp. And an early 


American log cabin, to be used as a 
community meeting place, is now 
awaiting reconstruction in the park. 
Harpersville’s water supply went 
down the drain in September as the 
town’s well collapsed. Drilling 
operations are still going on in the 
search for another water supply. 
During the final week of 1977, 
ground was broken for a new Girls 
Ranch just southeast of Harpersville. 
For the first time, all the streets in 
Wilsonville have been named and a 
first for Vincent was the granting of an 


Racing greyhounds raised in Calera

Greyhounds are born to run. They 
course for pure sport. 

The Egyptian Pharoahs bred 
greyhounds for the chase. 

In Shelby County. Ms. Carolyn 
Blanchard breeds and trains 
greyhounds for the growing racing 
circuit that now includes two tracks in 
Alabama. 

- ‘People are finding out 
greyhound racing is a good honest 
sport,” Blanchard told the Reporter 
last week at the DMB Greyhound 
Farm near Calera, which she owns 
with her partner Lucille Schlichtling. 

The greyhounds at DMB farm lead 
a pampered life. Their beef is flown in 
trom Miami. Dinner each day is a 
savory stew of beef, chicken necks, 
carrots and turnip greens served over 
Jim Dandy dog ration. They are 
groomed every day. 

The entire kennel is laying up for 
the winter now; getting fit for the 
racing season which opens in Miami 
February |. 

The eastern racing circuit runs 
from February to December and 
includes tracks from Blanchard’s home 
state of Vermont all the way to 
Florida. 

Blanchard got into greyhound 
racing in 1965 as a trainer for a racing 
kennel in Vermont. She followed the 
circuit, racing her own dogs until she 
settled in Shelby County two years 
ago. , 

Didther Dan, a five year old 
brindle greyhound, is the pride of the 
farm. 

Last year at Miami's Flagler track, 
Didther Dan came in third in the Gold 
Collar Classic, the Kentucky Derby of 
dog racing. 

“He would have won it if he 
hadn't been bumped in the turn,” said 
his Owner as she brought him from his 
kennel to pose for a picture. 


Didther Dan is a Grade A dog. He 


has won about $20,000 in prize 
money. 
You might expect racing 


greyhounds to be nervous, or vicious, 
but the opposite is true. They are 
gentle and affectionate. One feels no 
compunction about going into a 
kennel With ten greyhounds wagging 
their tails for a pat on the head. 

/The life of a racing greyhound at 
YAIB begins in the extra bedroom of 
Blanchard’s house. It is here where Ms. 
Blanchard plays mid-wife to her brood 
hitches after pampering them through 


their pregnancy with egg nog and 
special stews. 
The young dogs are kept in 


separate run while they are trained to 
break from a starting gate and chase a 
hure. The lure is called a whirly gig and 
is made of coonskin that squeaks like a 
baby’s doll when it is squeezed. 

“A lot of people seem to believe 
that greyhounds have to kill a rabbit 
before they will chase,” said 
Blanchard. “But that is not true. They 
fre natural chasers.” 

At age two greyhounds are ready 
to race and they move to track kennels 
Where they race two or three times per 
Week. 

Greyhounds race at two distances, 
5/16th of a mile and 3/8th of a mile. 
A good time for 5/16th is 30 seconds. 

By the time they are 5 years old, 
greyhounds are ready to retire. The 
good ones like Didther Dan, who is the 
offpsring of Bulliee, one of the most 
famous sires of racing greyhounds, are 
retired at stud. 

The kennels are clean and warm, 
with about a 100 yard run extending 
behind the shelter where the puppies 
can be seen racing back and forth 
exuberantly, while the more sedate 
brood bitches might be listening to the 
FM radio that plays constantly in the 
kennel area. Blanchard says 
greyhounds love music. 

Although a well bred puppy might 
bring over $1000, and the purse of the 
Gold Collar is $10,000 split between 
the first three finishers, greyhound 


‘yacing is not a place for those who 


to make easy money. The 
expenses are high, and Blanchard’s 
partner has to hold a job in 


Birmingham to make ends meet. 
After the windfall that 
pari-muteul betting at Greentrack has 
brought needy Greene County, other 
counties are looking at Greyhound 
racing as a means of raising revenue 


without raising taxes, 

Coosa County has passed a 
resolution asking the legislative 
delegation to introduce a dog racing 
bill in the upcoming session of the 
legislature.

County towns keep own courts 


New improved municipal courts 
with uniform rules and procedures are 
now in effect in cities and towns 
across the state, according to Alabama 
Chief Justice C. C. Torbert, Jr.

Torbert said the new municipal 
court, which requires that the judge 
have the minimum legal training of 
being licensed to practice law in 
Alabama, has been estalished in 
municipalities across the state. 
Torbert said 47 towns and cities have 
opted to abolish their courts and come 
under the state’s new District Court. 
None of them are in Shelby County, 
however. 


Torbert said that December 27, 
1977, the effective date of the new 
municipal courts, was a historic day in 
Alabama in that it became the first 
time all judges in the state were 
required to have some degree of legal 
training before they could decide upon 
the life, liberty and property of state 
citizens, “This does not necessarily 
mean that from now forward we will 
not jiave crooked judges or inept 
judges; the character and integrity of 
the individual determines that. What 
it does mean though is that those who 
sit in judgment, even on traffic fines, 
must have training in the law,” 
Torbert said. 


on premise beer license to a local 
restaurant. 

Columbiana’s city council, during 
the last few days of 1977 granted an 
on premises liquor license for a new 
restaurant, now in the planning stage. 

Alabaster was _ the site of the 
county’s third Nutrition Center which 
opened in November, During the latter 
part of the year the work on sewer 
collection lines was completed.

We have tried no political 
connections as to get our road fixed, 
we have only asked several times, 
written letters, etc. | might say to No 
Avail. We were either stalled, 
promised, or just put off as to when 
we may get it fixed. We have lived for 
9 years on this dirt road. Kimberly 
Clark is at the present time logging in 
the entire woods in front of my house 
to Sterrett. Today they started hauling 
logs on the road in front of my house 
which will result in mud 2 or 3 feet 
deep in ruts by the time they are 
finished. 

Several times I have written letters 
concerning the conditions that they 
leave our Highway 55 in after logging 
all day, rain or shine. Cars going down 
the road will have mud splattered on 
the tops of their cars as well as being 
covered entirely. There will be ruts of 
mud in the road 12 inches deep or 
more for a mile. 

We have a white car that has to 
travel this road many times as we 
belong to church in Sterrett. This car 
by all means should be washed every 
single day in order for us to ride 
decently and not be covered in mud. 
The same goes for the road in front of 
our home, you cannot come up it in 
rainy weather without being covered 
in mud. Washing our car every day 
costs a lot of money as I’m aware that 
you know we have a rather high water 
bill at Westover.

Reader lists garbage grievances 


Letter to Editor: 

In the past your paper has 
published the results of meetings of 
the County Commission, especially in 
regard to the status of the private 
companies contracted to collect and 
remove waste. This letter is an answer 
to the collectors’ themselves. 

Since the advent of paid garbage 
collection in this county, my husband 
and I have been subscribers to the 
service. We have had no less than two 
companies serving us, the current one 
being Kleen Kounty Co., owned and 
operated by Mr. Wayne Archer of 
Westover. From the very beginning our 
service has been poor. We do live on a 
dirt road that is a dead end and we 
were patient with the “new drivers” 
that seemed to be unaware that we 
were indeed on their route. Whenever 
we were forgotten, | promptly called, 
and usually we were picked up the 
following week. 

When Mr, Archer's company took 
over the route, we were promised 
better service. The service is worse. 
During the past year, | have counted 
that we have been “missed” for a total 
of 18 weeks, Last summer after being 
missed for 4 weeks, I finally had to 
resort to calling the county 
commission, who referred me to the 


health department. The health 
department was very sympathetic. 
However, they informed me that they 
really had no power to police these 
companies. The next week, my refuse 
was picked up. Since calling the health 
department, my service has been 
almost regular...until 5 weeks ago. At 
this time, | am unable to reach Mr. 
Archer by phone. I am able to reach 
his ex-wife who is always polite, but 
never seems to help. 

The excuse of “new drivers” no 
longer holds water. There is now 
another family on our road subscribing 
to the service. | am aware also, and can 
document, that there are other 
families in the Sterrett-Vandiver area 
who have been continually overlooked 
on pick-up days. It seems to me that 
the compalint of the collecting 
companies that they are losing money 
is assinine. | am the one who is losing 
money. How in the world do the 
owners think that they will expand 
service, when their performance level 
is so poor? It is the job of the owners 
to provide all of the drivers with an 
updated list of all subscribers, and a 
map if necessary to pinpoint their 
exact location. 

The County Commission, and the 
County Health Department have. a 


responsibility to the tax payers of this 
area to provide for an efficient and 
effective enforcement program for 
waste control. I am sick and tired of 
making call after call to no avail. 

It seems plausible to me, having 
lived in other areas of the country 
where garbage pick-up was mandatory 
for all residents and paid for by their 
local taxes, that this program could 
and should be enacted here in Shelby 
County. If such a program were 
enacted, the collectors, if private, 
would be assured of getting paid an 
adequate wage. A program such as this 
would clean up the county, 
eliminating the need for some of the 
residents to burn at home or to dump 
off the roads and in the forest areas. It 
would create a healthy environment 
for all citizens, and being county-wide 
would enable the commission to 
effectively police both the collectors 
and the residents who choose to be 
negligent in their community 
responsibilities. 

I have spoken my piece...but my 
garbage is still piled up in my drive.

Editor's Note: The Reporter contacted 
Shelby County Highway Department 
Engineer James Ray, Jr. in regard to 
Mrs. Johnson’s letter. He said his men 
investigated a complaint from that 
area about a month ago, and found the 
road in question is a private road 
owned by Kimberly Clark 
Corporation. Shelby County does not 
have title to the road, he said, and this 
limits what the county can do. 

Ray said that legally if two or 
more houses are involved, the county 
can perform some maintenance. Ray 
said there is a house and a mobile 
home on the road. The county has 
bladed the road as far as the second 
home at some time in the recent past. 
The road might qualify for chert or 
stone, but Ray says the county 
normally asks Kimberly-Clark to do 
this work. 

During the rainy seasons any chert 
on the road would be torn up by 
heavy logging trucks, Ray indicated. 
Since Kimberly-Clark owns all the land 
in the area, as well as the road, Ray 
suggests close cooperation with the 
company, which he said the county 
tries to maintain at all times. The 
company usually keeps up its road, he 
indicated, and tries to keep mud from 
its trucks off paved highways, such as 
County Highway 55. 

During the Reporter’s 
conversation with Ray, he radioed one 
of his men in the area and asked him 
to talk over Mrs. Johnson’s complaint 
with County Commissioner J. Alpha 
Lowe. 

Just before presstime, Amos 
Mitchell of the County Highway 
Department told the Reporter he had 
checked the road after hearing of the 
complaint Tuesday, and found the 
road in good shape. He had also talked 
with Mr. Pat Patterson of Kimberly 
Clark who assured Mitchell that the 
company would keep a check on the 
road as it continues logging operations.

The nation’s money supply is similar 
in ways to commodities, like wheat, oats, 
cattle, and corn, Most bankers and other 
financial people consider the money 
supply as the total of all checking and 
savings accounts, plus the cash in public | 
hands. The most recent total given of all 
these was in the area of $300-billion. 

Just like agriculture commodities, if 
the supply of money is large, then the 
price paid for money, interest, will 
generally go down, On the other hand, if 
money is in short supply, then the 
bidding for it will cause an increase in the 
cost of borrowed money. 

But, unlike the commodity markets 
the money supply can be and is, managed 
by the Federal Reserve Bank (Bankers 
call it the FED). The Fed controls the 
supply of money by how much new 
money they print. If there is inflation, 
they may choose to decrease the amount 
they print in new money; if there 4s 
recession, they may choose to print more.

It’s doubtful that Indian fry bread 
has been served at very many church 
suppers in Shelby County, especially 
some that has been made by an Osage 
Indian Chief and his wife.

Baptist Church were treated to this 
typical Indian fare last week when 
Chief Raymond Hapahshu-Tse and his 
wife were guests in the Kingdom 
Community. 

The couple traveled from their 
reservation near Pawhuska, Okla. to 


visit their friends, Mr. and Mrs. Eldon 
E. Crawford and Mr. and Mrs. Hubert 
B. Dawson. 


In fact, the Hapahshu-Tses, which 
is ‘Red Corn’ in English, closed down 
the restaurant they operate in 
Pawhuski just so they could visit the 2 
couples who worked on their 
reservation this spring. 


Serving with the Baptist Home 
Mission Board on a volunteer basis, the 
Crawfords were assigned the project of 
renovating the church on Chief 
Hapahshu-Tse’s reservation. The 
Dawsons went along to help. 

Before opening the restaurant, the 


Chief served in the ministry for 25 
years but had to retire for health 
reasons. He mentioned that he was the 
only member of the Osage tribe to 
become an ordained minister. 

He’s been a Christian all his life, 
he told the congregation, but his wife, 
who’s a Caucasian, was not a church 
member when they started dating in 
high school. However, when she was 
converted, Waltena Hapahshu-Tse 
declared that she got busy and won 
her 14 brothers and sisters to the 
Lord. 

Both the chief and his wife are 
natives of Oklahoma. “In fact,” he 
remarked, “I live only 150 yards from 
the house where I was born” And Mrs. 
Hapahshu-Tse reported that her father 
had settled in Oklahoma before it 
became a state. 

When asked if it was unusual for 
an Indian and Caucasian to marry, she 
pointed out that there were more 
Indians per capita in Oklahoma than 
anyplace else in the country and 
intermarriages were common. But 
because of this and the fact that many 
of the tribe had moved to other states. 
only about 500 full blooded Osage 
remain on the reservation, she said. 

Explaining property rights on the 
reservation, the Chief said families 
were given land on which to build 
homes. “They own their homes,” he 
noted, “but not the land. That belongs 
to the tribe.” He also reported that the 
Indians have the mineral rights.

Hapahshu-Tse learned to cook Indian 
dishes and the know-how proved most 
useful when she and her husband 
opened their restaurant. 

Recounting how she gained her 
cooking skill, the Chief's wife told of 
attending Indian feasts which took 
place after a member of the tribe was 
buried. “There was an abundance of 
food,” she reported, “and guests were 
always expected to take some home 
with them” 

Besides serving fry bread in their 
restaurant, the enterprising family also 
manufactures and sells the mix from 
which it’s made. Other typical dishes 
on their menu are: meat pie, grape 
dumplings and yakah pins (water lilly 


roots). 
During their stay on the 
reservation, the Crawfords and 


Dawsons were treated to an Indian 
feast which was served at a birthday 
party they attended. They were also 
invited to play the drums and take 
part in some of the traditional Indian

At Vocational Center 


Students learn beauty skills 


Twenty-five young women are 
making history in the Shelby County 
school system. 

They are the first students to 
enroll in a new cosmetology course 
that the school system is offering at 
the Area Vocational Center. 

Every school day for two years, 
the girls will spend two and a half 
hours studying 2 and Sig sos the arts

of hairdressing, manicuring and facials. 

The school board recognized the 
need for this type of vocational 
training several years ago, and ordered 
new construction at the Vocational 
Center to provide room for teaching 
cosmetology. 

The class operated under a 
handicap the first half of the semester, 
because the building was not 
completed on schedule, but now the 
girls and their instructor, Mrs. Billie 
Browning have fine facilities to use 
with mirrored stations, sinks, and 
other up-to-date equipment. 

In an interview with the Shelby 
County Reporter Mrs. Browning said 
that early in the semester the girls 
studied the theory of facials, 
manicuring, eyebrow arching, facial 
massage and hand and arm massage, 
which goes with manicuring. 

Now that the new facilities are at 
their disposal, the students are 
practicing On mannikins. They are 
learning how to shampoo, how to 


place pincurls and rollers and also how 
to fingerwave. 

After they complete two years of 
the course, they will have to take post 


secondary school for about one quarter. 


Then they will be eligible to take the 
state examination to be licensed 
cosmetologists, Mrs. Browning said. 

The class at the Area Vocational 
Center complies with rules of the State 
Board of Cosmetology. She noted, 
however, that because 1200 hours of 
instruction are needed to comply with 
the state board, it will probably be 
impossible to offer cosmetology as a 
night course for adults. 

“It would take too long,” she 
said, indicating that few working 
adults could probably spend that 
many hours in school on a night 
school basis. 

There are several restructions in 
the course, imposed by state rules. The 
students must practice on mannikins 
for several hours, before they can 
shampoo real persons. Then they may 
practice on each other and finally, on 
adults who volunteer. 

Mrs. Browning said that by late 
February or March the students will be 
ready to invite in members of the 
public as ‘subjects’ for shampoos and 
hair sets. 

Her morning class is composed of 
nine students from Pelham, Thompson 
and Vincent High Schools. In the 
afternoon class, 16 students are

help celebrate 


100th anniversary 


Griffin Wheel Company is 
celebrating its 100th anniversary. The 
company’s Bessemer plant employs 
several Shelby County residents and 
they are taking part in the birthday 
celebrations, 

Griffin Wheel was founded on 
October 5, 1877 by an Irish 
immigrant, Thomas F. Griffin. The 
Bessemer plant began operations in 
1964. Payroll in the Bessemer plant 
for the last fiscal year was $2,781,000. 

Griffin makes steel wheels by its 
patented system called Controlled 
Pressure Pouring. In this process, 
molten steel is forced in graphite 
molds by air pressure. This produces a 
wheel cast to close tolerances with a 
surface finish that eliminates much of 
the machining required in other 


railroad wheel manufacturing 
processes. 
Griffin Wheel Company also 


makes railroad wheels at plants in 
Kansas City, Kans., Bensenville, Ill., 
Colton, Calif., and Keokuk, Ia. A plant 
in Tacoma, Wash. makes brass journal 
bearings and a new facility in West 
Chicago, Ill. manufactures railroad 
brake shoes. 

Griffin wheels and brake shoes are 
used both on new freight cars and for 
replacement. The demand for new 
wheels and brake shoes is determined 
by the building rate of new freight 
cars, while the demand for 
replacement wheels and brake shoes is 
affected by several usage factors. In 
recent years demand for replacement 
wheels has increased because of higher 
train speeds, greater utilization of cars, 
heavier loads and more stringest safety 
requirements. 

It is expected that new freight car 
building and freight traffic will 
increase moderately in 1978. 
Approximately 54,000 new freight 
cars were ordered during fiscal 1977, 
compared with only 36,000 in the 
previous year, and the backlog of new 
freight cars to be built at year end was 
3,000 higher than in 1976. 

The company has published an 80 
page hard-bound book outlining its 
first hundred years, as one means of 
observing its centennial.

Last call for deer hunters 


If you don’t get one soon, it’ll be 
too late! Deer season closes January 
21, and today is the Sth. Figure it out 
for yourself, 

Of course, frustrated hunters will 
get the option to shoot doe deer the 
last two days of the season, so their 
chances should improve. 


Don’t forget that dove season 
reopened recently, and those fat and 
plump northern birds are streaking the 
skies like grey ghosts. You'll have had 
to improve your shooting skills since 
the first part of the season in order to 
bring home enough birds to make a 
hearty meal. 

Also of note is the still open 
turkey season that will end the same 
date that deer hunting does. Although 
I personally haven’t killed one, I’ve 
cleaned and eaten one and that’s 
enough to make any hunter yearn for 
more. 

While many hunters haven’t 
reported great luck with quail, there 
are plenty of the birds around the 
county, but as usual, they have to take 
second fiddle behind deer. If you get 
bored waiting for a buck to streak by 
your stand, pull out the buckshot, 
load up some extra strength six shot 
and have some fun. Quail are finding 
lots of food and judging from the ones 
I've seen, these are the fattest birds 
Shelby County has had in a while. 


Next Tuesday ends the squirrel 
season for the year. Although some 
folks have had success, I’ve yet to find 
one. According to accurate 
information, the whole animal is good 
to eat. The late Judge Wales Wallace 
used to love squirrel brains, and 
Conservation Enforcement District 
Officer Ed Lightsey eats the eyeballs 
and all. I agree with Doyle Wood - the 
head is meant to be thrown away.

There’s a continuous process of 
building at the Osbornes. Before the 
largest pond was built, their pump was 
placed there. It’s still there today, yet 
one would never guess. It rises up out 
of the water like a limestone rock and 
the cap is decorated to resemble an 
Oriental gargoyle. 

In order to get to the home, one 
leaves the main road and drives 
through a massive entrance way made 
of rough creosote timbers, and enters 
the main grounds by means of a 
wooden bridge spanning the narrowest 
portion of water. 


Until recently the Osbornes were 
plagued by beavers who ungraciously 
cut to the roots the hollies and 
weeping willows so. stragetically 
placed. The son killed one that 
weighed 45 pounds this past winter. 
Then the couple ran a lengthy strong 
wire fence along the creek bank and 
Mildred says that seems to have solved 
the problem. 


With the beaver problem shipped, 
she has yet another one. The 
beautifully manicured Bermuda lawn, 
mowed down to the water’s edge, is 
being mutilated by pesky little 
muskrats who chew away at the grass 
roots and carry them off for use on 
their own home. This problem hasn't 
been solved yet. 


There’s a surprise at every corner 
when browsing around the house. With 
all the water around, there’s still a 
lovely swimming pool, and before the 
cold weather, there were huge pots of 
begonias and various other colorful 
plants surrounding the area. 


Their love for Florida and the 
tropics is evident when one views the 
transplanted palm trees and the 
collection of sea shells not ordinarily 
found...one called a helmet because of 
its size and shape. Colorful rattan 
chairs are placed on the wide marble 
area fronting the house. 


The Osbornes very wisely built 
their house up eight feet above water 
level as the creek is prone to flood 
each spring. They are in the process of 
completing a tennis court unlike any 
other seen. Because of the water, the 
fence is extra-ordinarily high and tons 
of fill dirt was brought in to build the 
court up. They have high wooden 
towers on which lights will be placed 
so tennis can be played at night. The 
grounds around it are yet to be 
landscaped, but the Osbornes take one 
thing at a time. 


Their very latest and by.all means 
the most interesting addition as yet is 
a swinging bridge spanning the water 
from the main house to the play area. 


Made of short wooden planks, the 
bridge is held together by skillfully 
woven hemp ropes, the work done by 
Eddie and Friend L. D. Stackout. I 
crossed over the bridge and to tell the 
truth, it would take some time for me 
to get the hang of it. I think I know 
how a seaman must feel when his feet 
first touch ground after many weeks 
on the water. The bouncy sensation 
lingers on. 


So...with the ponds, the water 
wheel, the tennis court and now a 
swinging bridge...what 
next?...Whatever, it’s sure to be 
different and bearing the 
unquestionable stamp of the Osbornes’ 
ingenuity.

Planning Commission prepares

The Shelby County Planning 
Commission presented a_ tentative 
zoning map for Beat 12 at Monday’s 
meeting. 

Commissioner James Huckabee 
emphasized to about 20 interested 
citizens that the map was merely a 
suggestion.

Cahaba Valley Fire Department 


organizing fire 


The Cahaba Valley Volunteer Fire 
Department is moving to take 
advantage of the new law passed 
September 13 permitting the 
unincorporated areas of Shelby 
County to organize fire districts. 

John Van Pelt Hl, one of the 
organizers of the new fire district said 
he expected the proposal to be ready 
for a vote in February. 

Under the provisions of the fire 
district act Probate Judge Tommy 
Snowden must call an election on the 
issue within 30 days of receiving a 
petition from 100 property owners in 
the proposed district. 

Van Pelt said his group was 
holding back on the petition until 
after the results of the January 17 
zoning election in Beat 12. Much of 
Beat 12 is included in the fire district. 

According to Van Pelt, the fire 
district will extend from I-65 to U.S. 
280 and from Oak Mountain State 
Park to the Cahaba River. 

“*We brought the Alabama 
Director of Insurance Services up from 
Montgomery to check our proposal,” 
said Van Pelt. “He told us that we 
could lower our fire rating from 10 to 
7 in areas with water service and to 9 
in areas without city water.” 


t Van Pelt explained that the 


owering of the fire rating would result 
in hundreds of dollars in insurance 
savings for home owners in the 
district. ;

approve a zoning map,’’ said 
Huckabee, “They are being asked to 
approve’ a zoning ordinance.” 

He said that if the measure should 
pass January 17 the commission would 
begin holding hearings on a zoning 
map for the district. 

Several of the developers seeking 
approval for subdivisions at the 
meeting indicated they were trying to

householders to pay $100 per year for 
fire protection. Commercial owners 
will be charged by the square foot and 
mobile home dwellers will pay $25 per 
year. 


“In the past volunteer fire 
departments have run into problems of 
people not paying their dues,”’ said 
Van Pelt. “But under the new law 
participation is not voluntary.” 


Van Pelt said that home owners 
would save more than the $100 annual 
fire dues in lowered insurance rates. 


A 2.3 acre tract of land located on 
Shelby County 119 just east of 
Caldwell Mill Road has been donated 
for the proposed fire station by Glenn 
Ireland II, Dr. William S. Moughon and 
Dr. O. Garden Robinson Jr. 


Van Pelt said that plans were for 
the fire department to have two 
pumper engines, seven paid firemen 
and 30 volunteers. One of the pumpers 
would be equipped to double as an 
emergency rescue unit. 

The estimated capital cost of the 
new fire department is $410,000, 
according to Van Pelt. The annual 
Operating cost was pegged at 
$185,000. 

The fire department hopes to get 
a $25,000 federal grant for emergency 
medical equipment and to borrow the 
remaining funds from the Farmers 
Home Administration. 


Deputies pay case dismissed 


may be re-submitted soon 


The case of the deputies’ pay raise 
will have to be re-filed in Shelby 
County Circuit Court. 

Judge Kenneth Ingram dismissed 
the suit last Thursday without 
prejudice.

Beat 12 zoning issue 


set for Tuesday vote 


Residents of northwest Shelby 
County’s Beat 12 will go to the polls 
next Tuesday to decide whether or not 
to put themselves under the county’s 
zoning ordinance, 

The zoning ordinance was 
prepared in 1974 by the Shelby 
County Planning Commission to 
provide a uniform code should any of 
the county’s beats vote to accept 
zoning as provided under act 816 of 
the Alabama Legislature. 

There have been several zoning 
elections in two beats of the county 
since Act 816 was adopted in 1965. 
All have failed, although one, in Beat 
21, was a tie vote. 

Opponents of the measure argue 
that zoning laws are an unnecessary 
infringement on private property 
rights. 

Proponents counter that since 


Shelby is among the fastest growing 
counties in the state, it needs zoning 
laws to protect residents from the 
nuisance of commercial development 
in residential neighborhoods and to 
maintain their property values, 

The election is being held under 
the legal cloud of a lawsuit brought 
three years ago challenging the

constitutionality of Act 816. Judge 
James Sharbutt has refused to rule on 
the suit until after the passage of 
zoning makes such a ruling necessary. 
He says that the matter should be 
addressed by the legislature and not 
the courts.

Stopped trains, drag racing

One group of people in Pelham 
isn’t moving at all for long periods of 
time while another is moving too fast. 

So, at Monday nights council 
meeting, the city’s governing body 
agreed to crack down on both groups 
of offenders. 

Drag racers and trains stopped on 
crossings for an unreasonable amount 
of time occupied the attention of the 
council for quite awhile during the 
first meeting of the year. 

Residents of the Crosscreek area 
had appeared at a previous meeting to 
complain about drag racing in their 
area. It was the proposal of 
Councilman Willard Payne that 3 way 
stop signs be placed at the intersection 
of Wilderness Court and Crosscreek 
Trail and at Round Hill Road and 
Crosscreek Trail. 

Police Chief Dave Watson 
wondered if this wouldn’t compound 
the problem with drivers running the 


Bid opening foul-up delays 


computer upgrading 


County Commission Chairman 
Tommy Snowden got the Commission 
tangled up in a technicality on the bid 
laws Monday. 

As a result, bids for the proposed 
new computer system for the county 
will have to be taken again, meaning 
further delays in upgrading the system. 

The Commission has traditionally 
opened all bids at a pre-set time in the 
full Commission meetings. But for the 
computer, bids were given to 
computer expert Fred Womble, who 
had already opened them and 
compiled the figures before the 
Commission met Monday. 

Representatives of all the 
computer companies were on hand. 
When questions arose about the 
unusual procedure, Snowden 
contacted Don Lawley in the office of 
State Examiner of Public Accounts in 
Montgomery. He was told that to 
conform to the state bid laws, new 
bids would have to be asked for, with 
specifications and would have to 
remain sealed until opened in front of 
the full Commission. 

Accordingly, Commission 
Assistant Carlton Franks and Fred 


Womble were instructed to draw up 
specificcations and ask for new bids. 

The Commission has been told the 
present computer is too small to 
handle all the county’s business, and 
they started investigating other 
computers two months ago. 


stop signs. However, the city fathers 
decided this would be the best 
solution to the problem and voted to 
have the signs put up. 

On the matter of trains blocking 
crossings, Chief Watson reported that a 
business owner had told him 
employees were sometimes 45 minutes 
late for work because of the situation. 
Mayor Burk Dunaway pointed out 
that the city had an ordinance limiting 
the time a train could stay on a 
crossing to 15 minutes. 

It was also noted that crossings 
needed to be open for emergency and 
rescue vehicles. The poor condition of 
some crossings was also mentioned 
with deep potholes making them 
dangerous. 

The decision was reached that a 
letter on both subjects would be sent 
to the railroad officials along with a 
copy of the ordinance. 

Council members learned that 
both police and fire fighting personnel 
are presently enrolled in training 
courses to improve their skills. 

Chief Watson reported that his 
entire department is enrolled in the 
Criminal Justice class at UAB. And 
firemen employed by the city are 
taking a 6 week course put together 
and taught by Lt. Mike Howell. 

Another matter concerning the 
Fire Department was brought up by a 
member of the audience. Cliff Moore 
wondered why the city’s fire insurance 
rating wan't as good as the 7 held by 
Riverchase. He said, that in his

Vandiver-Sterrett area appeared before 
the Commission to complain about the 
irregular service they get from Klean 
Kounty Service, and Wayne Archer, 
president of the service, said he agreed 
with their complaints. He gave notice 
he was discontinuing his franchise for 
rural garbage collection. 

The subject went round and 
round, as it has in many previous 
Commission meetings. 

Mrs. Harold Skalka and Mrs. Ada 
Karrasch said they have been 
subscribers to the collection service 
since it began but have not had regular 
service. 

Archer agreed and re-outlined to 
the Commission that servicing rural 
customers costs far more than the fee 
the Commission allows him to charge. 
The main problem, Archer says, is that 
of 5,000 potential customers in his 
franchise area of east Shelby County, 
only 800 homes subscribe to the 
service, 

Archer says he has not had the 
cooperation from the Commission or 
the Health Department that he was led 
to expect when he offered to start his 
collection service. 

He and other franchise collectors 
have presented arguments to the 
Commission before, but have 
continued the rural service, hoping 
that business would increase. 

George Holcombe of the county 
Health Department said that the 
franchise agreement says that roadside 
service will be provided if there are 
two or more paying customers per 
mile on side roads. 

Archer said that was not in effect 
when he signed his contract and he 
was not bound by it. 

Archer said he loses $50 every 
Friday on the Sterrett-Vandiver route 
because his trucks have to travel too 
far to serve a small number of 
customers. He said he would stop 
picking up household garbage as of 
that day. “‘As far as I’m concerned the 
franchise has been broken by the 
County Commission.”’ 

He pointed out that another 
company is picking up in his franchise 
district, and the Commission has not 
taken steps to forbid them to do so. 

Archer recommended that Shelby 
County come up with a good garbage 
program, then “police me and police 
the public.” 

The discussion continued for 
about an hour with all sides presenting 
clear arguments but no display of 
anger. 

In the end Commissioner Ned 
Bearden persuaded Archer to 
reconsider and give 90 days notice so 
the Commission would have time to 
work on the problem. 


Alabaster will get signals 
at Industrial Road crossing

Railroad crossing signals that the 
City of Alabaster has been trying to 
get installed for the past 5 years have 
finally materialized. 

At last Tuesday’s council meeting, 
Mayor Harold Davenport reported that 
the go ahead had been received from 
the State Highway Department for 
installing the flashing signals at a 
crossing on Industrial Road. 

According to the Mayor, the total 
cost of the project would be $49,539 
with the city responsible for $4,095 of 


that amount. Federal funds would pay 
for the rest, he noted. 


Another step forward for the city 
came when the panel agreed to let 4 
developers install a sewer outfall line 
on 315 acres of undeveloped land 
north of County Road 66. 


The move will make it possible for 
2 existing subdivisions to hook onto 
Alabaster’s sewer line and will 
facilitate the construction of homes, 
apartments and businesses on the 
undeveloped land. 


It was made clear the line would 
not cost the city anything, but the 
municipality would receive the 
revenue. Owners of the land are 
Jimmy King, W. M. Farris, Nick Cairns 
and Scott-Long Properties and 
Sherman Holland and Cross Creek 
Properties.

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Garbage system fails 


The rural garbage collection 
service in Shelby County is not 
working. It does not work because not 
enough people are concerned enough 
to pay $3.90 per month for regular 
coHection, 

The county’s franchise garbage 
collection services have been warning 
the county for the last two years that 
something would have to be done. The 
long distances between houses that 
subscribe make ural household 
collection too expensive for the 
franchisers, who must provide 
expensive trucks and labor. 

Some people use the landfills for 
their household trash. Others sack it 
lip and take it to the place they work. 
Others throw it out on the roadsides. 

Shelby County has used every 
way imaginable to appeal to people 
not to litter, and to dispose of their 
refuse properly. Apparently they will 
not do it until stronger laws are passed 
and rigidly enforced. 

The Health Department seems 
unable to make cases stick in court. 


Law enforcement people seem unable 
to catch people illegally dumping. 

The many who do take pains to 
dispose of their refuse properly are 
victimized by those who do not. 

The system Shelby County uses is 
based heavily on good will and 
cooperation. It worked well for a time, 
but many people grew discouraged 
when they saw their neighbors getting 
away with careless practices. 

Shelby County was a leader in 
coping with the refuse problem. The 
Calera landfill was the first in the 
state. Now the county is being 
challenged to come up with a plan that 
will work for everyone. County 
Commissioners have probably heard 
every idea and suggestion known to 
man on how to deal with it. 

But now the situation is critical. 
With a 90 day notice from one of the 
franchise collectors, the Commission 
needs help from everyone who wants 
to keep Shelby County a beautiful and 
healthy place in which to live.

Zoning issue debated 


The Reporter received several 
letters regarding the upcoming zoning 
election. The following letters, one in 
support and one in opposition to 
zoning have been edited for reasons of 
space limitations and certain factual 
errors have been deleted. 

Letter to Editor: 

* The Probate Judge has scheduled 
an,election on a zoning petition for 
Beat 12 in Shelby County on January 
17. This election is premature, and the 
petition should be defeated. 

The election is held under Act 
816. Act 816 calls for certain actions 
bys a County Planning Commission 
which are fundamental to an 
intelligent decision by the voters. 
Briefly, the Commission must make 
and maintain an up-to-date master 
plan and to adopt appropriate zoning 
regulations for the physical 
development of the county. 

- The zoning powers of the 
Commission provide for division of the 
County into districts within which it 
prescribes land use, the types and 
kinds of structures and all home 
remodeling and modification. The 
zoning provisions must be in 
accordance with a comprehensive plan 
to facilitate adequate provision of 
transportation, schools and other 
public requirements. 

' The following considerations 
ake it seem advisable to defeat the 
current zoning petition: 

(1) The up-to-date master plan 
and zoning regulations should have 
been made available to the voters in 
the Beat 12. This information should 
be published in the newspapers, 
Whether as an adjunct to the notice of 
election, or, preferably, as a news 
release in all papers covering the Beat. 

' (2) The only plan that has been 
available for any part of Beat 12 was a 
1974 plan, which was provided, but 
not adequately publicized, at the time 
of the Jast zoning election. Since that 
time I-65 has become a reality, and 
innumerable sub-divisions have been 
approved by the Commission. 

(3) Apparently the Commission 
ignores changing conditions in terms 
ot traffic, school needs, shopping 
requirements and proximity to 
expressways in approving 
sub-divisions. As a result, a situation 
that might or might not have been 
valid in 1974, no longer meets the 
Provisions of the Act, particularly in 
the light of gasoline charges. 

(5) Possibly Act 816 requires 

hodification, and it should be 
teviewed before we saddle ourselves 
With a law that needs correction. It is 
well known that there is a dormant 
éourt suit contesting its 
éonstitutionality. A favorable vote will 
leave Beat 12 in limbo until the 
éndless decisions and appeals are 
decided. Better that we cure 
deficiencies in the law at the next 
regular session and then know what we 
are voting for. 
. (6) Insofar as Beat 12 is 
eoncerned the Commission is 
comprised of seven men, five of whom 
do not live in the Beat. These seven 
men would apply rules that can affect 
property values and living conditions 
m an area with which they are not 
familiar. 

In summary, the present status of 
Act 816 is controversial, the voters 
have no information as to what they 
gre being asked to approve and the 
Commission has obviously not done its 
fob in developing a master plan and 
zoning regulations, which are essentials 
in the proper administration of the 
legislative mandate. It is ridiculous 
ihat voters in the Beat should vote 
Tavorably on such a poorly designed 
und managed proposition.

Letter to Editor: 

Zoning is definitely needed in 
North Shelby County! Those of us 
who live in this area are well aware of 
the vast growth in the past few years 
and its projected, realistic growth, As 
property owners, we should concern 
ourselves with this growth, not only 
for our own protection but for the 
protection of potential new residents. 
All anyone has to do to observe this 
growth is take a close look at the 
schoo] systems in North Shelby 
County. 


Along with the growth of the 
county comes the influx of developers 
who buy quantities of land for various 
business opportunities. At the present 
time we have hardly any recourse over 
developers who naturally want the 
biggest return for their investments. 


As property owners, we also have 
investments to protect. Have you ever 
considered what could happen to the 
undeveloped land behind or next to 
your home? 

As a direct result of Legislative 
Act No. 816, a Planning Commission 
for Shelby County was formed and on 
March 8, 1971, subdivision regulations 
were adopted. The Planning 
Commission governs any subdivision 
of land outside municipal boundaries. 
The members of the Commission are 
concerned with safety and protective 
measures while working in conjunction 
with the Shelby County Health 
Department on sanitary (sewerage) 
conditions. 


These are the only protective 
measures a property owner now living 
in Shelby County has without hiring 
an attorney at his/her own expense. 
This means that while we live in what 
we consider to be a residential area, 
the land next to us may be purchased 
for commercial use. What would this 
do to our property value? 


Zoning does not mean we can’t 
paint the exterior of our homes, 
rebuild after a fire or have a green 
house for personal use. It does not 
mean we can’t erect a retaining wall or 
have a storage building for tools. These 
are some of the misconceptions of 
zoning. 

You may obtain a copy of the 
proposed zoning ordinances from Mr. 
Paul Owens, Director of the Shelby 
County Planning Commission, and get 
the facts, then vote on Tuesday, 
January 17.

Rape, drug charges brought 


in preliminary hearings 


The following cases were handled 
in a preliminary hearing held in the 
District Court of Shelby County on 
January 5: 

Ralph Warner Wiley, Jr. of 
Irondale was bound over to the Shelby 
County Grand Jury following a three 
hour preliminary hearing on a charge 
of rape. 

The charge stems from an incident 
which took place in early December in 
which the defendant is said to have 
broken into the home of his victim, 
beaten and then raped her. The 
defendant then allegedly attempted 
to escape during which he wrecked and 
disabled his vehicle. 

Larry Frank Keeton of 
Birmingham waived his preliminary 
hearing and filed his intention to plead 
guilty to a charge of possessing illegal 
drugs. 

Charges stem from the finding of 
58.2 grams of marijuana and 5S tablets 
of valium along with what appeared to 
be records of illicit drug purchases and 


Nuisance laws aren’t enough 


Some laws tolerate no leeway, but 
nuisance laws are like a growing plant: 
they are constantly changing. 

The nuisance laws in Alabama are 
the result of opinions handed down in 
magy cases brought before the courts. 
They are subject to interpretation. 

A nuisance is defined in Black’s 
Law Dictionary as: “Anything that 
unlawfully worketh hurt, 
inconvenience, or damage.” 

One argument in opposition to 
zoning says that state nuisance laws 
provide us with sufficient protection 
from unwanted neighbors. 

If nuisance laws were like traffic 
laws, this might be right. But unlike 
traffic laws, nuisance laws are subject 
to wide ranging interpretations. 

The question of whether a fast 
food shop next to a $100,000 house is 
a nuisance has not been decided for 
the unincorporated areas of Shelby 


County. 
For such a decision to be rendered 
a case must be brought before a judge. 


In a hypothetical case, the first 
question to be decided is whether the 
plaintiff, the owner of the $100,000 
house, has standing in court. 


On the surface the answer would 
seem obvious. The plaintiff has the 
right to argue before the court that his 
property value has been lowered; that 
traffic is endangering his prize Siberian 
Husky; that his wife has become 
addicted to sleeping pills as a result of 
the lights shining in the bedroom 
window. 

But the lawyer for the food shop 
argues: that his client’s establishment 
is not just a nuisance to the plaintiff, 
but is a nuisance to all the other 
residents of the neighborhood as well. 
Therefore, the plaintiff has no right to 


sue because under Alabama law only 
the attorney general can bring suit to 
halt a public nuisance. 

Assuming that our imaginary 
householder has not been discouraged, 
he must now enlist the aid of enough 
of his neighbors to create such a 
commotion that the attorney general 
takes notice of their plight. Then the 
whole process may begin again in 
court. 

Even a decision enjoining the food 
shop would not guarantee that the 
whole process would not have to be 
repeated for the Flash Foods Store 
across the street. 


Nuisance laws were not found to 
be effective in dealing with the Pelham 
massage parlor. There is no reason to 
believe they would be a workable 
substitute for zoning laws.

Shelby County will become the 
first county in the state to offer CPR 
training to all its high school seniors. 

Seventeen county teachers 
underwent training last week at Shelby 
Memorial Hospital to qualify them to 
teach cardiopulmonary resuscitation. 
They will offer the course in life 
support to seniors at all county high 
schools. 

The idea came from Nurses 
Brenda Lyles and Faye Watson who 
received the backing of the Shelby 
County Board of Education when they 
presented the idea last spring. 

Mrs. Lyles is critical care unit 
coordinator at Shelby Memorial 
Hospital and Mrs. Watson is director of 
inservice education. 

Other school systems may copy 
Shelby’s program, following the recent 
endorsement of the idea by the State 
Board of Education. 

Eventually the program will be 
given to all students in the 10th grade, 
but for the first year it is being given 
to seniors so they will have the 
training before they leave school. 

The hospital is co-sponsoring the 
training with the Shelby-Jefferson 
Division of the Alabama Heart 
Association. Instructors for the course 
were John Ebaugh, R. N. at Shelby 
and Arleta Eastis, Shannon Champion 
and Arlene Hayne, all visiting 
instructor- trainers.

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Panama Canal 


Issue stirs Americans 


First in a series 
by Marcia M. Sears 


Building the Panama Canal was a 
tremendous American 
accomplishment. When the first ship 
sailed through the canal, the hearts of 
Americans everywhere filled with 
pride and patriotism. We had been able 
to do what the French had failed to 
do. We had successfully built a canal 
that had been the dream of all nations 
since the isthmus was discovered four 
centuries earlier. 

It was American know-how, 
determination, organization and hard 
work that did it and it stirred 
Americans as much as landing on the 
moon would stir us a_ half-century 
later. 

The Isthmus of Panama presented 
enormous geographical difficulties. 
There were mountains, wild rivers, 
jungles and landslides to contend with 
- not to mention the fact that tides 
were different on the Pacific from 
those on the Atlantic. 

Diseases, in the form of yellow 
fever, malaria, tuberculosis and many 
others struck down thousands on 
thousands of the early workers who 
came to work on the canal. 

On top of that there were political 
and financial problems to solve. A 
sea-level canal or a lock system canal? 
Debates raged for years. The French 
company went bankrupt and financial 
scandals concerning the canal project 
rocked France. 

But United States political 
leaders, engineers and medical doctors 
surmounted all the difficulties and the 
American people rejoiced. 

For 60 years after the canal 
opened in 1914 Americans retained 
the good warm feeling of a job well 
done. We failed to give much attention 
to the treaty we signed with Panama in 
1903, and we sent two generations of 
children through school with 
textbooks that outlined our 
accomplishments at the canal, but 
these texts failed to dwell on the 
agreements under the original treaty. 

Suddenly, less than two years ago, 
we learned that our government was 
negotiating to turn over the Canal 
Zone and the Canal to Panama. 

We all assumed we had rights ‘‘in 
perpetuity”. Negotiations started with 
Panama 14 years ago to work out a 
treaty. But nobody paid much 
attention until it became a _ well 
publicized issue in the presidential 
campaigns of 1976. 

Suddenly it seemed, our 
government was “giving away” our 
glorious canal. Coming so soon after 
Vietnam, and without a real 
understanding of the agreements we 
have had all along with Panama, most 


Americans reacted emotionally at first. 

What is the real story on Panama? 

To try to separate emotion from 
reason, Marcia and Randie Sears, 
representing the Shelby County 
Reporter, The Childersburg Star and 
The Coosa Press, went to Panama on 


The legal question 


Which nation 


Who owns the Canal and Zone? 

Nearly all red-white-and-blue 
Americans assumed right along that 
the United States owned the Panama 
Canal and the Canal Zone. 

But they are finding out in 
studying the Treaty of 1903 with 
Panama, that this is not true. 

Article fl of the treaty says “The 
Republic of Panama grants to the 
United States in perpetuity the use, 
occupation and control of a zone of 
land, etc...” But Article III says, “The 
Republic of Panama grants to the 
United States all the rights, power and 
authority within the zone...which the 
United States would possess and 
exercise if it were the sovereign...’ 

Today Panamanians emphasize 
the “if” in Article III, pointing out 
that it means the U. S. never 
considered itself sovereign over 
Panamanian lands.

The U. S. considers that although 
the treaty of 1903 gave it exclusive 
jurisdiction and control within the 
Canal Zone, Panama retains “titular” 
or “reversionary” sovereignty over the 
Canal Zone. 

While people argue over the fine 
print, however, another point is made 
by others to try to prove that the U. S. 
never considered itself ‘sovereign’ over 
the Canal Zone. 

This argument points out the 
United States does not grant 
citizenship to babies born within the 
Canal Zone, unless the parents are 
already citizens of the U. S. 

In the continental United States 
and all possessions, citizenship is 
automatically granted to all children 
born there, regardless of their parents’ 
citizenship. But babies born in the 
Canal Zone are citizens of Panama, not 
the U.S.

The Vincent Council voted to 
rescind last month’s action adopting 
the contributory tax rate method of 
unemployment compensation and to 
adopt the reimbursement method at 
its meeting January 3.

Montevallo police report 


In spite of the holidays, police 
activity in Montevallo remained about 
normal in December according to 
Montevallo Police Chief Troy 
Kirkland. 

During this week’s meeting of the 
Montevallo City Council, Kirkland 
reported that Montevallo officers 
made 36 arrests during the month. 

The report showed that the most 
frequent violation was for driving a 
vehicle with no drivers’ license. Seven 
arrests were made for this offense. 
There were four arrests for driving 
while intoxicated, three for failing to 
observe a stop sign and two arrests for 
each of the following violations: 
speeding, improper muffler, improper 
lights, driving on the wrong side of the 
road, reckless driving and disturbing 
the peace. 

The police report for December 
also indicates 13 persons were held in 
the city jail for a total of 65 days. The 
city spent $322.61 for food for city 
prisoners during December. 

Two municipal court sessions 
were held last month. Court records 
indicate that a total of $2,845.50 was 
collected during December. Fines for 
speeding topped the list with $560 
collected for this offense. Driving 
while intoxicated and reckless driving 
were next with $445 collected for 
each offense. 

The report indicates that 
Montevallo police cars traveled 7,289 
miles last month. 

An upgrading in budgeting 
techniques for Montevallo’s city 
government goes into effect this 
month. 

Council members agreed during 


the regularly scheduled meeting this 
week that all expenditures from the 
general fund will be debited to specific 
accounts, such as fire department, 
police department, streets, garbage, 
ete. 

In the past, several types of 
expenditures have been lumped 
together, such as gasoline, electricity, 
telephone, water, and other categories. 

The move is an effort to hold 
costs down and gain better control 
over expenditures. 

In a related move, council 
members voted to repay the city’s gas 
system $7,500 from the general fund. 

In other action council members 
elected L. E. Belluchie to membership 
on the city’s Industrial Development 
Board. 

All council members indicated 
they would attend a reception 
sponsored by the Alabama League of 
Municipalities next Thursday. 
Members of the state legislatuye will be 
guests of Alabama’s cities and towns at 
the reception to be held in 
Montgomery’s Civic 
Center.

J first time. What are some good ways to 
prepare it for the table? Every year 


h people call me about this. 


No recipe will do justice to meat 


so by dogs or that meat which has 
been cut from a carcass that lay in a 
hot pick-up all day before dressing. 
Never believe you improve the taste of 
deer by soaking it overnight in salt 
water, or soda or vinegar. Oh, It’s all 
right if you like the taste of cotton. 
All game meat has its unique flavor 
and you must enhance that flavor, not 
destroy it. Now, I have nothing against 
parboiling tough rabbits or squirrels to 
tenderize the meat, but I save the 
water and treat it as stock later. And 
you can marinate some game with 
sauces, but I don’t lean toward them 
heavily because they deaden the true 
flavor of meat. 

First item I eat when I hang a deer 
carcass is the liver, making certain 
there are no flukes present. To find 
flukes, slice the liver flatwise. If you 
find quarter sized discs, liver colored, 
these are flukes. Oh, the flukes won't 
hurt you if the meat is well cooked. I 
just don’t like to eat ’em. If the deer 
seems to be a young animal, the liver 
should be tender. Otherwise you may 

O have to parboil gently in just a little 
water to cover for a half hour to 
tenderize the meat. Then slice liver 
- into quarter-inch slices and fry in a bit 
of bacon grease with chopped onions. 
Add bacon when liver is nearly done 
-and you'll have a dish fit for a deer 
- hunter. This is the only mammal liver I 
eat every year. After eating, I sit 
‘down, prop my right foot on a stool 
- and wait for a potential attack of gout 
- in the big toe!

as not to reduce temperature of 
cooking fat. Cut bell pepper and 
onions in small strips, add to pan and 
stir frequently so small pieces are well 
wilted. Add rice, beef or chicken 
stock, gravy and mushrooms. Stir 
frequently and cook over low heat for 
10 to 15 minutes. Do not overcook 
else mixture dries out or rice sticks to 
skillet.

You can’t overemphasize the value 
of beef and chicken stock to a dish, 
whether game or domestic meat. It 
brings out the best in tlavor, and stock 
is a must for good soup. To a hawk or 
owl, stock would be equivalent to hot 
blood blending its flavor to the red 
meat of a freshly killed rat. 

You can use a beef or chicken 
bouillon cube dissolved in a cup of 
warm water for a cup of stock. Or you 
can buy the canned beef bouillon or 
consomme or chicken broth. But in 
my opinion these are poor substitutes. 
1 make my own homemade stocks 
from scratch and freeze my highly 
concentrated results in small 
containers and use as needed. 

Many of us overlook kidneys, deer 
tongue and even brains. | always braise 
the heart. (Braising means browning 
the meat in a small amount of hot fat. 
Then cook slowly in closely covered 
utensil on top of stove or oven, adding 
a very small amount of liquid -- water, 
broth, stock or meat juices.) Slice 
heart and fry in deep fat. In the north, 
Indians simply fry heart without 
braising.

Humane Society urges 


cities financial support 


by Bert Seaman 

Members of the recently 
organized Shelby County Humane 
Society say that lack of support from 
municipalities will severely limit the 
program they hope to offer. 

At the organization’s meeting 
Thursday evening, the Society’s 
President, Dr. Jan Eagles, urged those 
who were present to contact their 
mayors and city council members and 
impress upon them the need for 
adopting one of the three contracts 
available for animal control. 

With a proposed annual budget of 
around $23,539, Dr. Eagles pointed 
out that it would be necessary to have 
an assured monthly income from 
municipalities. 

A freezing rain which fell 
throughout the evening kept all but a 
determined handful from showing up 
at the meeting at Pelham City Hall. It 
was hoped that a number of new 
members could be recruited, but 
another meeting for that purpose will 
be held next month, Dr. Eagles said. 

Pointing out that the County 
Commission hasn’t as yet voted on the 
Society’s proposal to take over the 
county maintained animal shelter in 
Columbiana, she said that consent was 
almost certain. 

When the 


Society takes over 


operation of the shelter, “hopefully in: 


the next few months,” Dr. Eagles 
admitted that initial expenditure of 
$5,000 would be necessary. This 
would be used for purchasing 
examination, emergency and control

connect with the four-lane just west of 
Harpersville is slated for January 24. 
The Lions had asked the highway 
department to the meeting to discuss 
the proposed route and to see if they 
could do anything to expedite 
construction. 

Griffin explained that 
construction of the link was moving as 
fast as could be expected in light of 
the regulations that had to be 
complied with. 

According to Griffin and chief 
relocation officer Clarence Roberts the 
highway will parallel the existing 280 
right of way on the north side. The 
new 280 bridge will be located 
upstream of the old bridge between 
the old bridge and the railroad bridge. 

The highway department official 
said a curb market, body shop and 
filling station located on the north side 
of 280 between Alabama 235 and the 
bridge would have to be relocated. 

“We really have a surprisingly 
small mmber of businesses to be 
relocated considering that we are going 
through the middle of Harpersville,” 
said Griffin. 

The new highway will travel the 
existing right of way through the 
center of Harpersville, but according 
to Griffin, the only business that will 
have to be relocated is the Amoco 
Station at the turn-off to the private 

The four lane project is part of the 
highway department’s 30 year plan. 
Griffin said that when _ the 
environmental impact statement was 
completed in 1971 the cost of the 
eight mile stretch from Childersburg to 
Harpersville was pegged at $5 million, 
but that with inflation he predicted 
the cost by the time of the bid letting 
in 1981 at $12 million. 

Griffin predicted that it would be 
1995 before the four-lane would be 
complete from Birmingham to 
Columbus, Ga. 

“Before 280 reaches the ultimate 
we will probably have to come back 
and make it a six-lane,” he said. 

Both Roberts and Griffin 
predicted little delay in completing the 
project. 

“This is not a political road,” said 
Griffin who explained that sometimes 
the highway department had to shift 
its priorities when a new 
administration took over in 

Roberts pointed out that 
after the Socopatoy Interchange was 
completed this summer the

She told the 
group that the 3 types of contracts for 
animal control had been presented to a 


Mayor’s Association Meeting the 
previous evening. 
Plans 1 and 2, she explained 


provide -for regular pick-up at an 
established site and the regular patrol 
of residentail areas. Twice a week 
service is provided in the $500 per 
month contract while $300 would be 
charged for once a week pick-up. 

All 3 plans would include 
responding to calls received during 
regular shelter hours to pick up sick, 


expensive in the long run, Dr. Eagles 
reported, It provides for no regular 
pick-up or patroling but charges $10 
for each animal that is picked up plus 
a $25 service charge for each trip. 
Board member Jo Vincent showed 
a film entitled “Why Are the Animals 
Crying,” and outlined the aims of the 
Humane Society. They are: 1) 
Sheltering animals 2) adoption/ 
euthanasia 3) Pick-up 4) Cruelty 
investigation and 5) Humane 
education. Hopefully, she said, funds 


will be available to initiate .a 
neuter-spay program for animals 
adopted from the shelter. 

At the present time the 


organization’s services include 
adoption referral, cruelty complaints, 
and humane education. Anyone 
wanting to report an animal in trouble 
or desiring information may contact

beer license for VFW club

Some persuasive arguments were 
given for granting an on-premise beer 
license to a proposed VFW club in 
Alabaster. 

But members of the city council 
were not convinced they should 
approve the request. 

S.R. Peacock, owner of the 
building at 125 Ist Ave. W., where 
Blackerby’s Auto Parts Store was 
formerly located, appeared at the 
meeting Monday night to get the city’s 
permission for a beer license before 
proceeding with plans to renovate the 
building for a VFW club. 

The council decided to table the 
request until the next meeting so they 
would have time to study the proposal 
and get the reaction of neighboring 
business owners. 

Peacock told the council the club 
would only be open Thursday, Friday 
and Saturday and “‘Not everyone who 
walks the street can get in.” He 
explained that only VFW members 
and their guests would be admitted. 

Questions were raised as to how 
often the same visitor could attend the 
club and why it wouldn’t be 
considered a dance hall when Peacock 
said dances would be held there. 

Telling the council that 
membership fees and proceeds from 
beer sales went to worthy causes such 
as kidney, heart and eye foundations, 


Peacock also mentioned that aid was 
given to community causes. 

A request the council did 
approve during the lengthy meeting 
came from the Alabaster Jaycees. 
President Rick Lewis asked the panel’s 
permission for his organization to 
place signs in residential areas urging 
motorists to drive slowly. 

He noted the signs would be 
placed where children would be 
playing. Future plans, he added, would 
be to put up bus stop signs. The 
council voted in favor of the proposal 
provided the ciub contormed to the 
city’s ordinance on the size and 
location of signs. 

Taking note of the services the 
Jaycees had rendered to the city, 
especially in spearheading the Lifepak 
drive, Mayor Harold Davenport signed 
a proclamation designating Jan. 15-21 
as Jaycee Week.

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Pelham nixes Humane Society’s 


animal control proposal 


The Pelham City Council rejected 
the new Shelby County Humane 
Society’s animal control proposal for 
the- town. 

“| don’t know that these people 
would be any more adept at catching 
dogs than anyone else,”’ said 
Councilman Leslie Todhunter. 

Under the Humane Society plan 
the town would pay $500 per month 
fora twice weekly animal patrol and 
pickup of collected strays at a 
designated site. The city would not be 
liable for any veterinary bills and 
humane society personnel would be on 
calf during the hours the animal shelter 
in Columbiana is open. 

An alternative plan would give the 
town pickup and patrol once weekly 
for $300 per month, but Pelham 
would have to pay $25 per call for 
emergency service. 

“Our problem dogs have owners,” 
said Mayor Burk Dunaway. “We chase 
them into the owner’s yard and then 
the owner takes his dog inside and 
runs us off his property.” 

Dunaway said that stray dogs are 
a-‘perennial problem for Shelby 
County towns and that the matter was 
discussed at the last meeting of the 
Shelby County Mayor’s Association. 

“We all have the same problem,” 
said Dunaway. “We get no cooperation 
frdm the dog owners.” 

The humane society is trying to 
sell the mayors on their pickup service. 
The local society must support itself 
for two years before it becomes 
eligible for United Way funds. 

The county is expected to turn 
over the animal shelter in Columbiana 
to the society along with about $5,000 
per year in operating money. In return 
the Humane Society will take over the 
county's animal control program. 

Dunaway said the town did not 
have $6,000 per year to invest in 
animal control. 

Clerk Willie Mae Dennis said that 
the Pelham Police had started catching 
dogs on an irregular basis and had had 
a good deal of success. 

Councilman Roy Jowers reported 
that the town has a new emergency 
fire and police number, 663-1313.

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Judge calls off zoning election

The zoning election scheduled for 
Beat 12 January 17 was called off 
Friday by Shelby County Probate 
Judge Tommy Snowden due to a 
technical deficiency in the wording of 
the petition seeking the election. 


Acting on the advice of County 
Attorney Frank Ellis, Jr., Snowden 
said he had no choice but to declare 
the petition invalid since the petition 
had been challenged in court by 
plaintiffs in the 1974 suit challenging 
the constitutionality of Act 816, the 
act under which the election is being 
held. 


Jim Weaver, acting as attorney for 
the plaintiffs: Cecil Adam, Harold 
Bailey, William Caldwell, K.P. Fuller, 
Lindon Benson, R.L. Johnson, James 
Rutherford and Carl Street, charged 
that the petition was invalid on a 
number of tecchnical grounds, 


Ellis said he thought the petition 
was not void, but was voidable. This 
means that had it not been challenged 
in court the petition would have been 
valid, but that since it had been 
challenged Ellis advised Snowden not 
to spend the county’s money holding 
an election that might later be ruled 
invalid. 


Ellis told Weaver that three of his 
four objections were groundless, but 
that a provision in section 8 of Act 
816 requiring that the petition state 
that its signators lived outside an 
incorporated area in Beat 12 had not 
been complied with. 


“I am sorry the petition was 
challenged,” said Ellis. “If it had not 
been the election could have been 
held.” 

The petitioners, represented by 
June Hollingsworth, Jane Bedford and 
Don McGovern, said they would 
reword the petition in preparation for 
refiling to call for another election and 
asked Ellis and Snowden to check the 
wording of the new petition to-see 
that all the legal requirements had 
been met. 

Weaver objected to Ellis and 
Snowden giving advice to the 
proponents of zoning. 

“We take strong exception,” said 
Weaver, “‘We do not feel it is 
incumbent on the probate judge to 
advise one group of citizens,” 

Ellis told Hollingsworth that he 
would be glad to donate his time in 
checking the new petition, 

Weaver said that he and Adam, 
the spokesman for the plaintiffs in the 
suit, were in the process of drafting a

Dr. Carlos Alfredo Lopez-Guevara 
of Panama served on the negotiating 
team that met for more than 14 years 
with a negotiating team from the 
United States to work out a treaty 
between the two countries. Dr. 
Lopez-Guevara is one of Panama's 
most highly respected statesmen and 
held the title “Special Ambassador” 
during the negotiations. When our 
reporters, who represented the Shelby 
County Reporter, Childersburg Star 
and Coosa Press. requested an 
interview with him, he graciously 
consented. He received us in the board 
room of his law offices where we sat at 
a round conference table. It was the 
same table, he said, where he had 
talked with many U.S. Senators who 
had visited Panama seeking to gain 
better understanding of the proposed 
treaties. 

(The United States entered into 
talks with Panama as far back as the 
Eisenhower administration in 
preparation for the treaties now under 
consideration.)

“The American people do not 
realize our struggle is for 
independence. It is a question of 
self-determination; not merely to get 
the Canal, but to attain the goals of 
independence: Freedom. We want to 
have our country really united again,” 
Dr. Carlos Lopez-Guevara told us at 
the beginning of our interview. 

/ “The important thing is not the 
ownership of the canal, but the use of 
‘it. Every day the canal loses military 
importance. It is over from a military 
point of view. It takes 14 hours at 
least to pass through the canal. How 
many minutes does it take for a missile 
to reach any port of the world? 
Fourteen minutes? When U.S. 
Senators say the canal is the jugular 
vein of the Americas, I have to smile.” 

Other thought-provoking points 
he made during our hour-long 
interview were: 

We asked, “What was the most 
difficult point to agree on in your 
negotiations? 

“IT would say it was duration. 

‘Once we agreed that the year 2000 
‘was the year (to turn over the canal) it 
was easy to agree on other issues. 
- “We proposed the year 1990. The 
‘U.S. did agree to this as to 
‘administration of the canal, but 
‘wanted to extend military control of 
the canal to 2000. 


“It is a balanced treaty. Neither 


side outsmarted the other. We really 
sagreed on a balanced treaty.”

needs military bases you have ample 
time to negotiate. 

On the legalistic arguments over 
the canal, Dr. Lopez-Guevara had this 
to suy: 

“How can anyone say the U.S. 
bought the canal? The 1903 treaty 
does not resemble the treaties when 
the U.S. bought Alaska from the 
Russians, the Virgin Islands from 
Denmark, Louisiana from France, In 
those treaties the U.S. used the words 
“purchase” “buy’’'sell” “transfer of 


sovereignty”. These words are not in 
the 1903 treaty with Panama. How 
can you say you are an owner of 
something if you never cease to pay?” 
(He was referring to our agreed-upon 
annual payments to Panama that have 
been made regularly since the 1903 
treaty was signed.) 

Dr. Lopez-Guevara made the 
point that the 1903 treaty only 
transferred rights to the United States 
for specific purposes, and he said the 
U.S. agreed to this interpretation in 
the subsequent treaty of 1936.

Some of the main things our team 
learned during a five-day tour of 
Panama were: 

In the new treaties, the Panama 
Canal would stay in U. S. hands until 
the year 2000 but we would train 
Panamanians to take over all the work 
during the 22 year interim. 

Panama is more interested in 
getting control of the Canal Zone 
lands than of the Canal itself. They 
claim they need the land, especially 
around both entrances to the canal, in 
order to. build dry.docks, container 
ports, industries to help ships, and 
tourist facilities. They also need the 
land to build housing for the growing 
population. 

Panamanians say they need new 
industries to provide employment and 
to expand their economy. 

Panama’s most important natural 
resource is its location. It has not been 
able to fully develop that resource 
with the United States in contro! of 
the Canal and the Zone.

Congress comes back to work this 

week to face a number of controversial

treaties and resolution of the tough

In the lull between sessions, a lot 
of people with calculators have been 
busy analyzing how Congress voted in 
the last session. 

A nationwide trend to the right-or 


conservative philosophy--has been 
spotted by Congressional Quarterly, 
the respected Washington nonpartisan 
journal. The “‘conservative coalition” 
between Southern Democrats and 
Republicans showed new muscle, 
winning on 68 percent of the votes on 
which it opposed Northern

On the subject of routes for a 
second canal in Central America, Dr. 
Lopez-Guevara said the U.S. abrogated 
its 1902 treaty with Nicaragua in 1971 
because the U.S. saw it would cost too 
much to build a canal in that country. 
He said the estimates given the 
Atlantic-Pacific Commission for the 
Nicaraguan route would be $18 
billion. He said a possible route 
through Colombia was estimated to 
cost $25 billion. A second canal in 
Panama would cost only $3.5 billion 
he said. 

We asked him why some 
Panamanians objected to the treaties. 
(In a vote on the subject, some 34 
percent of Panamanians voted against 
ratification.) 

Dr. Lopez-Guevara said there were 
three reasons: First is the duration of 
the treaties. Many Panamanians want 
the U.S. out of Panama Canal 
operation now and do not want to 
wait until 2000. 

The second reason is objection to 
U.S. military presence until 2000, 
which the treaties provide. 

The third reason is the neutrality 
pact Panama is agreeing to, which 
objectors say give broad rights to the 
United States. 

He pointed out, “Panama is 
paying a heavy price in agreeing to the 
neutrality treaty.” In it, Panama 
guarantees that ships of all nations, 
whether at war or not, can use the 
canal. He thinks it involves Panama’s 
National pride that the U.S. should 
insist that neutrality be spelled out. 

But in all, the Panamanian 
ambassador thinks the treaties provide 
the best agreements for both 
countries. Stressing again that the 
treaties are balanced, he said he hopes 
there will be no amendments, because 
that will unbalance the treaties, and 
perhaps make new negotiations 
necessary. 

In summing up the years of work 
he and others put in on the 
negotiations, he said, “Because of 
these treaties with the U.S., now it is 
possible for Israel and Egypt to 
negotiate. Negotiation became possible 
again.”

There is no Panama Canal 


Letter to Editor: 

In your January twelfth issue 
there appeared an article on the legal 
question of which nation has 
sovereignty over the Panama Canal. 
Although there are many issues 
involved in the proposed canal 
giveaway that could be discussed, I 
will try tc address myself solely to this 
topic. 

First of all, only one nation can 
exert sovereign rights over a given 
piece of land at one time. This country 
posses that sovereignty through the 
original (1903 Hay-Bunau Varilla 
Treaty) treaty US title and sovereignty 
“to the entire exclusion of the exercise 
by the Republic of Panama of any 
such sovereign rights, power, or 
authority.” Article If of that treaty 
states that the Republic of Panama 
“grants to the United States in 
perpetuity the use, occupation, and 
control of a zone of land and land 
under water...’’ ten miles wide. In both 
domestic and international law the 
tight to possession in perpetuity 
constitutes legal title. So Panama does 
not even have titular sovereignty over 
the Canal. - 

Article VI of that treaty 
appropriately protected private 
property rights ip “‘any of the lands or 
waters granted to the United States by 
the treaty. 

The Davis-Arias Boundary 
Agreement of 1904 refers to the Canal 
Zone. as territory “ceded” to the 


United States. The word “ceded” 
appears four times in that provisional 
boundary agreement. The National 
Assembly of Panama in Public Law 
No. 88 (1904) described the zone as 
“ceded”. 

Referring in part to the language 
of the 1903 treaty, noted in your 
article, granting in perpetuity (forever) 
the “use, occupation, and control” 
and “‘all right, powers, and authority” 
as if it were sovereign to the U.S., the 
Supreme Court stated in Wilson v. 
Shaw that: 

“It is hypocritical to contend 
that the title of the United States is 
imperfect, and that the territory 
described does not belong to this 
nation because of the omission of 
some of the technical terms used in 
ordinary conveyances of real estate...” 

In 1971, the U.S. Fifth Circuit 
Court of Appeals (Roach v. United 
States, cert, denied, 406 U.S.935) 
declared: 

‘The Canal Zone is an 
incorporated territory of the United 
States over which Congress exercises 
complete and plenary authority.” 

Since this letter is getting a bit too 
long, I will close, hoping | have made 
my point clearly enough that “there is 


no Panama Canal - there is an 
American Canal at Panama.”

I am writing to express my 
concern over a very troubling 
situation. 

In 1975, I believe it was, the 
House of Represntatives abolished the 
House Internal Security Committee 
which was responsible for investigating 
the subversive elements in our 
country. It conducted invaluable 
hearings on such matters as terrorism, 
political kidnappings, and Communist 
and other subversive organizations. 
With the HISC’s abolition, its 
jurisdiction, files, and certain of its 
staff were transferred to the House 
Judiciary Committee. 

Since this addition of jurisdiction, 
the Judiciary Committee has done 
nothing in furtherance of its expanded 
mandate over “Communist and other 
subversive activites affecting the 
internal security of the United States”’. 
In other words, the important work of 
investigating subversive activities has 
halted since the abolition of the HISC. 

There is a resolution in the U. S. 
House of Representatives to restore 
this desperately-needed committee. I 
hope all readers will write to 
Congressman Flowers who has spoken 
of his concern for our internal security 
but has not joined four of Alabama’s 
seven Represntatives who have become 
co-sponsores of this bill (House 
Resolution 48). He must not be 
allowed to sit around while the 
important work of searching out those 
forces who would take our freedoms 
away goes undone.

Circuit Clerk Lansford draws names 
out of the box. Once drawn, a name 
cannot be put back. When there is a 
criminal docket, the committee 
usually draws 100 names. 

Of these 100, (called a venire) 
there are usually 30 to 35 persons who 
are exempt from service, so the court 
winds up with about 65 persons from 
which to select one or more juries. 

Persons who are exempt from jury 
duty include school teachers, 
physicians, lawyers, news media, 
personnel, law enforcement officers, 
anyone over 65 years of age, truck 
drivers for the Public Service 
Commission, elected clerks and county 
commissioners. Other persons who 
have a good excuse for not being able 
to serve can be held over until the next 
time a jury is needed. The judge can 
excuse others if he thinks 
circumstances warrant it. 

When a case is ready for court, 
lawyers for both sides try to find 
prospective jurors who they think will 


be most sympathetic to their side of 


the case. ; 

Lawyers do not have to give 
reasons for turning down certain 
persons and including others. Many 
persons who feel they are weil 
qualified to serve on juries, are puzzled 
when they are turned down. Often, 
the person’s occupation might be such 
that a lawyer feels he will be 
prejudiced. Other times, 
considerations can vary for reasons of 
age, education, experience, general 
background, or personality. 

Those chosen to serve on a jury in 
Shelby County are paid $10 per day 
and five cents a mile to and from the 
county courthouse in Columbiana. If 
the jury is required to stay cvernight, 
the county pays for food and lodging. 

Circuit Clerk Lansford said that 
anyone who wants their name put in 
the box from which juries are drawn, 
should contact Jury Commission 
Secretary Dorothy Henry in 
Alabaster.

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Alabaster Council sends out bids 


on diesel fueled fire engine 


by Bert Seaman 

Will ordering a new fire engine 
lower fire insurance rates in Alabaster? 

The question was asked by 
Councilman Jack Zuiderhoek at 
Monday night’s council meeting after 
it was announced that specifications 
for a new fire fighting vehicle had been 
completed. 

After tossing the question around 
for some time with members of the 
audience joining the discussion, the 
panel agreed that bids should be sent 
out with the opening set for Feb. 20. 

Zuiderhoek said he wanted to 
make it clear he wasn’t against getting 
a new engine but wondered why other 
municipalities with fewer trucks and 
only volunteer firemen had the same 
rating as Alabaster, which is an 8. 

The issue had been debated at 
previous council meetings, and the 
answer still seems to be the same. An 
inspection by the state fire insurance 
writers is needed. 

However, this poses a problem 
since inspections are made at 10 year 
intervals and the city isn’t due for 
another till 1981 or 1982. The council 
had agreed at a previous session to 
send a map showing the city’s improved 
fire protection to Montgomery which 


Although the map was 
commissioned some time ago. it 
still hasn’t been received. “Whether or 
not the truck helps lower our rating,” 
remarked Councilwoman Charlotte 
Burke, “we’re going to need it in 
another 2 years.” 

Earlier in the meeting, Fire 
Commissioner Wayne Lucas had 
pointed out that trucks over 15 years 
old aren’t recognized by the writers of 
fire insurance. 

Relating that the new piece of fire 
fighting equipment would be a 1250 
gallon a minute pumper, diesel fueled, 
Fire Chief John Cochran reported it 
would probably cost in the 
neighborhood of $90,000. 

In the Fire Department report for 
the month of December, Lucas noted 
that a total of 49 runs had been made. 
He also pointed out that calls made 
during the year amounted to 548. 

In other business on his table, 
Lucas recommended updating the 
city’s fine schedule in section 3 of 
ordinance 3. He said this would raise 
court costs to $15 on everything not 
covered under the uniform traffic 
violations set by the state. These 
would be $10.

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Depression era recalled

The late evening sunlight played 
lazily over the jeweled butterfly pin 
resting on the left shoulder of her 
emerald dress. Seated comfortably in 
an overstuffed chair, folded hands 
resting in her lap, the plump, 
complacently smiling little lady 
epitomized the grandmother figure of 
everyone’s dream. Celebrating her 
82nd birthday December 19, Althea 
Anderson wanted only to share a few 
memories. 

Chatting with her, I saw yet 
another picture of life woven into the 
history of the Valley...not the valley as 
in 1812, or during the War Between 
the States, nor the valley of 
today...but life in the Valley covering 


that ‘dim, dreary, in-between’ era 
when the ‘great depression’ drove 
thousands from the city to the 


country to eke out a living from the 
unfamiliar soil. 

Althea married Ernest Anderson 
in 1911 at the tender age of fifteen in 
Sellers, Alabama near Montgomery. As 
was the rather unique custom of the 
time, she cooked all her wedding day 
to feed the ‘in-laws’, and was married 
at 7 p.m. on her front porch. The next 
day the ‘in-laws’ prepared the ‘in-fair 
dinner, an occasion to welcome the 
bride into the family. Her honeymoon, 
she recalls, started out with her new 
husband helping her carry mops, 
brooms, and pails from their ‘in-laws’ 
to a nearby tenant house which they 
proposed to make their home. Here 
they lived happily, and after seven 
years a daughter, Virginia, was born to 
them. Althea remembers these days as 
the happiest of her life. 

Later they moved from 
Montgomery to Tarrant City where 
they lived until 1930, when the strain 
of the depression forced them to 
move. They bought a small farm 
complete with a four room house in 
Cahaba Valley. Ernest drove his lone 
cow the entire distance from Tarrant 
City to the farm, the rugged trek 
left his feet lacerated and damaged 
his toenails so eventually they fell 
off. He built a barn for the cow, and it 
still stands today, renovated by the 
late Aurelia Hughes into an antique 
shop. 

Arriving in the Valley, the two 
had fifteen dollars between them. 
Ernest invested in tobacco while 
Althea spent hers on soap and 
cleansing agents. Knowing they would 
have to borrow money from his father, 
they wrote a letter to that effect. 


There was a tense moment when they 
realized they had no stamp with which 
to mail it. Searching frantically, they 
found one crammed into the corner of 
a desk drawer. 

Althea’s first recollection of the 
valley was waking to the ‘cawing’ of 
crows, an unfamiliar sound. Their 
nearest neighbors were the Allens and 
the Densons who lived nearby. Mr. 
Allen owned a ‘grist-mill’ and a 
saw-mill, while Mr. Denson ran a dairy. 
Julia Finch, one of the ‘Allen’ girls, 
still lives in the old homeplace off 
Cahaba Valley Road. Her sister, 
Kathleen Turner, lives in Columbiana. 

The nearest grocer was ‘Collins’ 
Store’, located where 119 intersects 
with Caldwell Mill Road. Life in the 
country permitted no idle time. There 
were endless chores to be done... the 
cows milked, the chickens fed, the 
eggs gathered, the pigs slopped, wood 
to chop, fires to make, etc., not to 
mention the backbreaking tasks of 
washing, hoeing, canning and the 
constant cooking. Life was anything 
but easy. 

“It was a shock”, Althea said, “to 
suddenly leave all the modern 
conveniences of the city behind and 
make do with the bare necessities, but 
we did well. We were delighted when 
electricity came to the Valley in 1939. 
What a thrill it was when the house 
was flooded with light!”. 

Ernest made a living truckfarming 
and had his regular routes where he 
sold his produce. The women of Leeds 
depended on him. His word was his 
bond. So punctual was he that they 
had their meat boiling by the time he 
delivered the turnip greens. “Ernest 
made the best sausage in the country”, 
Althea recalled “but he wouldn’t give 
anyone the recipe no matter how hard 
they begged. All he really did was add 
one half cup of sugar to the mixture. 
It made all the difference in the 
world”, she laughed. 

At that time Cahaba Valley Road 
was a mere gravel strip. “We were 
always delighted when it rained’’, she 
chuckled, “for then the road would 
get slick and muddy, causing cars to 
slide off into the ditches. For a dollar 
Ernest would pull them out. Well, we 
had to pick up a dollar wherever we 
could. Why, I even picked jonquils and 
violets from the yard and sold them on 
the street corners of Birmingham to 
help out”. 

Being musically talented, Althea 
started the first music, class for 
beginners in the old Pelham High

School in 1932. One of her first pupils 
was Margaret Coats, now Mrs. Don 
Busby of Pelham. 

Like so many old time residents 
of the Valley, she vividly recalls the 
tornado of 1932 which ripped through 
Helena and Valleydale, claiming eleven 
lives. Men from the Valley worked for 
days clearing away the debris. 

She became very active in the 
New Hope Presbyterian Church where 
she sang and taught Sunday School for 
years. During World War II, 14 of her 
‘boys’ were in the service. Placing their 
chairs in a semi-circle, she tied a white 
ribbon to each and at the end of the 
circle penned a poen to the effect that 
the chairs would be there waiting for 
them upon their return. No one was 
allowed to sit in them. At the war’s

“We have Fedora and I also Pom 
all moved into N.Y. Fedora and I have 
a furnished room at 41 West 9th 
Street, Pom. Sara taken an apartment 
at 108th just off Amsterdam Avenue. 

“The stock market has been on 
the fritz since you left. 700,000 
shares is now considered a large day’s 
trading. 

“Let me hear from you regarding 
the baseball stock and with your 
future business success I am”

Also hidden in the old desk was a 
copy of a report from A. S. Haskell a 
civil mining engineer from Santa Cruz, 
California, advising customers of 
mining stock broker Herman Zadig 
president of Silver Pick Consolidated 
Mines Company of San Francisco to 
purchase Goldpick Mining stock in 
Goldtield, Nevada. 

“The favorable comments we 
received from those to whom we 
mailed our Ist market letter satifies us 
that the investing public is again taking 
an interest in Mining securities,” read 
the flyer, which quoted dividends paid 
by Nevada mines in 1911 at 
$12,478,277. 

A bill dated 1921 addressed to 
Shelby Superintendent B. F. Wilson Jr. 
asks payment to O. K. Mercantile Co. 
of $1.25 for four pairs of tennis shoes. 
The letter bears a one cent stamp.

Everyone has been 
catching it this year with at least two 
times as many misses reported as kills. 
Ben Payton, boss of the 
Harpersville Club, says that so far his 
members have killed about 25 bucks.

Harpersville doesn’t allow doe 
hunting. 

Kingdom Wildlife Preserve is one 
club with its problems this year. They 
don’t allow dogs, and maybe as a 
result, only two deer have been 
reported this year.

A quick check with the other 
clubs in the county revealed that all

This year 
alone, the price per acre went up 
twenty-five cents. The average price in 
the county is $2.00 per acre.

Q. How do I tan a snakeskin? 
A. Tanning a snakeskin is one of 
the most difficult processes. Over the 
years I’ve had several hundred requests 
for a good tanning procedure. Results 
are often discouraging. One fellow 
even sent me the snakeskin he'd 
tanned. It looked like a cross between 
a wrinkled piece of parchment and a 
dried dishrag. 

No method is foolproff. P've been 
disappointed with a few skins I’ve 
tried. However, most tanning efforts 
were successful. But Pll give you basics 
on the snakeskin on the hat in my 
picture that usually appears above my 


Gea 

I don’t suggest you kill snakes just 
to tan their hides for display or for 
adorning headgear or for pasting on 
belts. However, I see from 15 to 20 
snakes dead on the highway every 
year. I've collected some of these 
snakes, freshly killed, and 
satisfactorily processed the skins. If 
you follow my procedure, you'll lose 
all color and also the scales. If you 
want to restore colors, you'll have to 
try waterproof paints. 

1. Skin snake as soon after death 
as possible. Split snake on belly. Then 
cut off head and tail. 

2. Pull skin off snake. With freshly 
killed specimens, the skin usually pulls 
away easily. If the skin seems tight and 
won’t slip easily, work it free with dull 
back edge of a knife. 

3. Rub borax on flesh side until 
the meaty membrane layer can be 
removed easily with your fingers; if 
left on, it might spoil the skin. 

4. Mix one-fourth Ib. hydrated 
household (pickling) lime in two

quarts water and put folded skin in 
this solution for two days, stirring 
three times daily. This is a crucial step 
and could cause you to lose the skin. 
This step is to help you remove scales. 
I've checked a snakeskin about an 
hour after immersion and thie scales 
slipped free. If I hadn’t taken it out 
then, the skin might have runied! 

5. Scrape off scales; wash skin in 
cold running water for several minutes 
To make sure you remove all traces of 
lime, you could swish skin in a 
solution of two qts. water and a half 
ounce boric acid. 

6. Pickle skin three days in a 
gallon of water,in which have been 
dissolved one-fourth Ib. alum and all 
table salt the water will take into 
solution. Use a non-metal container. 
Stir daily. 

7. Wash skin in cold water; blot; 
rub flesh side lengthwise over 
medium-sharp edge of ax or hatchet 
fastened in a vise. Pull skin back and 
forth over the edge as a bootblack uses 
a cloth on the toe of a shoe. This 
activity softens the skin. 

8. Rub neat’s-foot oil in skin. 
Hang skin to dry. 

9, Next day work skin again over 
ax edge, Then wash in household 
detergent to remove excess oil. Dry. 
Work a third time. This is also a 
critical step. If you wash too 
thoroughly with detergent, the skin 
becomes parchment-dry because you 
have removed all oil. You will have to 
re-oil and use detergent again. One day 
I’m going to try Lexel instead of 
neat’s-foot oi) to see if this isn’t an 
improvement. If you plan to make a 
hatband, use old cloth hatband as 
guide and cut skin to fit. Snakeskin 
must be wider than cloth band so 
edges can be folded over. 

10. Apply leathermaker’s glue to 
cloth hatband that will be covered by 
skin and also apply to flesh side of 
skin. Dry 30 minutes and then press 
band and skin togehter, Fold edges 
over. 

11. Hammer lightly to make 
cement stick. Was with several coats of 
neutral shoe polish. Buss with soft 
cloth.

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Gulf Aviation proposes to sell 


franchise to Wilsonville firm

The operators of the Shelby 
County Airport want to sell their 
franchise to the group that operates a 
private airport at Wilsonville. 

But if the County Commission 
does not agree to the sale, they want 
to continue their franchise through 
their next five-year option period. 

Hank Spires and M.M. Argo of 
Gulf Aviation presented their plan 
Monday to the County Commission, 
emphasizing that they wanted to place 
all their plans “on top of the table” in 
advance. 

Spires said the new group can 
offer the county more than Gulf 
Aviation can offer, because they have 
more capital and can increase volume 
at the airport. He said the county 
could easily double its present $400 
per month income from the airport 
under the new group. 

Gulf Aviation’s present franchise 
as base operator of Shelby County 
Airport expires March 31, but 
guarantees a five-year option to renew. 
Gulf wants the Commission’s 
assurance to renew, and then proposes 
to sell the franchise to the Lane Aero 
Company.

Neglected children seek shelter

A north wind whistles through the 
unconnected plumbing in the 
bathroom, ice is forming on the inside 
£ the trailer windows. There is no 
food in the cupboard. 

Four young children; a ten year 
old girl and her three borthers aged 
three, five and seven, lie huddled in a 
corner of the bare living room trying 
to keep warm. They have not eaten in 
three days. 

Shelby County Sheriff's deputies 
found this Dickensian scene when they 
responded to a call from the 
Department of Pensions and Security 
to investigate a case of suspected 


desertion at a North Shelby County 
trailer park earlier this month. 


The story has a happy ending. The 
children have been fed. They are warm 
and have shoes on their feet, thanks to 
Tommy Owen, a car salesman from 
Chelsea and a Shelby County foster 
parent who has taken the four waifs 
into his home. 


This is not an isolated case. 
Shelby County has 30 foster parents. 
All of the approved homes in the 
county are full of victims; children 
who have been abandoned or 
mistreated.

Rare fish may halt development 
in Shelby, Jefferson, St. Clair

Washington -- “If this endangered 
species list is made, it will bring to a 
halt growth in Shelby, St. Clair and 
Jefferson counties,” Chriss Doss told 
the Alabama congresional delegation 
last Wednesday. 

As a result, Alabama’s seven-man 
delegation has sent a letter to the U.S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service requesting 
additional time for response to its 
proposal that the Red Line Darter and 
Cahaba Shiner be placed on the 
endangered species list. 

The congressmen agreed on 
sending the letter after a plea from a 
high-powered delegation of developers, 


geet labor leaders, consultants and 


politicians who met with them in 
Washington last Wednesday. 

The worried Alabamians who met 
with the congressmen believe new 
regulations which require all federal 
agencies to consult with the U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service when their 
activities or programs may affect 
endangered or threatened species--or 
their critical habitat (in this case the 
Cahaba River)--could stop the 
Riverchase project. 

The regulations took effect on 
Jan. 4. Federal funds are involved in 
water and sewage treatment plant 
construction and other aspects of the 
Riverchase development. 

Jefferson County Public Works 
Commissioner Chriss Doss, chief 
spokesman for the delegation. said, 
‘“‘There is a group that sees this 
(placing the fish on the endangered 
list) as a means of enforcing a 
no-growth policy.” 

Doss suggested the fish may be in 
no danger whatsoever. The Auburn

scientist, who discovered the Cahaba 
Shiner, “thas said he needs about two 
years to learn whether the discharge in 
the river is wholesome or adverse.” 
said Doss. 

More than 75,000 people are 
expected to locate in the vicinity of 
the Cahaba River-home of the two 
“minners’’--within the next 20 years, 
Doss said. 

Jefferson County has spent $51

called CHINS by DPS, or children who 
have run away from home or are in 
some kind of trouble have a new 
Attention Home near Alabaster to go 
to. But other children, some of them 
no more than tots, whose only crime is 
to have been born to parents who 
can’t afford them, or don’t want them, 
still may find themselves in jail when 
the county’s foster homes are filled. 

Owen and his wife are concerned 
with the plight of these innocent 
victims. 

“These children are much more 
important to me than selling cars,” 
Owens told the Reporter. 

The Owens have bought 42 acres 
near Chelsea and have formed a tax 
exempt corporation to build a shelter 
for Shelby County’s abused and 
neglected children. 

Owen had built a small house on 
the property that was to serve as a 
shelter, but it burned last January. 
Now he is trying to build another 
shelter. 

“We are praying to be open by the 
end of the summer,” said Owens, who 
hopes to raise $65,000 this year for 
the shelter. 

A spokeswoman for DPS said her 
department and the juvenile court are 
behind the project 100 per cent.

Speaking to those assembled in 
the school’s lunchroom, Mrs. Roach 
commended the school’s faculty and 
staff as well as the county's Board of 
Education for all their help.

the best it could be,’ Mrs. Roach 
declared. *‘‘However,” she noted, 
“we're going to have to keep working 
to maintain our standards, and I’m 
going to count on all of you for your 
help.”

Driving tests 
now five days 


“Two days a week just worked 
two men to death,” Alabama State 
“Trooper Bill Bradshaw of Calera 
this week.

Martin-Marietta planning new lime kiln 


Martin-Marietta Cement Company 
is planning to construct a new lime 
kiln. j 

This unit will be the fourth rotary 
lime kiln at the plant which is located 
east of Montevallo on Highway 25. 

A preliminary investigation by the 
EPA has shown that the proposed 
construction will satisfy federal 
regulations. 

The kiln system will consist of a 
rotary kiln with preheater and product 
cooler. The preheater is a tall structure 
on the feed end of the kiln through 
which the limestone feed enters the 
kiln. 

The hot combustion gases 
resulting from burning coal at the 
opposite end from the preheater pass 
countercurrently to the limestone feed 
through the kiln and then through the 
preheater. This results in heat transfer 
in the preheater tower which results in 
a lower heat requirement in terms of 
BTU per ton of product, thereby 
resulting in energy savings compared 
to rotary lime kilns without 
preheaters. 

All of the air used in the cooler to 
cool the product, quicklime, is ducted 
into the kiln. This results in an energy 
savings and the exclusion of an air 
contaminant emmission point. 
Emmissions from this type system 
include particulates, sulfur dioxide, 


Arrest for ‘Angel Dust’ 
a first for county 


“Angel dust’ figured for the first 
time in a case brought up for 
preliminary hearing by the Shelby 
County District Attorney’s office last 
week, 

After the hearing Scott Esco of 
Birmingham was bound over to the 
grand jury on a charge of selling angel 
dust, also known as the drug 
phencyclidine, to an undercover agent. 

Testimony revealed that the 
charge stems from an incident in 
which the United Narcotics Detail 
Operation agent and Esco went to 


DeVinci’s Pizza in Pelham. Following a 
wait at DeVinci’s, Esco and the agent 
went into the men’s room at DeVinci’s 
and there Esco sold approximately one 
gram of the illegal drug to the UNDO 
agent. 

Angel dust is a tranquilizer used 
by veterinarians especially for horses. 
Because it is cheap to manufacture, it 
has been appearing in ever greater 
quantities recently in the greater 
Birmingham area, where drug addicts 
sometimes mix it with marijuana or 
other drugs.

Columbiana Police have charged 
three young men in connection with 
thefts at Simsco and Alloy Cast 
Products. 

Assistant Police Chief Mickey 
Kirkland told the Reporter that the 
department had been investigating for 
over a month, after thefts of tools and 
other items at the two Columbiana 
plants were reported. 

Tommy Kirksey was charged with 
grand larceny. 

Jacob Parker was charged with 
unlawful tampering with coin operated

was charged with grand larceny and 
two cases of tampering.

Vincent approves city 


budget of $63 thousand 


The Vincent Council approved a 
$63,350 budget at its January 17 
meeting. 

Budgets are usually submitted in 
October, but Vincent’s was delayed 
three months while the town’s books 
were audited. 

The 1978 budget is about 
$10,000 larger than last year’s. 
However, last year the town spent 
$27,553 that was not in the budget. 


Total expenditures for 1977 were 
$81,368. 
A large item on the new 


budget was $13,600 to pay off three 
separate loans. The police department 
accounted for $18,750 and city 
administration claimed $8,000. 

The biggest revenue producer for 
the city is privilege licenses which will 
bring in an estimated $15,000. The 
revenue from fines is estimated at 
$14,000. 

Mayor D.B. Smith said that the 
town was in fairly good financial 
shape. He noted that most of the 
$27,553 in unbudgeted money spent 
last year was covered by the $20,000 
in savings that the town had 
accumulated, but added that town 
reserves were low. 

Smith said he had contacted the 
Birmingham Regional Planning 
Commission about helping Vincent get 
its park started on ten acres of land 
that was promised to the town by 
Ebsco Industries’ President Elton 
Stephens at the last council meeting. 

The mayor said that further 
arrangements would have to be made 
before the town could start applying 
for grants for the park. 

Only three of the town’s seven 
churches have responded to a request 
from the council to fame members for 
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the new park board, Smith reported. 

“If the churches don’t respond, go 
right on.”” said councilman Lawrence 
Conwill. “Time waits for no one.” 

The land for the park was offered 
after Rev. Lamar Griggs of the First 
Baptist Church contacted Stephens 
about the need for a town park. 

The council also aired complaints 
from several citizens that police chief 
George Humphries was spending too 
much time outside the city limits. 
Conwill said that it had been reported 
to him that Humphries had used the 
town police car for personal business. 

Smith told Conwill that he would 
not entertain anonymous accusations 
against Humphries.

Tucker noted that other rescue 
squads and fire departments are 
controlled by municipalities.

Tucker said he 
would like to see more EMT’s, but 
every squad has at least one or two.

Court strikes down loophole 
frequently used in Shelby 


The Alabama Supreme Court has 
put an end to the practice of “general 
bills of local application” (GBLA’s) by 
state legislators. 

GBLA’s are bills that apply only 
to one county, but are introduced in 
the legislature with population 
classifications to avoid the 
connstitutional requirement of 
publishing four times in a local 
newspaper before introducing the bill 
in the legislature. 

Shelby County has a number of 
GBLA’s on its books and if any are 
challenged in court, they can be 
thrown out. 

Quite often, the GBLA route was 
chosen by a legislator to slip a bill 
through without giving notice to the 
local people. At other times, it was 
used for a matter that arose suddenly, 
and there was not sufficient time left 
in the legislative session to advertise 
the bill for four weeks. 

Interestingly, Shelby County’s 
population has changed enough in 
recent years to make many of the 
GBLA’s out of date anyway. The 


wording of the bills usually included 
something like, “in counties with 
populations of no more than 45,000 
or less than 40,000, according to the 
last decennial census’. The figures 
varied for Shelby County, depending 
on which decade the bills were 
introduced, but the figures were 
always designed to exclude all other 
counties. 

The GBLA was used by many 
counties of the state to get raises for 
certain public officials, or retirement 
benefits, but it was also used for any 
other matter that the legislator 
wanted, 

But very often, the people of a 
county found themselves suddenly 
liable to pay for salaries or programs 
that they had had no advance warning 
of, and had no opportunity to debate, 

The Supreme Court’s decision was 
made in a suit dealing with the City of 
Birmingham. It will benefit the people 
of the entire state by eliminating the 
loophole in our laws that allowed 
legislators to circumvent the spirit of 
the Alabama constitution.

Public needs the Sunshine Law 


The Alabama House of 
Representatives’ state administration 
committee has reported out the 
updated “sunshine” bill, prohibiting 
secret meetings of governing bodies in 
the state, and put it on the calendar 
for a second reading this week. 

Introduced by Wallace floor 
eader Walter Owens of Centreville, the 
dill’s object is to close loopholes in the 


present sunshine law, and clarify a 
number of areas that the old law is 
vague or silent about. 

Alabama was a pioneer in 
sunshine laws, sometimes called ‘‘open 
meeting” or “right to know” laws. Our 
present law was passed in 1915, some 
35 years and two world wars before 
any other state followed suit. 

However, in the 1950s the idea 


Vincent funds Valley industry

A new industry devoted to 
compounding and selling rust and 
corrosion inhibitors for boilers and air 
conditioners will open this month on 
Cahaba Valley Road about one 
kilometer from the U.S. 280 
intersection. 

Charles W. Matthews, president of 
Guardian-Ipco, Incorporated says he 
will employ eight workers and 14 
salesmen. 

_ The new business was funded with 
Pdustrial bonds from the town of 
Vincent. 

Matthews had high praise for the 
Vincent Industrial Board. “I could 
never have gotten started without 
them” he said. 

The company orders chemicals 
from major suppliers to mix its rust 
inhibitors. 

The business is a highly 
competitive one, with 25 firms serving 
the Birmingham area. Matthews’ 
formula is a closely guarded secret. 

Matthews is a self taught chemist 
who worked for a rival firm for about 
eight years before branching out on his 
own. 


“IT went to high school a 


Hewitt-Trussville,” said Matthews. 
“We had a chemistry lab, but there 
was no one there to teach the course. 

Matthews went to Bessemer 
Technical College at night to get the 
background needed to start his new 
business. 


The new chemical plant has its 


own waste water treatment plant. To 
meet federal and state pollution laws, 
all chemical and solids are precipitated 
out of the waste water, which is then 
filtered and allowed to settle in a 
lagoon. 


Matthews said his process used 
about 200 gallons of water per day. 

The plant is located on a 10 acre 
site. Matthews says he has plans to 
develop a small industrial park on the 
adjacent land. 

Although the land is projected as 
a residential area on proposed county 
zoning maps, planning director Paul 
Owens said that without zoning the 
planning commission would have no 
choice but to approve the industrial 
park, if the development met county 
subdivision regulations governing 
drainage, street width and the 
like. 


Natural gas cost

The cost of natural gas to 
residential and industrial consumers in 
the Montevallo area is going up. 

Members of Montevallo’s City

sthedule of rates during this week’s 
meeting of the city’s governing body. 
Councilman David Nichols, 


" chairman of the city’s gas committee, 


reported that Southern Natural Gas 
Company, the city’s supplier, raised 
the wholesale rates more than 20%, 
effective January 1. 

Nichols quoted from a letter from 
the city’s engineering firm, that stated, 
“We feel that an increase of this 


Ray warns public 
of flooding problem 


A potential exists for a 
“catastrophic type of flooding” in 
Shelby County, Engineer James Ray 
told the County Commission Monday. 

Ray said he has told developers 
for years in the Bishop Creek and 
Buck Creek watershed that such a 
danger exists. He said that four dams 
in Oak Mountain State Park add to the 
potential danger, should any of them 
break. 

Ray said that mobile home parks 
and many homes have been built in 
the watershed which include areas 
west of Highway 31 from Alabaster to 
Cahaba Valley. 

He recommended the Commission 
“‘urgently request” aid under the 
federal government’s 205 program to 
prepare a plan. He said the needs are 
far beyond the resources of Shelby 
County. 


Third circuit judge 
may be added 


Does the 18th Judicial Circuit 
need another Circuit Judge? 

Steps are underway to add a third 
judge to the circuit, which consists of 
Shelby, Coosa and Clay counties. 

Adding a judge would require an 
act of the legislature, and legal 
advertising has been started with that 
in mind. 

It is known that the number of 
cases in Shelby County has grown 
rapidly in recent years because of the 
increasing population. At one time 
court officials thought it would be 
best for Shelby County to pull out of 
the 18th Circuit and be established as 
a circuit in itself. 

A move in that direction failed in 
the last session of the legislature. 

The two judges who now serve the 
Circuit are Kenneth Ingram of Ashland 
in Clay County, and James Sharbutt of 
Y cia in Shelby County. 


magnitude cannot be absorbed by the 
city of Montevallo if it is to meet its 
obligations. The letter from Control 
Incorporated went on to state, 
“Natural gas is no longer in abundant 
supply. Rates should be established 
which encourage conservation and 
help to keep usages within allocations 
made by Southern Natural.” 

The new rate schedule does not 
increase the cost to consumers who 
use 300 cubic feet or less per month 
This rate remains the same, $2.25 per 
thousand cubic feet. The rate for 
residential and small commercial 
consumers using more than 300 cubic 
feet of gas increases from $2.30 per 
thousand feet to $2.60. 

The rate for large commercial and 
housing authorities will increase from 
$2.00 per thousand cubic feet to 
$2.30. Rate charts for industrial users 
under contract, the University of 
Montevallo, Westinghouse, Alabama 
Refractory and others are being 
prepared by Control Incorporated. 

The city has been paying the 
increased cost of gas since January 1 
and will absorb the increase for the 
first fifteen days of January. The new 
rate schedule became effective for 
consumers on January 15. 

In commenting on the new 
schedule Nichols said, “We certainly 
hate to raise the cost of anything, but 
the city has no choice. There is no way 
we can sell gas for less than we pay for 
it.” 

Councilman J. A. Brown also 
noted that the administrative costs of 
operating the gas system are 
continuing to increase, citing such 
costs as telephones, maintenance of 
vehicles, fuel costs and labor. 

In related action, council 
members voted unanimously to stop 
gas service to customers who fail to 
pay their gas bills within sixty 
days. 


began to catch on, and now some 40 
states have this legislation in one form 
or another. 

As these newer laws were passed, 
Alabama’s got noticeably creakier and 
its loopholes larger. 

When Florida and Tennessee 
enacted laws that were demonstrably 
more effective than Alabama’s, hope 


developed within the state that law 
reform could curb a number of abuses 
tolerated by our outdated statute. 

The present bill is a legislative 
response to this hope. It is modeled on 
the legislation that Tennessee passed in 
1973. 

One of the most visible problems 
with the 1915 law is that it allows 
governing bodies to go into secret, or 
“executive” sessions to discuss the 
“good name of man or woman.” 

Whatever that meant in 1915, it 
has since been widely used as an 
excuse to exclude the public from 
deliberations on everything from 
accreditation to zoning. 

Some contend that the “good 
name of man or woman” exception is 
useful when personnel problems are to 
be discussed, although, ironically, 
these discussions usually involve the 
bad name of some man or woman. 

Allowing these discussions to 
remain secret amounts to condoning 
slander and gossip, masquerading as 
“open discussion” or “robust debate.” 

Furthermore, this exception, or 
any subject matter exception to an 
open meeting law is inherently 
unworkable because there is simply no 
way for anyone to make sure that the 
limits of the exception were observed 
at a secret meeting. 

Another problem with the present 
law is that it lacks adequate 
enforcement provisions. It does carry a 
fine of $10 to $500 for its violation, 
but the state hasn’t collected a nickel 
under it since 1915. 

In fact, what compliance there is 
with the law can usually be traced to 
some newspaper or broadcaster 
publicizing violations, and shaming the 
violators into reform. The success of 
the largely toothless present law can 
therefor be credited to the sensitivity 
to publicity of our elected officials, an 
example in itself of how public 
knowledge can reinforce the better 
instincts of our public servants. 

The fact that happy effects often 
flow from increased public knowledge 
is one of the main reasons for passing 
sunshine laws in the first place. 

In the only two sunshine act cases 
to come before it, the Alabama 
supreme court has said that any action 
taken in an illegal secret meeting is 
void. To remove any remaining doubt, 
the new law has a provision 
specifically providing for this. 

In addition, the new act would 
make it clear that courts may enjoin 
violations and cite multiple offenders 
with contempt of court, Arguably, 
courts have had this power all 
along--but since it is not mentioned in 
the present law, it has never been 
exercised. 

Apparently feeling that clarifying 


existing sanctions was enough, the 
drafters of the new act omitted a 
tough, new enforcement provision 


Wilsonville 
Resignation

Reinhardt, who served the council 
as commissioner of public works, quit 
after a confrontation with 
councilwoman Dot Scruggs over her 
water bill. 

Scruggs claimed that the bill 
should have been paid by someone else 
and that she was not liable for the 
overdue charges. 


adopted in some states--removel from 
office of persistent offenders. 

One practice, not unknown in 
Childersburg, is to call a special 
meeting and not tell the press or 
anyone else about it. When questioned 
later, everyone involved will disclaim 
any duty to inform the public of the 
“public” meeting. 

This cynical ploy violates the 
spirit of the present law, and is 
expressly prohibited by the new law, 
which provides that “adequate public 
notice” must be given of all meetings. 

Another practice, perfected a few 
years ago by the Birmingham city 
council, is to hold clandestine 
meetings or conferences, often over 
the phone or in private homes, to 
thrash out difficult problems. Then, a 
public meeting is called to ratify what 
has already been decided, putting over 
a “re-run’’ on the public. 

These informal chats or 
conferences have always been illegal 
conspiracies, and the new law would 
not change that. 

However, the proposed law does 
give wide latitude to those who are not 
trying to circumvent the act, by 
providing that “meetings” do not 
include on-site inspections or chance 
encounters. 

Incredibly, many public officials 
claim to believe that they are exempt 
from the provisions of sunshine 
legislation. Some state university 
boards of trustees particularly delight 
in this fantasy. 

The. fact is that both old and new 
laws cover all “governing bodies” in 
the state. 

The only exception to this is a 
provision of the 1901 state 
constitution that the state legislature 
may vote to meet in secret. A 
constitutional amendment would be 
necessary to alter this provision, which 
has yet to be used. 

Another claim is that open 
meetings, with their attendant “glare 
of publicity”, violate the privacy of 
members of governing bodies. or of 
those appearing before them. This 
privacy plea is normally used to finesse 
the public interest into a discussion of 
individual rights. 

However} a true right of privacy is 
not seriously breached merely by the 
requirement that everyone with 
something to say about a publlic 
matter say it in public. Sensitive 
recluses can fully protect their rights 
by remaining silent. 

Secret meetings of supposedly 
public bodies foster ignorance, 
Suspicion, rumors, speculation, 
second-guessing, and other public ills 
that corrode our democracy. 

Allowing public access to public 
decision making helps guarantee a 
republican form of government, 
promotes freedom of the press and of 
speech, and affirms the “privileges and 
immunities” of interested citizens, as 
well as advancing other constitutional 
aims. 

Modernizing the Alabama 
sunshine law is an overdue step that 
would keep the intent of the 1915 
sponsors intact, and keep Alabama in 
the forefront of the trend toward 
open, responsible government.

J. B- Stoner, the Georgia attorney 
accused by Attorney General Bill 
Baxley of being implicated in the 1958 
bombing of the Bethel St. Baptist 
Church in Birmingham, has stated that 
he will wage a campaign against Baxley 
in} the upcoming Alabama governor’s 
r{fe. 

In an exclusive interview with 
free-lance photographer Warren Bates, 
Stoner told Bates that he plans to 
open an office in Alabama, probably 
in Birmingham trom which to 
distribute literature aimed at 
discrediting Baxley both politically 
and personally. 


When pressed further on the 
subject, Stoner told Bates that should 
Baxley’s popularity continue to slide, 
as Stoner’s information indicates it 
has, then Stoner may not open an 


office, but will rely on sending 
literature, only. 
Stoner went on to say that 


according to his information, Baxley’s 
populatiry has declined since Baxley 
obtained a conviction of Robert 


Chambliss for the 16th Street church 
bombing in Birmingham. 

When asked if he plans to come to 
Birmingham personally, Stoner 
replied, “Yes, in about 40 or 50 years 
from now. I am a prisoner of the State 
of Georgia.” Stoner went on to 
explain that he expects the Georgia 
Supreme Court to throw out 
Alabama’s extradition move. 

Stoner apparently bases his 
contention on a belief that Alabama 
does not have a case and that his 
attorneys feel that time has run out 
under the statute of limitations. 

When Bates posed the direct 
question, ‘‘Are you guilty or 
innocent?” Stoner replied “I am 
innocent.” To the question, “Did you 
bomb the church?” Stoner’s reply was 
“No.” 

To the question, “Do you know 
who did the bombing?” Stoner 
replied, “I would rather not answer 
that.’’ When Bates rephrased his 
comment, saying, “Then I take that to 
mean you do know,” Stoner’s only 
response was a fleeting smile.

Police changes occupy council 


Several citizens braved the snow 
last Thursday to question the 
Columbiana Council about recent 
changes in the police department. 

Leroy and Mary Greenawalt asked 
if lieutenant John Ashmore had been 
given a chance to attend the meeting 
at which he had been demoted to 
patrolman. 

Ashmore, who has been out with 
a shoulder separation for the past two 
months, was dropped to patrolman 
when the council made Sergeant 
Mickey Kirkland assistant chief in a 
special meeting January 12. 

Police commissioner Harold 
McCord explained that Ashmore had 
been called to attend the meeting but 
that his wife reported he was not at 
home. 

“Six months ago we promoted 
Ashmore and Kirkland, but things 
were not going like they were 
supposed to in the police department. 
There was no cooperation among the 
men,” said McCord. 

“We got the police together and 
decided to do away with the 
lieutenant’s job and have an assistant 
chief to make the department work 
better,” he told the Greenawalts. 

Greenawalt questioned demoting 
Ashmore in light of break-ins in the 
outlying areas of Columbiana. 

“One of the reasons we made the 
changes was so we could work 
felonies,” said Patrolman Mike Shaw. 

McCord said that since he had 
been police commissioner the 
department had not worked any 
felonies, but had turned its more 
serious cases over to the sheriff's 
department for investigation. 

Kirkland told the questioners that 


with the new organization the 
Columbiana police would begin to 
work felonies. 

“If you go out of town tell us and 
we will keep an eye on your house,” 
he said. 

It was reported at the meeting 
that Ashmore had been readmitted to 
Shelby Memorial Hospital because of 
his shoulder problems. 

The council voted at the January 
12 meeting to continue Ashmore’s sick 
leave until his doctor examines him 
Friday to determine if he can return to 
desk duties in the department. 

Mrs. Greenawalt said she and her 
husband had come to the meeting 
because Ashmore was the only 
policeman they knew on the force.

million to upgrade water quality in the 
vicinity of the river, said Doss. “We're 
working hard and we're sincere. But 
we do not want to see the economic 
lifeblood of the community sapped 
while we disagree and argue over an 
endangered species listing. 

“It is awfully important to have 
some assistance on the congressional 
level to see that we do not lose our 
bearing and hamper development of an 
area with a bright future.” 

Rep. Jack Edwards (R.-Mobile) 
asked if the problem is that pollutants 
going into the river might endanger the 
fish. 

“Yes, but we're putting water in 
from some of our plants purer than 
the water already in the river,” 
answered Doss, 

Doss said the Environmental 
Protection Agency is expecting 
Jefferson County to start planning for 
a $12 million new treatment plant, but 
“if this endangered rule passes, that 
may be scrubbed.” 

Rep. Bill Nichols (D.-Sylacauga) 
told the delegation the controversy is 
not all one-sided. “I’ve got them that 
don’t speak favorably of destroying 
fish,” he said. 

Doss said Limestone and Calhoun 
counties also have fish proposed for 
the endangered list. “It is so serious it 
might affect the water supply in 
Anniston,” Doss alleged. 

“Now you have my attention,” 
said Nichols, who represents Anniston. 

(Doss apparently was mistaken in 
his caution, however. A reporter for 
the Anniston Star wrote about his 
investigation of the 
reportedly-threatened Pygmy Sculpin. 
Water Board officials told him “there 
is no disharmony between the interests 
of the Water Board and the 
“environment or the Pygmy Sculpin.’’) 

Rep. John Buchanan 
(R.-Birmingham) said he, also 
represents environmentalists and 
shares their concerns. “But there is a 
group who would stop growth. They 
want the Cahaba to be a wild and 
scenic river. It’s too far gone for that, 
of course, but the (Alabama) 
Conservancy believes it can be 
reversed.” 

Buchanan, Doss, and others in the 
pro-growth coalition said a Dr. 
Williams now an official with the Fish 
and Wildlife Service, and allegedly the 
man who wrote the proposal that the 
Darter and Shiner be placed on the 
endangered list, was once on a 
conservancy task force to stop 
development on the Cahaba. 

- One of the Alabama group’s 
requests was that Dr. Williams not be 
permitted to have a part in deciding 
the issue. 

» Rep. Tom Bevill (D.-Jasper) said 
$117 million Teleco Dam “is sitting 
ready and empty because they can’t 
fil it up.” The controversial ‘Snail 
Darter,” another small fish on the 
endangered species list stopped that 
dam. 

“T do not believe Congress had the 
iftention of taking care of everything 
under this act,” said Beill. “I think it 
was intended for whales and things 
like that.” 

; The Jasper congressman, who is a 
member of the Public Works 
Committee, cautioned that the “public 
works aspect” of government action 
will be dead in five years “‘because of 
red tape” if something isn’t done. 

* Rep. Ronnie Flippo (D.-Florence) 
asked if the protesters realize “there 
are some legitimate concerns.”

on agricultural 


Employers of agricultural workers 
will be required to pay unemployment 
taxes on wages paid in 1978. James M. 
Carter, Acting director of the Alabama 
Department of Industrial Relations, 
said agricultural workers will be 
covered next year by the State 
Unemployment Compensation 
Program for the first time. 

Changes in state and federal law 
require the employer to withhold 
one-half of 1 percent of the 
employee’s wages. For the first two 
years of participation in the program, 
the employer must also pay into the 
State Unemployment Compensation 
Trust Fund an amount equal to 2.7 
percent of wages paid to agricultural 
workers. The employer's rate after the 
first two years is based on the 
employer’s experience rating. 

The law applies to any employer 
who carried on his payroll 10 or more 
agricultural workers in any 20 weeks 
of 1977 or who had a payroll of 
$20,000 or more in any calendar 
quarter of 1977. Included in the 
category of agricultural workers are

While the last two days of the 
season were either-sex days, not many 
does were killed. The main factor was 
that many hunt clubs decided not to 
kill doe. | won't take sides in the issue. 
Hunt club members know their land 
better than anyone else, and the 
degision to hunt doe wasn’t without 
reasons. 

The last days of the season went 
out with a bang. Last efforts by many 
clubs turned up some great results. Mit. 
Era Club killed 25 deer the final two 
days. Some of the deer were killed by 
wives and daughters. 

Mike Cox killed an eleven puint 
buck last Wednesday, and finished the 
season with a doe on Saturday. Larry 
Carlisle also killed a doe on Saturday. 
Kéwa claims a total of 11 deer killed 
on the club land during the season. 

Harpersville Hunt Club didn’t 


hunt the final two days, but at least 30 


deer were killed during the °77-78 
season. 

Bobby Joe Phillips killed a spike 
last Wednesday, and his son Butch 
claimed his second deer, an eight 
point, on January 11. The Calera 
Sportsmens Club didn’t hunt doe deer 
this year which explains why the 
members only accounted for 21 kills 
this year, acompared to 32 last year. 
Bobby says that bigger deer with 
bigger racks were killed this year. 

The Calera Sportsmens Club will 
also be seeking 10 new members. 
There’s 2,200 acres to hunt. If you’re 
interested, call Bobby Joe at 668-2633 
or at his office number 668-0881. 

Kingdom Wildlife Preserve only 
killed two deer this year. Rex Horton 
and Clark Dean were the lucky 
members. A lot of this club’s members 
are more interested in turkey, so the 
presure on deer hunting wasn’t as great 
as it is in other clubs. 

Richard Conkle finally got his 
first deer. He killed a spike on 
Saturday about 300 yards behind his 
house. The coach from Chelsea shot 
the deer with his 30-30 while stalk 
hunting.

Yellowleaf Game Preserve reports 
killing about 75 deer this year. Last 
year the total was 103, but 
considerably more doe were killed 
then. The club has-about 130 
members. Some of the trophy killers 
were Randy Nivens, Warren O’Shields 
and Audie Wynn who all got eight 
point bucks. Larry Nivens claimed a 
four point. 

By my own casual count from all 
sources, I figure there were about 250 
deer killed in Shelby County this past 
season, That doesn’t take into account 
the number of deer that were killed 
illegally and those killed at night. The 
total count could easily be over 300. 

Richard Crumpton and Wayne 
Sumners have been quite a team on 
the quail hunting scene. Both Vincent 
coaches claim they kill the limit each 
time out. Obviously the dogs make the 
difference. 

Now that deer season has ended, 
quail and rabbit pretty much take all 
the hunters’ attention. 

Of course, fishing will be back in 
style in a few weeks. The fish camps 
on Lay Lake have almost been 
deserted the past couple weeks, but 
business is expected to pick up as the 
end of January approaches. 

If I missed mentioning your name 
and the size of the deer you killed, it’s 
not too late to gain publicity. Just give 
me a call or send in a picture. 

Thanks to all the hunt clubs and 
sportsmen that helped make the 
season a successful one, and remember 
that we'll be waiting to hear from you 
next year.

This unit will be the fourth 
rotary lime kiln at the plant which is located west of 
Calera on State Highway 25 in Shelby County, 
Alabama. 

The kiln system will consist of a rotary kiln with 
preheater and product cooler. The preheater is a 
tall structure on the feed end of the kiin through 
which the limestone feed enters the kiln. The hot 
combusion gases resulting from burning coal at the 
opposite end from the preheater pass 
countercurrently to the limestone feed through the 
kiln and then through the preheater. This results in 
the heat transfer in the preheater tower which 
results in a lower heat requirement in terms of BTU 
per ton of product, thereby resulting in energy 
savings compared to rotary lime kilns without 
preheaters. All of the air used in the cooler to cool 
the product, quicklime, is ducted into the kiln. This 
results in an energy savings and the exclusion of an 
air contaminant emission ‘point. Emissions from 
this type system include particulates, sulfur 
dioxide, nitrogen oxides, and carbon monoxide. 
Emissions will be vented into air pollution contro! 
equipment which will consist of multitube 
mechanical dust collector and a baghouse. Two 
small baghouses will be used to contro! fugitive

The Alabama Historical 
Commission has named two Shelby 


County houses to the Alabama 
Register of Landmarks and Heritage. 
The Wallace Home and the 


Scott-Bradford Home, located within 
two miles of each other on highway 76 
near Klein were added to the register 
after inspection last week by the 
society. 

The Wallace Home, a two story 
frame house with a Greek Revival 
portico, located at the intersection of 
highways 25 and 76, was built in 1841 
by Samuel Wallace, an early Shelby 
County pioneer who first came to the 
county with General Andrew Jackson 
during the Creek Indian wars. 

Wallace was a farmer, slave owner 
and sawmill operator. The house was 
renowned for its hospitality. 

Samuel Wallace’s grandson, 
Hon. W.W. Wallace was circuit judge in

the county. His widow, Mildred White 
Wallace, published the Shelby County 
Democrat before it merged to become 
the Shelby County Reporter. Mrs. 
Wallace is currently an editor at the 
Reporter. 

The Scott-Bradford Home, 
located two miles east of the Wallace 
Home on highway 76, was begun in 
1824 by Rev. James Mark Scott. an 
early Baptist leader and owner of 
4,000 acres and 100 slaves. 

The house is a small scale two 
story Greek Revival wooden structure. 

Rev. Scott lived to be 101 years 
old and was moderator for many years 
for the old Coosa Association. He is 
credited with founding four Baptist 
churches in the area. 

His great granddaughter, Mary 
Jane Scott married William G. 
Bowden, an early probate judge in 
Shelby County. 

The Wallace Home is presently 
owned by Mrs. Sam Wallace, widow of 
Birmingham surgeon Dr. Sam Wallace.

Canal usage diminishing 


Fourth in a series

Is the Panama Canal obsolete? 

It is unthinkable even to raise this 
question, most Americans would say. 

How could anyone dare suggest 
that this magnificent engineering 
accomplishment of ours might be 
anything less than vital to national 
defense and world commerce? 

But this is a crucial point in the 
background of the negotiations to turn 
the Canal and Canal Zone over to the 
Republic of Panama by the year 
2,000. 

Military men have been telling us 
for some time that the Canal is not 
vital to our national defense. 
Technology has replaced it. Mass 
movements of troops and war material 
would likely be made by air if another 
war should develop. 

Other arguments that are made on 
the military side are: 


Legislature considers

A bill that would increase the 
power of sheriffs in Alabama has been 
submitted to the state legislature. 

The bill provides that the sheriff 
of any county could appoint a chief 
deputy and “‘as many other deputies as 
he may think proper, all of whom shall 
hold office at the pleasure of the 
sheriff.” 

This would apparently clear the 
way for a sheriff to build up an 
unlimited force without having to have 
the approval of the County 
Commissions. 

Under present law, each County 
Commission must approve the 
addition of deputies, because deputies’ 
pay comes through county funds that 
Commissions control. 

The bill is being sponsored by 
Jack Biddle and Francis Falkenburg of 
Jefferson County. At press time it had 
been assigned to the Local 
Government Committee. 

The state sheriff's association 
favors the bill. Some critics say this 

ill, if passed, could create a police 

Giate within a county. 


The U. S. Navy has been a 
two-ocean navy for years. Our navy 
has not used the Canal very much in 
recent years. In fact, the U. S. Navy 
ranks 13th among world navies in the 
number of ships it sends through the 
Canal. 

We apparently do not even need 
the Canal Zone location for missile 
launching facilities since missiles can 
be launched from the continental 
United States with just as devastating 
effect and in just as little time as 
would be involved in launching from 
Panama. 

If we had a ship we desperately 
needed to make the transit from 
Atlantic to Pacific in event of war, it 
would be foolish to risk using the 
Canal. No ship can transit the Canal in 
secret. The openness of the passage 
makes ships visible to all. For up to 14 
hours a ship is involved in making the 
transit, plenty of time for an enemy to 
learn of it. And it would be a sitting 
duck for an enemy submarine waiting 
two or three miles at sea. 

These are some of the things our 
team from the STAR learned in our 
recent trip to Panama to study the 
matter at first hand. 

But commercial use of the Canal 
is far bigger than military use. Fewer 
than 2,000 ships per year that transit 
the Canal are said to be naval vessels. 
Most of the other 11,500 are carrying 
cargo. A few passenger ships still use 
it, mostly on cruises from Southern 
California to Venezuela and back. 

Tolls are figured on the basis of 
the cargo Or passenger carrying 
capacity of the ship. The average toll 
today is about $6,300. By not having 
to sail around Cape Horn, a ship can 
save up to $50,000, even after paying 
the tolls. 

Tolls have been raised only once 
since the Canal was opened. That 
increase came in 1974, and now, 
everyone is agreed that the tolls must 
be raised again, to pay for the 
operation of the Canal. 

But this raises another problem 
for the commercial use of the Canal. 
How high can rates go before it is 
cheaper for shippers to find other 
transportation? According to one 
American source in Panama, it is

“We were shocked and dismayed 
when the fire chief told us that there 
were no fire extinguishers and no fire 
alarm system at Calera Elementary 
School,” Prichard told the board. 

An angry Hill was ruled out of 
order by board chairman Elaine 
Hughes when he protested that 
Prichard had not informed him of the 
violations.

Contacted the following day, Hill 
said that the fire code violations 
catalogued by Calera Fire Chief James 
Miles presented “no danger that we 
know of” to the students at the Calera 
school. 

The superintendent said that after 
receiving Miles’s letter the violations 
had been corrected. 

Prichard said he brought the 
matter before the board after telling 
school maintenance supervisor Ted 
Lansford about the violations in 
October at a Calera trustees meeting. 
Lansford took no action, according to 
Prichard. 

Hill refused to say if Lansford had 
told him of the violations.

Legislator acts to clarify zone controversy

State representative Jabo 
Waggoner is presently advertising a bill 
that would repeal Act 816, the law 
setting up the Shelby County Planning 
Commission and providing for zoning 
elections. 


Waggoner told the Reporter that 
he plans to introduce another bill 
reestablishing the planning commission 
and providing for zoning elections in 
the current session of the legislature. 


“There were just too many 
discrepancies in Act 816,” said 
Waggoner. “There are questions about 
the constitutionality of the act and we 
felt it would be better to get it off the 
books and start over.” 


The legislator said he would not 
leave Shelby County without a 
planning commission. 

“If it looks like we can’t get 
another bill we will stop the repealer,”” 
he said. 


Cecil Adam, plaintiff in the suit to 
declare Act 816 unconstitutional and 
the man most responsible for stopping 
a planned zoning election January 17, 
told zoning proponents that he would 
offer a model zoning bill when Probate 
Judge Tommy Snowden stopped the 
elction. 


The Adam bill would have 
required that all zoning elections be 
held county wide, but Waggoner said 
the bill to be introduced in the 
legislature would provide for zoning 
elections by beat like the current act. 


The backers of the last Beat 12 
zoning election have been working 
with Waggoner or the new bill and feel 
that it will be an improvement over 
Act 816. 


“We feel Waggoner will make an 
honest effort to do what is best for 
Shelby County citizens,” said 
spokeswoman June Hollingsworth. 

Under the new zoning bill ten per 
cent of the citizens in a beat must sign

a petition to get a zoning election. 

Hollingsworth said her group is 
currently busy gathering the needed 
signatures for a Beat 12 election as 
soon as the new measure passes the 
legislature, 


Company continue to top the list as 
they have for more than the past 
decade.

AEA goes after Pelham principal in behalf of teachers 


by Rhodes Johnston 

The furor stirred up at Pelham 
High School by principal Ernest 
Douglas’s public remarks about 
teacher competency spilled over into 
the Board of Education meeting 
January 25. 

Garfield Bright, the recently 
appointed AEA Uniserv director for 
district nine, appeared at the board 
meeting to air the grievances of 
Pelham teachers against Douglas. 

The board told Bright that the 
teachers involved would have to 
request permission to appear on the 
agenda before the board would hear 
their complaints. 

According to Bright a letter signed 
by 26 teachers, just over half of the 49 
teacher staff, has been sent to the 
board requesting a place on the agenda 
of the next meeting. 

Discontent has been growing 
among the Pelham teachers since 
Douglas issued stiff new academic and 
disciplinary requirements after taking 
over as principal of the school in 
September. 

Matters came to a head when 
Douglas made statements in a 
newspaper article fixing partial blame 
for anarchic conditions at the school 
on the teachers and calling some of 
them “misfits and incompetents.” 

“The situation at Pelham High 
School was deplorable when | 
arrived,” said Douglas. “The three 
year old building was dirty and had 
been torn apart piece by piece and 
carried off. This was done evidently 
while school was in session during the 
day. Classrooms had the air 
conditioners town apart, walls 
damaged, door knobs taken off, 
electrical outlets torn out of the wall 
and desks torn apart. The restrooms 
had most of the facilities destroyed. 
Utter consternation was my reaction 
when I first toured the building. | 
knew there had been a breakdown in 
responsibility and supervision.” 

Twenty-six of the teachers at the 
school responded by taking the matter 
to the AEA. 

After talking with the teachers, 
Bright sent them a letter of sympathy 
promising them AEA’s support in their 
feud with Douglas. 

“You are not alone,” said Bright, 
“The AEA will support your demands 
to be rid of the debilitating 
atmosphere in which you are working. 
The press statements made by your 
school’s administrator are indictments 
against you as competent and 
dedicated teachers. This must not be 
tolerated... 

“Pelham High School, or ‘the 
prison’ as called by the students, is 
nearly totally autocratic. Teachers 
have charged that they are at the 
mercy of an administrator who uses

Shelby Memorial leads way 


in infection alert hookup 


Shelby Memorial Hospital has a 
new weapon to safeguard its patients 
against hospital-acquired infections. 
It's not a miracle drug, but a new 
early-warning system to spot infection 
sources before they spread. 

The hospital became one of the 
first health institutions in the state to 
connect into this nationwide 
computerized service called Infection 
Alert when it was initiated into the 
laboratory program last fall. Infection 
Alert keeps hospitals current on 
exactly where infections are occurring 
in the institution and alerts staff 
members to patterns that indicate 
when the hospital itself may be the 
infection source. 

‘**Hospital-borne infection is a 
serious problem in even the best run 
institutions,” said Dr. Stacy J. Childs, 
chairman of the Infectious Disease 
Committee at Shelby Memorial. “Any 
tool that alerts us to an infection 
sooner is extremely valuable to the 
patient and the hospital as a whole. We 
expect Infection Alert to make a real 
difference in our infection control 
program.” 

In order to provide the computers 
with Infection Alert data, the 
microbiology laboratory at Shelby 
Memorial records results of each 
patient’s laboratory tests on slips 
which can be read by the computer. 
The raw laboratory findings are 
converted into easy-to-read reports 
which the hospital receives twice a 
month. 

According to Niles Floyd, director 
of the Laboratory at Shelby Memorial, 
these reports help the infection 
committee pinpoint the infection

“Correlating patient infections 
with the many departments, apparatus 
and personnel involved in the complex 
routine of patient care in a modern 
hospital would be a monumental task 
to do by hand,” Dr. Childs said. 
“Computers can cut through this 
delay, flagging tell-tale patterns for 
immediate investigation.” 

Floyd said the computer service 
has already proved to be beneficial and 
as more information is recorded in the 
computer, the hospital will be able to 
more rapidly control hospital-acquired 
infections.

3:21-27; Mark 5:1-16; Mark 9: 17-29; 
Mark 16: 17-20; Luke 7:21; Luke. 
8:26-37; Luke 9:38-43; Luke 10:17; Luke 
11:14, etc. One, Christ and His apostles 
had the power to cast out demons. Two, 
the demons could speak. Three, the 
demons, had extraordinary knowledge-- 
they knew Christ was the Son of God. 
Four, the demons took possession of ; 
and controlled the ones which they 
inhabited. Five, demons did not desire 
to return into the abyss. Sixth, demons 
knew that torment was ahead for them. 
Seven, demons tried at times to destroy 
those possessed. Eight, demons did not 
possess bodies of their own. Nine, 
demons hung around the tombs. Ten, 
demons caused the swine to become 
frenzied. Eleven, demons could not 
cause those possessed also to have 
epilepsy, sickness, deafness, dumb- 
ness, etc. Twelve, casting out demons 
and healing those who were sick were ' 
spoken of as two distinct activities of:

Man gets death, girl 20 years 


in Shelby County murder case 


Am accused accomplice in the 
Prooting death of a Chicago steel 
executive whose body was found in a 
pasture in north Shelby County last 
}September was taken to Tutwiler 
Prison on Tuesday to begin a 20 year 
sentence. 
Mrs. Debra Ann Andrus of 
‘ Kountze, Texas had entered a guilty 
plea to a second degree murder charge 
| in connection with the shooting death 
of Nigel Harlan. On Monday of this 
; week she was sentenced to 20 years in 
prison. On Tuesday she was taken to 
Tutwiler Prison near Montgomery to 
begin serving her sentence. 

Last week Mrs. Andrus testified 
against Tony Randolph Nolen during 
Nolen’s murder trial. On Friday of last 
week, Nolen was found guilty of 
murdering Harlan during a robbery 
that took place last August 17. 

Nolen was convicted, at least in 
part, on the testimony of Mrs. Andrus. 
Mrs. Andrus was promosed a 20-year 
prison sentence in exchange for her 
testimony. 

During last week’s trial Mrs. 
Andrus testified that Nolan killed 
Harlan with a .22 caliber rifle after the 
steel executive was lured by Mrs. 
Andrus from a Birmingham nightclub. 
i Andrus told the jury that she and

Alabaster man

Neal McNeal of Alabaster was 
bound over to the Shelby County 
grand jury on a charge of assault with 
the intent to murder. 

The charge stems from an incident 
in which McNeal allegedly shot his 
daughter Emma McNeal Bullett three 
times with a .22 caliber automatic rifle 
and then evidently turned the rifle on 
himself, shooting himself once through 
his lower jaw and chin. The incident 
occurred on Dec. 4, 1977. 
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that Nolen shot Harlan at close range 
in a Shelby County pasture. 

Harlan, a vice president of Ogden 
Steel Corporation and the father of 
four children, was in Birmingham on 
business when he disappeared August 
17. The disappearance sparked a 
region-wide search that ended only 
when Nolen and Mrs. Andrus were 
arrested in Florida on September 9 
and Harlan’s decomposed body was 
found in Shelby County the next day. 

Nolen and Mrs. Andrus, shortly 
after their arrest in Florida, told 
Birmingham police where to look for 
Harlan’s body. 

On Saturday morning, September 
10. Birmingham police along with 
Shelby County deputies and Helena 
officers converged on Indian Lake 
Estates and found the partially 
decomposed body lying between two 
trees no more than 30 feet from an 
unpaved winding road. 

The location is just off County 
Road 261 north of Helena and not far 
from Acton. About ten homes and a 
large stable are located on the road. 
Horses often are pastured in the place 
where the body was found. Persons in 
the neighborhood had noticed a bad 
odor, but no one had investigated. 

Jurisdiction in the case remained 
in Jefferson County, in spite of the 
fact that Harlan’s death occurred in 
Shelby County.

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THS opens doors to community |

Up until now, it’s been taken for 
granted that when the school day has 
ended doors will be locked and the 
building left vacant until classes 
resume. 

But officials at Thompson High 
School propose opening their doors to 
the community when the school’s 
facilities aren't in use. 

It's a new idea in the county 
although schools in Jefferson County 
have been offering the public 
education and recreation programs ior 
some time. 

Endorsing the THS_ proposal, 
County Superintendent of Education 
Elvin Hill said he hoped other schools 
would follow suit. 

All ages will be involved in the 
services and programs the school hopes 
to offer, reports Principal Allen 
Fulton. He also stressed that there 
would not be any competition with 
programs offered by the nearby 
YMCA. “We want to work together,” 
he noted, “‘to benefit the 
community.” Fulton explained that 
the school could handle some 
programs better because of the 
facilities available. An example of this, 
he said, was the church and youth 
basketball league which practices at 
Thompson. 

Fulton also called attention to the 
fact that because of limited facilities, 
the city wasn’t able to offer any 
recreational program during the 
winter. 

Gymnastics will be one of the 
courses offered in the community 
oriented program, Fulton said, and he 
noted that dancing was already being 
taught at the school. 

A number of parents have to drive 
their children some distance for this 
type of instruction, Fulton remarked, 
and having classes here will save them 
both time and money. 

Working parents should also be 
receptive to the after school care 
program which the school hopes to 
institute. At the other end of the age 
spectrum, a number of activities are 
being planned for senior citizens. 

“We have the personnel available 
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for handling the courses we'll be 
offering,” Fulton said, “and they've 
been enthusiastic about participating 
in this project.” 

Adult education classes are 
planned and the school’s art teacher 
will be instructing a class in ceramics. 
Fulton said that the school would also 
be available for community meetings. 

Further information on the 
program will be provided in a brochure 
which will be sent home with students 
and also placed in stores in the area. 


An interim council will be formed 


to get the program underway, Fulton

Shelby Memorial Hospital’s Board 
of Directors gave ready assent last 
Tuesday evening to the adoption of a 
policy requiring non indigent patients 
without adequate insurance to pay a 
deposit before being admitted. 

But the proposal to remove 
portraits of board members from the 
walls of their meeting room was 
momentarily greeted by silence. 

The motion made by Ben Grubbs 
seemed to take the other directors by 
surprise. Grubbs reminded the group 
that a proposal to have portraits made 
of new members and presenting retired 
directors their pictures, was narrowly 
defeated at a previous meeting. 


So Grubbs suggested all portraits 
be removed as the wall could be put to 
better use. Even though there seemed 
to be some reluctance, everyone 
finally voted in favor of the motion. 

The continuing expense seemed to 
be the reason for abondoning the 
practice which was begun 3 years ago. 
At that time portraits were made of, 12 
directors at a cost of $130 apiece. 

It was decided that present board 
members would take their portraits 
home with them and Hospital 
Administrator Richard Lind would see 
that retired members received theirs. 

Although directors are not 
supposed to receive compensation for 


Timber salesman beaten 
by striking mine workers 


Answering an emergency call for 
assistance proved to be a costly act for 
a salesman for the Seaman Timber 
Company of Montevallo.

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Wilsonville water hassle settled

The town water system is apt to 
be the biggest investment a small town 
has, and one of the biggest headaches. 

Wilsonville issued $107,000 worth 
of bonds in 1958 to build a system 
serving about 200 customers. The 
town still owes $30,000 for the 
construction, 

The biggest problem of small 
town water systems is setting up a fair 
and equitable system of collection. 

According to Wilsonville’s water 
ordinance ‘‘each separate 
establishment” shall be billed for 
water used, 

The town would like to have 
everyone on water meters, because this 
is a fair method of billing and because, 
according to clerk Robert Lankford, 
“The first question the banks ask is if 
everybody has a meter.” 

Starting January 1 Wilsonville 
raised its minimum water rates, the 
rate for the first 3,000 gallons, to 
$5.00. 

During a recent council meeting 


the fact was discussed that some 
commercial establishments that shared 
a common building were receiving 
only one water bill. It was pointed out 
that Blackerby Beauty Salon paid a 
single water bill for the building that 
houses Blackerby‘s and a carpet shop 
operated by Councilwoman Dot 
Scruggs. It was suggested that each 
establishment receive a bill. 

The Scruggs’ bill was not in 
arrears, as reported in last week's 
paper, however, she was technically in 
violation of the city’s water ordinance. 

“I was the one first on the council 
to call for updating the city’s billing 
policy,” Scruggs told the Reporter. 
“But I wasn’t going to pay a separate 


bill for my store if the same money 
wasn’t going to be collected from the 
hardware store. It was a matter of 
principle.” 

During the controversy over the 
water bills, councilman Lee Reinhardt, 
whose responsibility it was to see that 
the bills were paid, resigned from the

council saying that the controversy 
surrounding the job was more than he 
cared to deal with. 

He has not yet been replaced. 

Scruggs got a bill in January and 
paid it promptly. 

Lankford reports that after the 
Scruggs bill was paid a man came into 
his office and reported that he had a 
trailer on his property that was not 
being billed. 

“The response has been very 
gratifying,” said Lankford.

Canal usage diminishing

already cheaper for the Japanese to 
ship directly to the U. S. West Coast, 
unload, and ship by rail as far east as a 
line north and south from Cleveland, 
Ohio, than it is for the same shipper to 
use the Canal. 

In other words, only if the cargo 
is headed for the U. S. East Coast is it 
cheaper to use the Panama Canal. 

This imaginary line will move even 
further east when tolls are increased at 
the Canal. 

The highest percentage of 
shipping going through the Canal 
today is between the Far East (Japan, 
Hong Kong, etc.) and the U. S. East 
Coast. 

. Japan is sending us television sets 
and structural while we are 
shipping coal and other raw materials 
to Japan. 

The countries that might be 
hardest hit if something went wrong 
with the Canal are the countries of the 
West Coast of South America; Chile, 
Peru, and Ecuador. They use the Canal 


steel, 


heavily for shipping their goods to 
Europe and to the U. S. East Coast. 
Everyone knows that the 


supertankers that haul oil are too big 
to go through the Panama Canal, but 
oil could be a boon to the use of the 
Canal. In fact, today a supertanker 
stands off the Pacific coast of Panama 
where it serves as a storage tank for oil 
from Alaska. Oil is transferred from 
the tanker to smaller ships and then 
sent through the Canal to East Coast 
ports. 

This is considered only a 
temporary measure, and a permanent 
structure on land is being considered. 
Also under consideration are the 
building of an oil pipeline paralleling 
the Canal, to handle the 
transshipments of oil. 

But overall use of the Canal is not 
expected to increase. We heard this 
from both American and Panamanian 
sources. Usage went up when the Suez 
Canal closed, but when Suez re-opened 
Panama's usage dropped. The Vietnam 
War also brought about some increase 
in use. At present about 34 ships a day 
make the transit. The Canal has

This year, students at Montevallo 
High School are being given $1,000 
when they take general math. 


No, they're not being bribed. 
Instructor Doug Morris is issuing the 
fake currency to show students, in the 
most practical way possible, how to 
handle their finances. And they also 
learn the fundamentals of operating a 
business. 


The students are divided into 
groups, Morris explained, and assigned 
to the different enterprises which are 
set up around the classroom. In 
addition to operating a bank, class 
members also manage a drugstore, 
hamburger stand, insurance agency, 
and a grocery, variety and department 
store. 


The unique idea occurred to 
Morris while he was taking a course at 
the University of Montevallo last 
summer. 

And the new technique seems to 
have turned the trick in bringing new 
life to the subject. According to 
Morris, “‘It’s spurred the student’s 
interest and they do their best to get

things right, and most of the time they 
do.” 

Explaining that students run their 
businesses *‘as much like the real thing 
as possible,” the math teacher credits 
merchants in the community with 
making this possible. 

Among the materials contributed 
to the class, Morris lists obsolete bank 
Statements and deposit tickets, price 
lists from variety and grocery stores, 
and insurance rate books. 

Relating what takes place in the 
beginning of the course, Morris said 
that after students receive their $1,000 
they can either put it in their pocket 
or deposit it in the bank. 

But in order to keep a volume of 
money flowing during the class 
sessions, the innovative math teacher 
said that he passed out cards 
containing such instructions as - buy 
100 hamburgers and cokes for an 
office party. 

The buyer can use either cash or a 
check to make the purchase, Morris 
noted. And the business owner must 
total the amount of the purchase 
including tax and a sub-total. Books 
must also be balanced, deposits made 
in the bank, and statements which are

Unless the context clearly requires a 
different meaning, as herein used, the following 
words and terms shal! be defined as follows: ‘‘the 
county’’ means Shelby County; ‘‘law enforcement 
officer'' means any policeman regularly employed 
by a municipality within the county or any sheriff or 
deputy sheriff regularly employed by the county; 
“‘within the county’ means any place within the 
boundaries of the county; ‘‘hospital’’ means and 
includes a hospital maintained by the county or a 
hospital which under an agreement with the county 
provides for the care and evaluation of those 
persons detained pursuant to this act; ‘designated 
place'’ means a hospital, as above defined, or any 
other suitable place designated in a resolution of 
the governing body of the county as a place for the 
care and evaluation of persons detained pursuant to 
said act; ‘*the director’’ means the person in charge 
of the emergency room of the hospital or in charge 
of the other suitable place named by the county 
governing body as a designated place; ‘‘psychiatric 
staff'’ means the staff of psychiatrist which make 
the psychiatric evaluations provided for in this act, 
which staff may be employed by the county or by a 
hospital which under an agreement with the county 
makes psychiatric evaluations provided for by this 
act. 

Section 3. The purpose of this act is to provide for 
the care and safety of mentally ill persons where 
there is reasonable basis for apprehension that 
such person may injure himself or others, and to 
provide for an expeditious means of determining 
the need for detention pending formal commitment 
proceedings to determine whether such persons 
should be committed to Alabama state hospitals. 

Section 4. When any law enforcement officer has 
reasonable cause for betieving that a person within 
the county is mentally Wl and further 
believing that such person is likely to endanger 
himself or others, such law enforcement officer 
shall take such person into custody and carry him 
directly to the designated place where the law 
entorcement officer will deliver the said person to 
the director and inform the director that, in the 
opinion of the law enforcement officer, the said 
person is mentally ill. 

The director shal! immediately notify a member 
of the psychiatric staff that a mentally il! person has 
been recieved at the designated place. Said 
psychiatric staff member shal! immediately 
perform such initial examination and observation 
which, coupled with whatever other information 
concerning the person’s behaviour may be 
available, will allow him to make a determination as 
to whether or not to admit the person to the hospital 
as 4 tnentaily il! patient for further observation and 
attention

Upon a determination by the psychiatric staff 
member that the mentally ili person should be _ 
admitted to the hospital, said staff member shail 
proceed with admission of the person to the place of 
detainment. 

No later than the next business day following the, 
date of admission, the psychaitric staff member. . 
shall notify the probate judge, or the assistant _ 
probate judge, of the county, of the admission to 
the hospital of a mentally i\| person. The probate 
judge, or the assistant probate judge, shall , 
immediately arrange a hearing to determingc 
whether the detention of the mentally ill person is 
based upon probably cause to believe that 
confinement is necessary under constitutionally, 
proper standards for commitment and that the- 
detention should continue until an inquisition hs 
held.

Senator discusses farm plight 


by Senator John Sparkman 

We have all watched with interest 
farmers across the nation going 
directly to the public and to the 
Congress in an effort to point up the 
particulars of their problems. 

I have been in farming since I was 
seven years old and, even now, 
maintain a farm near Huntsville, so I 
know the farmers’ problems. We 
cannot predict much about the 
weather, but we know that it will not 
always be bad for our buyers and good 
for us; but you would never know 
that, judging from our agricultural 
policies of the past few years. We have 
made an all-out effort to produce for 
markets on which we simply cannot 
depend. When you expand production 
without some assurance of an 
expansion in demand, that spells low 
prices. 

Of course, there is more to it than 
that. Since the Russian grain sales and 
the “food crisis” of a few years back, 
people have been frightened by even 
the slightest suggestion of tighter 
supplies. A good example is the 
set-aside for wheat and feed grains 
announced this fall. When Secretary 
Bergland proposed it, consumer 
groups, government advisors, and some 
members of Congress got very excited. 
They saw nothing but skyrocketing 
food prices and inflation. 

The farm problem is a complex 
one. Only about 4 percent of the 
population are farmers, and a handful 
more understand agriculture. That 
leaves the overwhelming majority of

loans all the time. People seem to look to us for the right kind of loan, 
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the population confused about what it 
takes to produce the food and fiber we 
all depend upon; and, frankly, if they 
do not begin to understand farm 
problems pretty soon, we could be in 
trouble...first the farmers, but 
everyone else could be in trouble 
shortly thereafter. 

That is why, in spite of all the 
criticism, the farm strike and the 
American Agriculture Movement have 
been rather effective. 

The strike has accomplished 
several important things. First, it has 


convinced people of the severity of 


farm financial conditions. We saw 
farmers respond to the food crisis of a 
few years ago, but it took a strike to 


get a response to the farm crisis of 


today. 

Second, the strike has shown 
Congress that farmers are not satisfied 
with our current policies. The new 
farm bill is not enough, good as it may 
be. We need some other innovations, 
and the strike brought that point 
home very well.

Heads counted for more taxes 


by Marcia M. Sears 
The census taker is coming to 
your house and mine. 

Every home in Shelby County will 
be contacted within the next three or 
four months in a special census to be 
conducted by the U. S. Bureau of 
the Census. 

Normally the census is conducted 
only once in 10 years, but the Shelby 
County Commission thinks the 
county has grown so much in the 
last seven years that the county will 
be in line for much more tax money 


if the true population figure is 
proved. 

Senator Lister Hill Proctor and 
Representative Sonny Moore held a 
press conference Monday outlining 
the reasons they pushed for having 
the special census taken. The most 
compelling reason is the distribution 
of the gasoline taxes that come back 
to counties from the state. Other 
taxes, such as Federal Revenue 
sharing are also computed on a 
population basis. 

Their figures show that if the

population of the county is proved 
to be 60,000, the county will gain 
$236,704 in gasoline taxes each year 
for the next three years, for a total 
of around $710,000. It will cost 
about $35,000 for the special cen- 
sus, but the Commission approved 
the expenditure at its last meeting, 
and a check is already in the mail. 
The 1970 population figure for 
Shelby County is only 38,037, and 
that is the figure currently used by 
the state to distribute gasoline taxes. 
Gasoline taxes are earmarked for 
the road and bridge fund. Many 
county observers think the present 
population is at least 55,000. 
According to Proctor, this will be 
the first time in history that an 
Alabama County has asked for a 


) special off-year census. 


(Ed Note: The City of Pelham 
requested a special census in 1973 
because of its natural growth, and 
the annexation of new areas. 
Pelham’s population went from 954 
in the 1970 census to 3,047 in the 
1973 special census.) 

Proctor and Moore both stressed 
that they had obtained an opinion 
from the Attorney General that the 
state could legally redistribute the 
gasoline tax funds based on the 
special census. 

In a statement issued at the press 
conference Senator Proctor said, in 
part, ‘‘Since my election in August, 
1977, I have become aware of the

For higher farm prices 


Strikers push demands 


by Rhodes Johnston 

Striking Shelby County farmers 
met for the second time last Thursday 
in the Shelby County Courthouse to 
push demands for higher farm prices 

About 30 showed up to discuss 
legislation to be introduced by Rep. 
Sikes (D. Fla.) which would give the 
nation’s farmer price suppports at 100 
per cent of parity. Although the 
formula is complicated, parity is 
roughly the farmer’s cost of 
production. 

Spokesman Paul Tate, who has a 
425 acre cotton farm near 
Harpersville, estimated that 75 per 
cent of Shelby County’s row crop 
growers were active in the strike. 

The agriculture movement has 
vowed to plant 50 per cent less this 
year if demands for parity are not met. 

The first test of the strike will 
come in two weeks when farmers in 
Texas begin spring planting. Tate said 
that the Alabama strikers will watch 
what happens in Texas, Florida and 
South Georgia. 


“If they cut their crops, then we 
will cut ours,” he said. 

The farmers chipped in over $300 
to support Vincent soybean farmer 
Sonny Thompson, who is representing 
Shelby County at lobbying efforts in 
Washington. . 

Tate said the group would keep a 
man in Washington until action was 
taken ona parity bill. 

The farmers said they needed 
price supports to meet swiftly rising 
costs, 

“The price of fertilizer and seed 
has gone up 112 per cent in the past 
five years,” said Tate. “Five years ago 
I was getting 41 cents a pound for 
cotton. Last year I got 44 cents per 
pound.” 

“I could take a $200 bale of 
cotton and make $5,000 worth of blue 
jeans,” said ginner Sam Florey. 

“The price of the materials in a 
pair of jeans is 69 cents, including the 
zipper.” 

“Parity would raise the price of a 
50 cent loaf of bread to 54 cents,” 


said Tate. 

The farmers maintain that 
excessive middleman profits are 
responsible for inequities in farm 
prices. 

“We are still farmers,” said Albert 
Datcher of Harpersville, “We don’t 
want a handout, we want a decent 
wage. We need to get the public to 
write Congress on this. I think people 
would rather eat than buy gas.” 

Although the fiercely independent 
farmers do not approach the organized 


strength of a labor union there seems 
to be sentiment for a more 
coordinated group. 

**Let’s organize ourselves for 
real,” said Sam Kidd of Alabaster. “We 
don’t want nobody like Farm Bureau 
talking for us. They, are up there to 
keep us from getting help.” 

Thompson is due back from 
Washington this week in time to make 
a report at the next strike meeting, to 
be held in the courthouse at 7 p.m. 
Thursday.

“We have been by ourselves long 
enough,” Arban told the crowd of 
about 200.

As outlined by Arban, the initial 
phase of the program allows students 
from Nunnelley to take 21, 21, or 44 
quarter hours at a state junior college 
and receive an Associate in Applied 
Science degree. Then, if the student 
chose to pursue his education he could 
start at a higher level on his way to a 
BS or BA degree.

Gov. George Wallace has 45 days 
to “show cause why federal highway 
funds should not be withheld,” 
according to the Highway Department. 

Alabama is one of 16 states that 
have been threatened with the cut-off. 

If the Highway Administration 
carries out its threat, it could stop 
almost all road building in the stale. 
since the federal government finances 
90 per cent of all interstate 
construction and 50 per cent of all 
secondary road construction. 

The funds that could be withheld 
are those for planning, specifications 
and estimates, but Transportation 
Department officials did not say how 
much money was involved. 

Shelby County is the only county 
in the state with its own weight law, 
and has been in the forefront of 
efforts to get weight laws enforced.

“Competency testing lets a 
student exit and re-enter school at 
will,’’ said James Kendricks, 
Coordinator of Curriculum 
Development for the state. 

The state’s junior college and 
vocational school program was set up 
as part of Goy. George Wallace’s 
program “to bring education to the 
working class.” 

Since their beginning the junior 
colleges and technical schools have 
been fighting with the older 
established colleges and universities for 
the state’s education dollar. 

The articulation concept could 
open the way for acceptance of the 
new schools into the state’s education 
establishment. A timely opening since 
their mentor, Wallace, will not be able 
to look after the new schools when he 
leaves office in 1978.

Letter to Editor: 

In reading the latest article of the 
Reporter’s series on the Panama Canal, 
I see that it too is riddled with errors. 

First of all, concerning the 
military use of the Canal, your 
reporters stated that “our navy has not 
used the Canal very much in recent 
years”. Of course not - there hasn’t 
been a major war in recent years that 
we've been involved in. The Vietnam 
War was totally ignored in covering the 
military aspects of the Canal issue, 
with the statement that the Vietnam 
War brought “‘some increase in use” 
reserved for the later discussion of 
overall use of the Canal. U. S. 
Government use of the canal increased 
from 86 ships in 1964 to an average of 
135 ships from 1965 to 1970. Long 
tons of cargo shipped via U. S. 
Government vessels went from an 
average of 3,844,224 long tons during 
the years 1964 to 1974 to 526,497 
long tons in 1975. Quite a substantial 
drop. 

It was also stated that it would be 
foolish to risl¢ using the Canal as a 
means of transit for a desperately 
needed ship to go from Atlantic to 
Pacific in time of war pointing out 
that it takes 14 hours to make that 
transit. In answer, it is certainly a 
shorter route than the 25-30 day trip 
around Cape Horn. Ms, Sears also 
mentioned that enemy submarines 
positioned 2-3 miles outside the Canal 
could turn it into a trap. She did take 
into account giant strides by the U. S. 
in anti-submarine warfare. It is also a 
confirmation of our overall 
quantitative naval inferiority, which 
must be corrected. 

It is also false that we still have a 
two-ocean navy. The Canal has made 
our bare-bones one-ocean navy appear 
sufficient. However, when our navy is 
compared to that of the Soviet Union 
it is clearly obvious that such is not 
the case. The U. S. Navy has been 
reduced in recent year from 900 ships 
to less than 500, compared to the 
Russians’ present 2,732 ships. The 
answer to this dilemma is to increase 
the size and power of our navy. 
Because of our small (vis-a-vis the 
Soviet Union’s) navy, Panama is

Weather causing 


gas interruptions 


This winter’s sub-freezing tem- 
peratures are not only annoying, but 
are causing interruptions of natural 
gas service to many of Shelby Coun- 
ty’s industries. 

In some cases local industries, 
normally using natural = gas, 
arranged for stand-by energy such 
as coal or butane or propane. Some 
industries, however, find it difficult 
or impossible to convert to stand-by 
fuels. 

The Federal Power Commission 
has established categories for users 
of natural gas and the FPC has set 
forth rules and regulations when gas 
to the several categories must be 
terminated. 

When temperatures drop and the 
demand for gas increases, the in- 
dustries using the largest quantity of 
gas are cut off first. There are 
several categories of 
users. At the other end of the scale is 


the domestic user. Private homes 


are the last to be terminated. 

Conditions have not become 
severe enough, either this year or 
last, to interrupt service to in- 
dividual Shelby County homes. 
Heavy industry and light industry 
experienced cut-offs last year. 
During the height of last year’s cold, 
retail businesses, government of- 
fices and schools were asked to 
lower thermostats and cut back 
usage of gas whenever possible. 

An informal poll of some of 
Shelby County’s municipalities in- 
dicates that since January 1 of this 
year the following industries have 
had gas supplies cut off for varying 
lengths of time: Abex, Allied 
Products, Dixie Alloy, Electrical 


Specialties Products, Alabama 
Refractory Clay, Westinghouse, 
National Standard, Hackney 


Metals, Elastic Corporation and 
Valley Mills. 

The University of Montevallo has 
been curtailed again this year and 
has had to resort to coal.

Sewer plans progress 


by Rhodes Johnston 

Town manager Buck Falkner told 
the Columbiana Council that up to 1.5 
million gallons per day were flowing 
through a sewer system designed for 
300,000 gallons per day during the 
recent rainy weather. 

The town has plans to expand the 
system, adding two new lagoons and 
additional lines to double the system’s 
capacity. 

Engineering studies have been 
completed and the town’s engineering 
firm, Charles Tucker and Associates, 
says it will have a completed 201 
study with the dollar figures for the 
new construction at the Feb. 19 
council meeting. 

The town has been working on 
the project for two years, Tucker told 
the council that a federal grant for the 
approximately $1 million project was 
likely in 1978. 

The federal government would 
pay 75 per cent of the construction 
cost with the town making up the 25 
per cent difference. 

There is speculation in town that 
the council will ask for a one per cent 
sales tax so that it will be able to come 
up with matching funds for this 
project and others like a $51,734 grant 
for tennis courts and a playground at 
the city park. 

Proponents of the tax argue that 
since Jefferson County already has the 
tax, local shoppers are used to paying 
it. 

The council discussed finding a 
new garbage service to replace Cosper, 
of Alabaster, because of the numerous 
complaints received about pickup 
since the $3 garbage tax went into 
effect. 

No action was taken. 

After suspending the rules that 
require two weeks notice before 
passing an ordinance, the council 
voted unanimously to adopt an 
ordinance making it a misdemeanor to 
pass a worthless check in the town. In 
the past worthless check warrants have 
been prosecured by the county. 

The council also voted 
unanimously to pay its dues to the 
Birmingham Regional Planning

Terms of the present lease with Gulf 
were thought to give Gulf a five year 
option to renew. 

The Commission asked county at- 
torney Frank Ellis for an opinion, 
and Ellis says that the county did 
not give Gulf an ‘‘option’’ in the 
classic sense. 

The agreement rather is that the 
county can re-consider the terms by 
which it wants to run the airport, 
and Gulf will have the opportunity 
of first refusal. 

This may mean that the entire 
lease could be open to bids from 
anyone in the event Gulf refuses the 
county’s new stipulations. 

Five years ago several companies 
bid very competitively and bitterly 
for the county’s approval as fixed 
base operators. As far as is known, 
there has been no complaint about 
Gulf’s operation of the airport 
during the past five years.

FOR BETTER 
HUNTING 


AND FISHING 


BY EARL FRANKLIN KENNAMER 


Q. I've been fishing with a friend 
who has a bass boat, but he always 
catches more fish. Why? 

A. Of course, he probably has more 
experience than you in fishing for 
bass. He may know the waters better. 
And there’s always the luck factor. 
But | have a suspicion he’s always 
sitting in front, operating the trolling 
motor. This gives him a chance to 
chunk his plug or plastic worm or 
spinner in the bassiest spots you can’t 
reach until he has already worked 
them out. He will catch fish while you 
don’t or hell get the most strikes. In 
other words, you're getting the 
“left-overs” in fishing spots. 

Boat fishing partners must share 
and share alike in fishing 
opportunities. If the skipper handling 
his boat from the bow or front end 
keeps the craft near the shoreline, he 
can cast ahead at an angle, cover the 
best fishing areas and catch the most 
fish. His partner behind him might as 
well take a nap. He’s in the same 
position as one bird hunter who 
follows another hunter who has gone 
ahead an hour before and flushed all 

ovies. 

To make conditions equal the boat 
handler should stay far enough from 
the shoreline so both anglers must cast 
at right angles to put their lures within 
an inch of the bank, At the same time 
the angler in front should “skip” every 
other likely looking fish spot so his 
partner has a target for his lure. 

Even if you follow rules for 
fairness, it’s a good idea for partners to 
shift boat seats at timed intervals. 
Unless the boat owner knows the 
waters best, partners should agree on 
best areas to fish. 

Take it from me-----nothing 
destroys camaraderie on fishing trips 
more than conceit, an argument, or 
petty jealousy. 

Q. What happens when you tie a 
knot ina line or a rope? 

A. While the initial advantage of a 
knot is to secure a line or rope to an 
object. Bending the strands of material 
weakens the line, rope, etc. Initial tests 
show that joining knots such as the 
sheet bend, the square knot and the 


carrick bend can cut breaking strength 
in two-----in other words, a 50 percent 
loss in breaking strength! 

The clove hitch drops breaking 
strength by 30 percent. With the 
bowline, there is a 35 to 40 pereent 
loss. 

Tests also show splices rather than 
knots help polyethyleiv@~ind 
propylene ropes keep 98 percent of 
their breaking strength. If you need a 
greater safety margin, use a larger size 
rope.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF

Section 1. Uniess the context clearly requires a 
different meaning, as herein used, the following 
words and terms shal! be defined as follows: ‘the 
county’’ means Shelby County; ‘law enforcement 
officer'’ means any policeman regularly employed 
by a municipality within the county or any sheriff or 
deputy sheriff regularly employed by the county; * 
“‘within the county’’ means any place within the 
boundaries of the county; ‘'hospital'' means and 
includes a hospital maintained by the county or a 
hospital which under an agreement with the county 
provides for the care and evaluation of: those 
persons detained pursuant to this act; ‘‘designated 
place’’ means a hospital, as above defined, or any 
other suitable place designated in a resolution of 
the governing body of the county as a place for the 
care and evaluation of persons detained pursuant to 
Said act; ‘the director’* means the person in charge 
of the emergency room of the hospital or in charge 
of the other suitable place named by the county 
governing body as a designated place; ‘psychiatric 
staff'' means the staff of psychiatrist which make 
the psychiatric evaluations provided for in this act, 
which staff may be employed by the county or by a 
hospital which under an agreement with the county 
makes psychiatric evaluations provided for by this 
act. 

Section 3. The purpose of this act Is to provide for 
the care and safety of mentally ill persons where 
there is reasonable basis for apprehension that 
such person may injure himself or others, and to 
provide for an expeditious means of determining 
the need for detention pending formal commitment 
proceedings to determine whether such persons 
should be committed to Alabama state hospitals. 

Section 4. When any law enforcement officer has 
reasonable cause for believing that a person within 
the county is mentally il! and further 
believing that such person is likely to endanger 
himseif or others, such law enforcement officer 
shall take such person into custody and carry him 
directly to the designated place where the law 
enforcement officer will deliver the said person to 
the director and inform the director that, in the 
opinion of the law enforcement officer, the said 
person is mentality ill.

The director shall immediately notify a member 
of the psychiatric staff that a mentally ili person has 
been recieved at the designated place. Said 
psychiatric staff member shall immediately 
perform such initial examination and observation 
which, coupled with whatever other information 
concerning the person's behaviour may be 
available, will allow him to make a determination as 
to whether or not to admit the person to the hospital 
as amentally iil patient for further observation and 
attention. 

Upon the determination by said staff member 
that the person does not require admission to the 
hospital the staff member will so advise the 
enforcement officer and cause the person to be 
released from the hospital. Upon such release from 
the hospital, the law enforcement officer shall 
immediately release the person into his own 
custody unless such law enformcement officer has 
some legal cause for detaining such person other 
than such person's mental condition. If the person 
is released into his own custody and if requested by 
the person, the law enforcement officer shall 
immediately deliver him to his residence or other 
place of abode if within the county. 

Upon a determination by the psychiatric staff 
member that the mentally ill person should be 
admitted to the hospital, said staff member shall 
proceed with admission of the person to the place of 
detainment. 

No later than the next business day following the 
date of admission, the psychaitric staff member 
shall notify the probate judge, or the assistant 
probate judge, of the county, of the admission to 
the hospital of a mentally ill person. The probate 
judge, or the assistant probate judge, shall 
immediately arrange a hearing to determine 
whether the detention of the mentally ill person is 
based upon probably cause to believe that 
confinement is necessary under constitutionally 
proper standards for commitment and that the 
detention should continue until an inquisition is 
held. 

The probably cause hearing shall be held at the 
hospital in a suitable room other than the mentally 
ill person's quarters. Appropriate street dress shal| 
be made available to each such person if not alrady 
available to him. Prior to said probable cause 
hearing the probate court shall furnish adequate 
notice informing the person (or his counsel) of the 
time and place of the hearing and of the factual 
grounds upon which the proposed commitment is 
predicted and the reasons for the necessity of 
confinement. The probate court shall require that 
the mentally ill person be represented by counsel! at 
the hearing, which counsel shali be appointed by 
the court if necessary. The probate court shall 
require the presence of the mentally ill person at 
the hearing unless his presence is waived by 
counsel and approved by the court after an 
adversary hearing at the conclusion of which the 
court judicially finds and determines that the 
person is so mentally or physically ill as to be 
incapable of attending the probably cause hearing. 
In no event may detention in the absence of a 
probable cause hearing exceed seven (7) days from 
the date of the initial detention. 

If the court finds and determines that there is no 
Probable cause to detain the person, as stated 
above, the court shall immediately cause the person 
to be dismissed from the hospital and released 
provided, however, if criminal charges have been 
placed against the ndividual and the hospital has 
been so notified by the probate judge, the hospital 
shall release the person into the custody of the 
appropriate law enforcement officer. 

if the court determines there is probable cause to 
detain the person pending a full hearing on the 
need for commitment, the court shali issue a 
mittimus or commitment of the person to the 
hospital until said proceedings may be held as 
provided by law. Provided, however, such 
proceedings shall be held within a reasonable time 
following initial detention, but in no event sooner 
than will permit adequate preparation of the case 
by counsel, or later than thirty (30) days from the 
date of the initial detention.

trousers, while 18 more would be 
sufficient for the vest and jacket to 
match. 

In addition to that, those same 12 
half gallon bottles could be recycled 
into 50 feet of quarter-inch 
clothesline. 

The Goodyear’s executive further 
stated the containers, when recycled 
and used for fuel had the same energy 
as low-grade coal. This fact should 
boost continued research along this 
line especially since the miners have 
been on strike for so long a time.

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Pensions, Securities staffers 
angered by Probate Judge’s 


plan to reshuffle county offices 


by Marcia M. Sears 

Enraged by reports that Probate 
Judge Tommy Snowden was planning 
to move the county food stamp offices 
to the Community Facilities building, 
18 workers from the Department of 
Pensions and Securities descended on 
the County Commission meeting 
Monday. 

There has not been a delegationof 
that size at a Commission meeting 
since the deputies ringed the room last 
year demanding six new automobiles. 

Led by Nell Fulton, Director of 
DPS for the past 28 years, they made 
clear that they were angered by not 
being consulted, and they gave more 
than a dozen reasons why the offices 
should not be moved. 

Mrs. Fulton accused Snowden of 
“going through the back door” in 
talking to Guy Burns, State Director 
of DPS before consulting her. “Shall | 
go to Governor Wallace about matters 
that concern you?” she demanded. “I 
think you should have shown me the 
courtesy of talking to me about it. I’ve 
called you to come over and see our 
space problems, but you were always 
in Montgomery.” 

Snowden countered that since the 
food stamp program is now going to 
be handled by the state, the county 
could get reimbursement if it were in a 
privately rented space. 

Mrs, Fulton said, “The county gets 
reimbursed the way it is.” She said she 
had been told Snowden once said 
“The hand-out programs are the ones 
that have the best facilities.” She not 
only resented his use of the word 
‘hand-out’ but countered that she had 
worked 28 years to get the good 
facilities the DPS and Food Stamps 
now have. 

The food stamp office is located 


across the street from the Community 
Facilities building in a former locker 
plant the county bought and 
renovated for offices. It has a large 
lobby ringed by several offices. 
Snowden apparently thinks the lobby 
is wasted space. 

Mrs. Fulton said the building was 
designed by experts in the food stamp 
field who had seen what could happen 
if hungry people had to stand in long 
lines out of doors. “We have long lines, 
but everybody can get inside. In 
Jefferson County they need fulltime 
security guards.” 

Snowden brought up the word 


“fraud’’ in connection with the 
program, and this drew blood from 
some of the workers in the audience. 
Lou DeLoach of Calera said, “We’ve 
got the lowest error rate in the whole 
Southeast. One of the reasons is that 
we have enough space to work in to 
interview people and find out what 
their needs are. 

“I spend as much time in front of 
grand juries as anyone. We are taking 
cases to court and getting 
convictions.” 

Mrs. Fulton added, “If you know 
of people getting food stamps who do 
not deserve them, you should report 
them right away.” 

The workers told the Commission 
that 2,399 persons were eligible for 


food stamps last month, representing 
718 households. They said the new 
regulations will increase the number of 
people who come to the office, rather 
than reduce them. 

Snowden did not seem flustered by 
the charges, even when one of the case 
workers mentioned that he would be 
making it hard for elderly people, and 
“these are the same ones who put you 


in office.” 

Commissioners Doug Ballard and 
Ned Bearden both tried to smooth the 
waters, and Commissioner Jimmy 
Morris commented, “‘I’m glad to see so 
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Work Release driver killed

But that was not enough. One of 
the workers pointed out, “We work 
for the state.”

Montevallo’s year long traffic, 
street study due next month 


No changes are coming in the 
immediate future in parking and 
traffic rules and regulations in 
Montevallo. 

Changes in two-hour parking zones 
were requested at the January 23 
meeting of the Montevallo City 
Council by members of one of the 
University of Montevallo fraternities. 

Mayor Ralph Sears reported to 
council members this week that he and 
City Councilman David Nichols and 
Police Chief Troy Kirkland had met 
with engineers from the State Highway 
Department and representatives of a 
traffic survey firm in Atlanta. The 
Atlanta firm is engaged in a year-long 
study of Montevallo’s streets and 
traffic patterns. 

Sears told council members that the 
study of Montevallo’s traffic will be 
completed this month and that a final 
report from the Atlanta firm is 
expected during the month of March. 

Council members agreed that no 
change in traffic rules and regulations 
should be instituted until the city 
receives the Atlanta based firm’s 
report 

During Monday night’s City 
Council meeting, Chief Kirkland 
presented his monthly report of police 
activity, The report shows that 
Montevallo officers made 48 arrests 
during January. It also indicates that 
city prisoners spent a total of 39 days 
in jail last month, that the city 
collected fines in the amount of 
$2,182.50 during January and that 
officers traveled 9,546 miles last 
month. 

Councilman Grady Parker received 
favorable reaction from his fellow 
councilmen when he asked that Chief 
Kirkland be authorized to send one of 
the Montevallo officers to an 
Intoximeter School, operated by the 
State Health Department. Three 
Montevallo officers are currently 
licensed to operate the city’s 
intoximeter. 

Council members also discussed 
possible disposition of a’ partially

All of them but Stone said they 
need more space than they have now. 
Stone said anything would be an 
improvement over the one-room office 
he now occupies.

UM cracking down on use of 


buildings, equipment; new 


inventory being initiated 


Strict new policies on the use of 
University of Montevallo buildings and 
equipment are going into effect. 

President James Vickrey 
recommended to the Board of 
Trustees Friday that any activity 
involving university property should as 
a first consideration, be in the best 
interests of the university. Any group 
or individual that is approved to use 
such property must pay rent for it. 
Vickrey said a new inventory system 
had been devised so the school could 
keep track of its equipment. 

The tight new regulations provide 


that application must be made in 
writing in advance for the use of 
university buildings or equipment. 


The Trustees adopted the plan. 

Although it was not mentioned at 
the meeting, the step was thought to 
be the aftermath of an investigation by 
state investigators last summer when 
allegations of misuse of university 
property were made, 


No charges were ever filed, but 
the investigations reportedly turned up 
evidence of very lax controls over the 
use of university property.

At its last meeting the Pelham 
City Council dismissed a request from 
Sherman Holland Jr. that it cede land 
north of his automobile dealership to 
Alabaster. 


Councilman Leslie Todhunter 
joked that perhaps Alabaster would 
cede Sherman Holland to Pelham. 


In fact, Holland already owns 
much of the prime highway frontage 
on the west side of U. S. 31 from the 
Alabaster city limits to within a few 
blocks of the Pelham City Hall. 

The way Buddy Holland sees it, 
Pelham should try a more diplomatic 
approach with the largest landowner in 
its corporate limits. 

The land for the , Alabaster 
dealership was bought from Martin 
Marietta Corp. In 1975 Holland heard 
that Martin Marietta was willing to sell 
its considerable holdings in Pelham 
and bought the land along the 
highway, to a depth of a quarter 
section, and other holdings of the 
company in and around Pelham, 
Holland said. 

Buddy Holland told the Reporter 
that the reason his father had 
requested that Pelham cede land north 
of the dealership to Alabaster was so 


the Hollands could proceed with plans 
for a 100,000 square foot shopping 
mall on the land adjoining the 
dealership. 

“We are going to develop this land 
the way it ought to be developed,” 
said Holland, producing plans 
featuring two octagonal stores of 
approximately 25,000 square feet 
flanking a central rectangle of 30,000 
square feet with smaller shops in 
between. 

“The Pelham Mall (also about 
100,000 square feet) is a strip type 
mall, but we are going to give the city 
something they will be proud of,” he 
said. 

The young Holland did not say 
which city, and that, he says, is what 
is holding up the development. 

As it is proposed, the new 
shopping mall would be bisected by 
the town limits of Pelham and 
Alabaster, with half the shops getting 
their utilities from Alabaster and half 
from Pelham. 

“It would be easy just to run 
Alabaster utilities from the dealership 
to the shopping mall.” said Holland. “‘I 
hope something can be worked out 
with Pelham.”

Trustees hear UM’s fiscal 


report, renovation plans 


One and a quarter million dollars 
were left over at the end of the last 
fiscal year at the University of 
Montevallo. 

UM Business Manager John 
Blackwell announced this figure in his 
report to the Board of Trustees 
Friday. Stating that former President 
Kermit Johnson left the University in 
good financial shape, Blackwell told 
the Trustees, “The University is 
sound,” 

The $1.25 million was the sum 
carried forward as of October 1, 1977. 

Blackwell presented a very 
detailed report of the university’s 
finances. Highlights of the report were 
that tuition receipts last year were 
$842,000 and this year were 
$888,000. He noted there were 2,370 
students last year, but that number 
had increased to 2,430 this year. 

In other reports concerning 
finances, the trustees heard that 
renovation of Palmer Hall is expected 
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to cost about $983,840. Work will 
begin after commencement. The entire 
auditorium will be reconstructed and a 
new organ installed. (Cost of the organ 
is not included in the above figure.) 
The front entrance will be re-built at a 
cost of $30,000, and the auditorium 
will get $285,000 worth of repairs. 
New seats are included in that figure at 
about $121,500. 

For the future, President James 
Vickrey listed four major items under 
capital construction. 

He would like to see $1 million 
budgeted for the renovation of 
Ramsey Hall; one-half million for 
maintenance and minor renovations 
throughout the campus; $250,000 to 
modify the buildings so the 
handicapped have easy access to them; 
and $9,250,000 for a multipurpose 


center.

Probate Judge’s secret plans to reshuffle

He may not have meant to, but 
Probate Judge Tommy Snowden has 
Stirred up a hornet’s nest that will 
probably haunt him for months, if not 
years to come. By ordering a survey of 
county office space, and swearing 
those involved in the survey to 
secrecy, he has offended nearly 
everyone who works in county 
buildings. 

If he had talked with department 
heads in advance, he might have won 


their sympathy for his contention that 
the probate office, the Commission 
and the tax assessor need more office 
space, 

But when word leaked out that he 
was planning to move the Food Stamp 
office, either to the Community 
Facilities building or to some 
unspecified rented space in town, he 
enraged all 40 of the workers in the 
Department of Pensions and 
Securities. They marched en masse to 


the Commission meeting Monday to 
protest. 

The next day, he called a meeting 
of other department heads whose 
offices he wants to move out of the 
courthouse to the Food Stamp 
building. He kept them waiting a half 
hour, then dropped the bombshell that 
he already had tentative plans drawn 
up for their new offices in the Food 
Stamp building. Most of them were 
stunned, mostly because plans of this 


magnitude had progressed so far 
without their having been consulted. 


His reassurances that “We want to 
see everybody happy,” were lost on 
most of them. The outcome may be 
that Snowden will get real experience 
in bureaucratic in-fighting, and he will 
doubtless wish that he had used ‘a 
spoonful of sugar to make the

Alabama threatened with loss of $157 million for highways

Alabama is threatened with loss of 
federal highway funds because the 
state is not enforcing highway truck 
weight laws, according to the U. S. 
Department of Transportation. 

In the highway bill now under 


consideration by Congress, Alabama 
stands to get $157 million intended 
for interstate and primary road 
systems as well as safety programs. 


Highway Director Ray Bass was 
shocked to learn of the proposed 
cutoff, according to Tom Espy, office 


engineer for the Department in 
Montgomery. Bass was out of the city 
and unavailable for comment. 

The federal threat first came to 
light last week when Department of 
Transportation officials testified 
before a subcommittee of the House 
Ways and Means Committee on a

Registrars beginning voter 


re-identification program 


Shelby County’s Board of 
Registrars asked the County 
Commission to launch a voter 
re-identification program. 

Registrars Doris Turner, Stanley 
Mahan and D. L. Spates appeared 
before the Commission Monday and 
asked for the program as‘a means of 
getting an up-to-date list of voters, 

Mahan said the registrars have 
found 520 persons who should come 
off the list, but all the registrars expect 
there are many more persons who 
should no longer be listed. It is almost 
impossible to remove a name, Mahan 
said, because the laws on the subject 


are so stringent. The registrars think 
many persons have moved out of the 
county, and the best way to find out is 
to ask all voters to re-register. 


The Commission decided to take 
steps to begin re-identifying voters, 
although there would not be time to 
complete it before the September 
elections. 


Mahan said they have found the 
names of 210 persons on the list who 
are dead; 111 who have moved out of 
the state and 199 out of the county. 

Commissioner Doug Ballard 
joked, “‘Are they voting?” 


Nationally the figure was 6.4 percent 
(seasonally adjusted) 

In neighboring Chilton County 
where the agricultural economy has 
not been supplanted by manufacturing 
and service industries as it has in 
Shelby County, the unemployment 
rate is 8 percent. 


The largest increase in 
employment in the Shelby/Chilton 
statistical district was in 


nonagricultural wage and salary jobs. 
Six hundred new jobs were added in 
this sector of the local economy 
during this quarter. 

The biggest single increase, 180 
jobs, came in the wholesale and retail 
trade business. This was followed by 
government which added 80 new jobs 
in the area last quarter. 

Slowdowns in the textile industry 
resulted in the loss of 140 jobs since 
September. This loss was offset by a 
gain of 410 jobs through the 
settlement of labor disputes in other 
sectors of nondurable goods industries.

“Some forestry practices,” Stone 
said, “can cause erosion and stream 
siltation if they are done wrong. The 
purpose of the meeting at Birmingham 


is to show some proper logging and 
pulpwooding techniques that will not 
threaten the quality of Alabama’s 
water,” 


Prisoner charged 
with assault with 


intent to murder 


Clarence DeJarnette waived his 
preliminary hearing on February 9 and 
was bound over to the Shelby County 
grand jury on a charge of assault with 
intent to murder. 

The charge stems from an incident 
in the Shelby County jail during which 
it is alleged that DeJarnette beat 
another inmate of the jail with his 
hands and feet. The victim’s jaw was 
broken, his nose and upper nasal 
cartilage were crushed, and four teeth 
were deadened. 

The injuries required surgery and 
an eight day hospital stay for the 
victim. 

In another case, Julius Sumpter 
also waived his preliminary hearing 
and was bound over to the grand jury, 
charged with embezzling property 
from Moore-Handley in Pelham.

Sparkman, an “elder statesman in 
his last year of a 43-year-career, is 
Chairman of the Foreign Relations 
Committee and floor manager for the 
treaties, no doubt his last major 
leadership role as he has announced he 
will retire next January. 

Allen, respected and feared as a 
parliamentary wizard, is seen-from 
both sides-as the best hope of those 
senators who wish to thwart 
ratification. 

“I like Jim,” said Sparkman, 
commenting on Allen’s part in the 
historic debate. “I don’t always agree 
with him, but I'll say this for him, He’s 
sincere.” ° 

“We'll have no falling out over 
this,’ said Allen, speaking of 
Sparkman’s stance in favor of giving 
control of the canal to Panama. “I 
respect Sen. Sparkman’s right to take 
the position he has. I'll treat him, as I

Alabama will get four new federal 
judges--three in the Northern District 
at Birmingham and one in the Middle 
District at Montgomery--as the result 
-of passage last week of the Omnibus 
Judgeship Bill. 

By a vote of 319 to 80, the 
federal judiciary was enlarged by 30 
percent nationwide, giving President 
Carter the opportunity to appoint 110 
judges, more than any president in 
history.

Dickinson voted against the bill; 
Mobile Republican Jack Edwards 
missed the vote, while Birmingham 
Republican John Buchanan joined the 
four Democrats -- Reps. Bill Nichols, 
Walter Flowers, Ronnie Flippo and 
Tom Bevill in “yes” votes. 

Rumor has it two black 
attorneys~-Fred Grey of Tuskegee and 
David Hood of Bessemer-- will be 
among the new federal judges.

If you establish an Individual

Thus, since pagans, Jews, and Christians 
used demons to refer to departed spirits of 


wicked men, and since the writers of the New . 


Testament did not try to change the usage of 
the word, we are led to conclude that demons 
were indeed disembodied spirits of wicked 
men., A further discussion concerning the 
identity of demons will follow.

An unusual job for a work release 
prisoner made headlines this week, 

Ronnie Thompson, 29, of Vance, 
allegedly worked as a salesman for a 
real estate firm while he was on the 
Shelby County work release program. 

According to reports, Thompson 
was employed as a salesman by Lake 
Woodland Estates, Inc, during daytime 
hours and returned to the Shelby 
County Jail in Columbiana at night. 

This arrangement was in effect 
from August to December, 1976. 
Reportedly, Thompson was employed 
by the real estate firm before and after 
his four month term in the Shelby 
County Jail. 

The four months Thompson spent 
in jail in Columbiana was part of a two 
year sentence on an assault charge.

Hand hewn house added to state register

The heavy hewn logs give a sense 
of permanence one seldom feels in a 
new home today. 

The walls of the cabin on the 
Albright farm are made of heart pine, 
14 inches wide and five inches thick. 
For 85 years, from 1821 to 1906, the 
cabin was a home to several 
generations of the Wilson family. Since 
that time, it has housed the equipment 
and machinery needed to keep a busy 
farm operating. 

This week it was added to the 
Alabama Register of Landmarks and 
Heritage. 

If buildings could talk, this cabin 
could give a full account of how 
Shelby County families have lived 
since the times of the earliest settlers. 

The cabin was built by Benjamin 
Wilson north of Montevallo in the 
Ebenezer Community. He had 
acquired land grants of several 
hundred acres from the U. S. 
government in 1821. Spring Creek 
flows through the property. 

Logs to build the house were cut 
from virgin pine on the property. A 
two-story structure, the house had two 
bedrooms upstairs, and kitchen-living 
room on the first floor. Side rooms 
were added on the ground floor, but 
these have been gone for a number of 
years. 

Descendants of Benjamin Wilson 
lived in the cabin until 1906 when it 
was sold to Sarah Jane Albright and 
her husband, James Albright of the 
Fourmile Community near Wilsonville. 

In 1910 the Albrights moved the 
cabin a short distance and built 
another home on the cabin’s original 
location. Their son, Ferman Albright 
and his wife, now own the property 
and continue to live in the home. 

Ferman Albright recalls that the

cabin was moved by mules, and it took 
four days to complete the move. The 
cabin has been used for storage since 
1910. His sister, Lorene Albright 
Wooten, recalls living in the cabin, 
then after moving to the new house, 
returning to the cabin to play in the 
upstairs room. The lower floor was 
used to store grain. 

The original roof was made of 
hand-hewn shingles, but they were 
replaced some time ago with a 
practical tin roof. Weatherboarding, 
similar to clapboard at one time 
covered the entire structure. It still 
remains on One wall of the cabin. 

The cabin is a testimony to the 
skill and hard work of the county’s 
earliest settlers. The original builder, 
Benjamin Wilson, was a brother of 
Jesse Wilson, who settled on a 
plantation further south named 
Wilson’s Hill. That site later became 
Montevallo. 

The Albright family would some 
day like to restore the old cabin, 
according to Jack Albright, who lives 
in a house he built not far from his 
parents’ home. 


With its designation on the state 
register, the cabin is considered

Relating to Shelby County; providng for the 
temporary detention, care and handling of mentally 
ii persons, pending any formal commitment 
proceedings for the purpose of determining 
whether such persons should be committed to the 
Alabama state hospitals 

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF 
ALABAMA: 

Section 1. Uniess the context clearly requires a 
different meaning, as herein used, the following 
words and terms shall be defined as follows: ‘the 
county'' means Shelby County; ‘‘law enforcement 
officer’’ means any policeman regularly employed 
by a municipality within the county or any sheriff or 
deputy sheriff regularly employed by the county; 

‘within the county’’ means any place within the 
boundaries of the county; ‘‘hospital'' means and 
includes a hospital maintained by the county or a 
hospital which under an agreement with the county 
provides for the care and evaluation of those 
persons detained pursuant to this act; ''designated 
place’’ means a hospital, as above defined, or any 
other suitable place designated in a resolution of 
the governing body of the county as a place for the 
care and evaluation of persons detained pursuant to 
$aid act; ‘‘the director’' means the person in charge 
of the emergency room of the hospital or in charge 
of the other suitable place named by the county 
governing body as a designated place; ‘psychiatric 
staff’ means the staff of psychiatrist which make 
the psychiatric evaluations provided for in this act, 
which staff may be employed by the county or by a 
hospital which under an agreement with the county 
makes psychiatric evaluations provided for by this 
act 

Section 3. The purpose of this act is to provide for 
the care and safety of mentally iil persons where 
there is reasonable basis for apprehension that 
such person may injure himself or others, and to 
provide for an expeditious means of determining 
the need for detention pending formal commitment 
proceedings to determine whether such persons 
should be committed to Alabama state hospitals 

Section 4. When any law enforcement officer has 
reasonable cause for believing that a person within 
the county is mentally ill and further 
believing that such person is likely to endanger 
himself or others, such law enforcement officer 
shall take such person into custody and carry him 
directly to the designated place where the law 
enforcement officer will deliver the said person to 
the director and inform the director that, in the 
opinion of the law enforcement officer, the said 
person is mentally iil 

The director shall immediately notify a member 
o! the psychiatric staff that a mentally ill person has 
been recieved at the designated piace. Said 
psychiatric staff member shall immediately 
perform such initial examination and observation 
which, coupled with whatever other information 
concerning the person's behaviour may be 
available, will allow him to make a determination as 
to whether or not to admit the person to the hospital 
as a mentally ill patient for further observation and 
attention. 

Upon the determination by said staff member 
that the person does not require admission to the 
hospital the staff member will so advise the 
entorcement officer and cause the person to be 
released from the hospital. Upon such release from 
the hospital, the law enforcement officer shall 
immediately release the person into his own 
custody unless such law enformcement officer has 
some legal cause for detaining such person other 
than such person's mental condition. If the person 
is released into his own custody and if requested by 
the person, the law enforcement officer shall 
immediately deliver him to his residence or other 
place of abode if within the county. 

Upon @ determination by the psychiatric staff 


member that the mentally ill person should be 
admitted to the hospital, said staff member shall 
proceed with admission of the person to the place of 
detainment. 

No later than the next business day following the 
date of admission, the psychaitric staff member 
shall notify the probate judge, or the assistant 
probate judge, of the county, of the admission to 
the hospital of a mentally ill person. The probate 
judge, or the assistant probate judge, shall 
immediately arrange a hearing to determine 
whether the detention of the mentally ill person is 
based upon probably cause to believe that 
confinement is necessary under constitutionally 
proper standards tor commitment and that the 
detention should continue until an inquisition is 
held. 

The probably cause hearing shall be held at the 
hospital in a suitable room other than the mentally 
ii! person's quarters, Appropriate street dress shall 
be made available to each such person if not alrady 
available to him. Prior to said probable cause 
hearing the probate court shall furnish adequate 
notice informing the person (or his counsel) of the 
time and place of the hearing and of the factual 
grounds upon which the proposed commitment is 
predicted and the reasons for the necessity of 
confinement The probaie court shali require that 
the mentally il] person be represented by counsel at 
the hearing, which counsei shall be appointed by 
the court if necessary. The probate court shall 
require the presence of the mentally ill person at 
the hearing unless his presence is waived by 
counsel and approved by the court after an 
adversary hearing at the conclusion of which the 
court judicially finds and determines that the 
person is so mentally or physically ill as to be 
incapable of attending the probably cause hearing. 
In no event may detention in the absence of a 
probable cause hearing exceed seven (7) days from 
the date of the initial detention 

If the court finds and determines that there is no 
probable cause to detain the person, as stated 
above, the court shall immediately cause the person 
to be dismissed from the hospital and released 
provided, however, if criminal charges have been 
placed against the ndividua! and the hospital has 
been so notified by the probate judge, the hospital 
shall release the person into the custody of the 
appropriate law enforcement officer. 

If the court determines there is probable cause to 
detain the person pending a full hearing on the 
need for commitment, the court shall issue a 
mittimus or commitment of the person to the 
hospital until said proceedings may be held as 
provided by law. Provided, however, such 
proceedings shall be held within a reasonable time 
following initial detention, but in no event sooner 
than will permit adequate preparation of the case 
by counsel, or later than thirty (30) days from the 
date of the initial detention. 

Section 5. All laws or parts of laws which conflict 
with this act are hereby repealed. 

Section 6. The provisions of this act are 
severable. If any part of the act is declared invalid 
or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains

immediately upon its passage and approval by the

Early in the year, the University 
of Montevallo Falcons got some 
outstanding performances from such 
‘players as Wylie Tucker, and Charlie 
Dickinson, and George Hancock. Such 
performances were pretty much 
expected, however, from the 
experienced seniors. 

To be sure, they are still there, 
but in recent games ‘such names have 
been popping up like Crutcher, Cash, 
Gray, Dinkins and Miers. These 
athletes constitute various talents - 
some guards, some forwards, some 
subs, some starters in recent games. 
But more importantly as the 
basketball season rapidly winds down, 
all are underclassmen and will no 
doubt form the nucleus for next year’s 
team. 

The Falcons still have a number of 
games left, starting with 
Birmingham-Southern at Fair Park in 
Birmingham on Wednesday, Feb. 15 
After that is the last regular-season 
game, against Southern Benedictine in 
Cullman on Saturday, Feb. 18, and 
then the Capital City Classic in 
Montgomery on Feb. 23-25. The 
Falcons also stand in excellent chance 
of being one of the four teams in the 
NAIA District 27 playoffs which will 
begin on March 6. 

The Falcons pulled their record 
up to 16-10 overall and 88 in the 
Southern States Conference by taking 
two out of three games at home last 
week, and the underclassmen turned in 
some nice performances. In Tuesday's 
tough 52-50 loss to Southern 
Benedictine, Dinkins, a 5-11 junior 
guard from Mobile, tossed in a 
game-high 14 points on 7 of 10 from 
the field, while Gray, a 6-4 junior 
forward from Gary, Ind., had 8 points 
on 4 of 6 shots. Tucker, the 5-8 senior 
guard from Tuscaloosa, was also there 
with a good game, hitting 6 of 11 
shots for 12 points. 

The winning Saints had to have a 
great night to win it, and they did by 
hitting 21 of 33 shots, a 63.6 
percentage, while playing an extremely 
slow floor game. The Falcons. still 
forced 27 turnover, but failed to take 
full advantage of it with 19 miscues of 
their own. : 

On Friday, the Falcons met 
another patient team, Belhaven 
College, whom they had edged 62-59 
in Jackson, Miss., back in January, 
Although the score was not as close, 
this time Montevallo winning 71-66, 
the game itself was closer as it went 
into overtime. 

Dickinson, the 6-4 senior forward 
from Birmingham, led Montevallo with 
14 points, while another senior, 6-7 
Tye Burris of Jackson, Miss., made his 
initial UM start at center and scored 6 
points on 3 of 4 shots before fouling 
out. 

Saturday’s game was another 
cliffhanger, with the Falcons prevailing

over William Carey 62-56, thanks to 
some terrific second-half free throw 
shooting. Dinkins and Crutcher were 
the main heroes, each hitting a perfect 
6-for-6 from the charity stripe in the 
waning minutes to provide Montevallo 
with its last 12 points, Freebies 
happen to be a speciality with both of 
them, Crutcher hitting 77.8 per cent 
(49-63) for the year and Dinkins at 
92.9 per cent (39-42), 

Crutcher finished the Carey game 
with a career-high 15 points, including

What’s the use of Piiyhag camping 


equipment if you use it only once or 
twice a summer? Why buy life 
insurance if only your family gets to 
cash it in? My camping gear is also life 
insurance but the advantage to me is 
that I’ve used it more than once in a 
non-camping situation. Those uses 
more than paid for the equipment. 

Several years ago a violent snow 
and ice storm knocked out the 
electricity for three or four days. We 
had central gas heat, but with 
electricity off, the system just 
wouldn’t work. (Anyone with 
thermostatically controlled gas heat 
might think about buying a propane 
bottle and portable space heater for an 
emergency. ) 

Friends and neighbors who had 
just built fancy, modern homes had to 
crawl in bed to stay warm with 
ordinary blankets and quilts, eat cold 
canned grub and go without bathing, 
because there was no hot water and no 
way to heat it. 

Camping gear solved my 
necessities problem and even furnished 
some luxuries! I slapped on my winter 
hunting wollens, dug out my two 
Coleman lanters, liquid Coleman fuel, 
2-burner gasoline stove and a single 
burner stove, and the folding oven. 

With my camp ax I chopped some 
hickory blocks I kept in the back for 
meat smoking. We closed off all rooms 
in the house but the living room, 
where I buily a hot fire in the 
fireplace. I had also just bought one of 
the newly invented catalytic heaters 
and had plenty of denatured alcohol 
to prime it, since that was the fluid 
used at the time. I put it in the 
bathroom because the water pipes 
were not frozen. I then packed 
everything perishable---milk, meat, 
eggs in our portable cooler so we 
wouldn’t be needleesly opening the 
freezer or refrigerator and allowing the 
““cold” to escape. Remember, we

didn’t know how long the crisis would 
last. To save fuel energy we put hot 


coffee and cocou ‘sto our Thermos 
and Stanley steel vacuum bottles. We 
used our nesting camp utensils to save 
space in the living room. We ate our 
meals in cardboard plates and bowls. 

We fired up the stoves and fried 
eggs and bacon. «.« caked biscuits in 
the oven. For three days we drank hot 
beverages. Other meals included our 
own homemade canned soup, heated 
canned C-rations. We fried deerburgers 
and ate hot canned vegetables. 
Diversion? Since the TV wouldn't 
operate, we listened to the news and 
details about the storm with our 
battery operated radio. And I’m used 
to reading magazines by lantern light. 

Need for camping gear in an 
emergency can come after a tornado 
has torn down electric lines. During 
and after Eloise a few years ago I 
hauled out the old camping gadgets 
for survival comfort. 


You don’t camp out, but you 
would like to know what to have in 
reserve for emergency use? First, get a 
couple of gasoline lanterns and a 2- or 
3- burner stove with a couple cans of 
fuel. Or buy lanternsand stove that use 
propane cylinders. Available now are 
propane refillable bottles with hoses 
that can fit lanters or stoves. Even if 
you don’t go picknicking, better get 
one of the strong, better made 
portable coolers and bypass those 
cheap brittle white plastic containers 
that break easily. Of course, some of 
the good plastic jobs are tough enough 
to stand on and these are good 
investments. Sleeping bags can take 
care of sleeping problems when the 
cold is so intense you need that extra 
warmth or if you want to pitch camp 
in a fireplace heated room. One of the 
new catalytic heaters with a big BTU 
output is an excellent buy. When using 
catalytic heaters, gas stoves and lanters 
inside a closed room, always provide 
some ventilation to prevent carbon 
monoxide poisoning or even carbon 
dioxide build-up. Keep some woolen 
blankets in reserve, because that 
electric blanket won't work. If you get 
your water from your own well 
powered with electric pump, you will 
have to store some drinking water in 
large jugs or other containers. 

Heat Conservation. An uncovered 
head can lose up to SO percent of the 
body’s heat on a cold day, according 
to National Wildlife magazine. | always 
wear a cap or hat, but I guess all 
hatless college students and profs 
haven’t learned this fact. On second 


thought, some of these folk have more 
hair on their head and face than I cut 
off in a year’s time! 


One thing I've 
learned over the years is 
never to take chances 
with ag-chemicals.

There has been a lot of talk 
recently regarding presidential 
expenses and our national debt, which 
continues spiralling upward at an 
alarming rate. So, we thought it might 


be of interest to delve back into | 


historic records and compare the 
record of expenses incurred by our 
first President, and contract it with the 
current trend in the White House on 
Capitol Hill. 

The financial record of our first 
president, George Washington, reveals 
the following: In the year 1796 we 
find recorded a few expense items for 
which Washington was responsible 
during the seven months he lived on 
the south side of Market Street in 
Philadelphia -- 182 years ago. 

The first White House must have 
been easily approached. In George 
Washington’s books, at this time, we 
found listed $91.25 for advertising 
some Western lands he owned. 

On two occasions, two 
sailors - “on direction of George 
Washington and one begger received 
$1.00 each” 

A needy woman applied for 
assistance and received $2.00 and two 
soldiers received a ‘deuce’ a piece. 

Mrs. Washington’s expenses 
recorded in the book list her as having 
spent $2.00 for bear's oil and 
spermacetti to make a beauty cream. 
She paid $3.00 for a dozen pairs of 
gloves and $1.70 for five pairs of silk 
stockings. Cotton stockings were only 
85 cents and she bought four pair. 

She spent $15.00 for portraits of 
her grand children and $2.00 for 
“pleasure” to see the Panarama and 
Columbian Library. 

There is also listed $24.00 for 
tuning the harpsichord which she 
played. 

Washington himself made a few 
personal entries. He is listed as having 
purchased a horse for $215.00 and 
paid 60 cents postage on a New York 
letter to a friend and 47 cents postage 
on a letter to Winchester. There is also 
a mysterious entry of $1.75 “to see 
the elephant”. 

Sweeping the chimneys on the 
house Washington rented from Robert 
Morris cost $16.00. 

They paid $286 for a case of hams; 
$3.86 for eleven pounds of macaroni; 
$1.77 for 20 pounds of rice; and 
another entry reads: ““12 pounds of 
gunpowder tea $30.00; and loaf sugar 
40 cents per pound. 

Washington invested $236.67 in a 
pipe of wine to India. 

A pound of sealing wax and 30 
quill pens cost $2.76; four cords of 
wood cost $23.17; a kitchen girl’s 
wages came to 45 shillings (about 
$8.63) per month. The cook obviously 
a capable person drew $25.00. 


The stables ate up quite a list of 
monies: For instance, ‘Duty on Mr. 
Washington’s carriages by which, we 
suppose, they meant a local use tax, 
amounted ro $45.00. Curry combs and 
sponges were $1.00 per; oats cost 60 
cents per bushel. 

The largest item on the stable 
account for these seven months was a 
thumping $337.43 which covered 70 
bundles of straw and 11 tons of hay. 

Mr. Washington at this time was 
drawing $25,000 per year. He seemed 
to be making it 0.k. 

The above situation of course 
occurred in 1776, but it still stimulates 
a bit of interest for those of us living 
in 1978 as we continue wondering 
how we can ever balance our budget or 
catch up with those billions of dollars 
we still owe. 

No modern computer has, so far, 
come up with the correct answer. 
What do you think?

It’s possible that Alabaster 
residents may see a bright yellow fire 
truck responding to calls in the area 
before the year is out. 

The prospect of getting a new fire 
fighting vehicle moved one step closer 
to reality at Monday night’s council 
meeting when bids from three 
companies were opened. 

A low bid of $91,997.47 was 
submitted by Seagrave Fire Apparatus 
Company, Inc. of Clintonville, Wise. 
But even if the bid is accepted, the 
council is in no hurry for delivery, as 
financing will have to be found. 

Delivery dates ranged from six to 
eight months. But representatives said 
even if the council wanted to delay 
delivery, prices they submitted would 
remain the same. 

Councilman Wayne Lucas, who 
presided in the absence of Mayor 
Harold Davenport, told representatives 
that no bid would be awarded until 
the next meeting so specs could be 
studied to make sure they met 
requirements. He also pointed out the 
council’s right to reject all bids. 

Other bidders were Jack Cocke 
Co. with a bid of $93,528, and Harry 
Harless Co., whose figure was $103. 
higher. 

If the council does decide to order 
the new truck, it will be bright yellow 
as what’s the new federal color and it 
can be more easily seen. 

In comparison to the Fire 
Department’s new piece of equipment, 
the price tag on the apparatus the 
Police Department wants seems small. 

Police Chief C. E. Carter 
requested a moving radar unit which 
would cost a total of $4,000. But he 
indicated a grant could probably be 
obtained that would pay half the 
amount, 

Alabaster’s department is about 
the only one in the county that 
doesn’t have such a unit, Chief Carter 
said.

engaged in ‘paperwork’ phase 


The Board of Directors of the 
Chilton Water and Fire Protection 
Authority submits the following 
report to its contracted customers and 
to the general public. 

Let there be no doubt that the 
Rural Water System is still just as 
active as it ever has been - if indeed - 
not more so, At this particular time 
the activity is best described as 
“Paperwork”, which has no visibility 
and contains little that is reportable 
news. However, this part is just as 
essential to the development of the 
system as the well digging and pipe 
laying will be. 

What we envisioned as being the 
final design has been completed. Some 
seventy map sheets with not only 198 
miles of sized pipeline, tank sites, and 
major valve locations but also each 
indivdual customer location has been 
drawn. At this writing some 
mandatory revisions are being 
incorporated into the drawings. Water 
Quality Standards have recently been 
made more stringent by law and 
revised regulations, to protect public 
health. We must comply with them. 

Tank sites have been purchased. 
The Chilton County Commission has 
made county owned land available 
for the office and shop building. 
Booster pumping stations now located 
on the drawings must be purchased. 
Recognition of our exemption from 
federal income tax has been in process 
since October 1977, but yet there are 
still more forms to be submitted. If 
this is not obtained then the system 
will have to pay the tax and we all 
know what that would mean. These 
are but a few examples of what we call 
the Paperwork Part. 

Financial restrictions dictate that 
the initial construction project must 
be held to 198 miles of pipe line. This 
will be the Basic Phase I distribution 
system and extensions to this basic 
system will be made as funds become 
available. Right now there are 
potential customers, within the 198 
miles, who have not signed up. These 
potential customers will be given a last 
chance to sign up under the $35.00 
connection fee cost by personal 
contract by representatives of the 
Water Authority. Afterwards the 
connection fee will be, as previously 
announced, $200 or the actual cost of 
making the connection whichever is 
greater. 

We regret that we cannot, at this 
time, give a specific date as to when 
construction will start. Please 


remember that the Board members are 
using their own wells and pumps and 
know what the most of the problems 
are just like our customers. We are 
doing all that is humanly possible to 
get construction started as early as 
possible, We certainly want to express 
our appreciation for the confidence 
and patience expressed by our 
customers and it certainly is not our 
intent to let you down,

hand.” 

The Shelby County organization 
of the American Agriculture 
Movement sent Datcher to Washington 
to lobby for changes in the agricultural 
pricing structure that will rescue 
farmers from the severe inflationary 
pressures that threaten many with 
bankruptcy. 

The 27 year old Datcher and his 
brother Willie Floyd Datcher have an 
800 acre cotton farm south of 
Vincent. The operation has expanded 
from 60 acres Datcher’s grandfather 
acquired with his freedom from 
slavery, to a highly merchanized 
agribusiness venture. 

“They told us to try to give the 
black point of view,”’ Datcher told the 
congressmen (ed note, from 
transcript). “There is none. What 
actually is happening is this. It does 
not, as I said before, matter what color 
you are or what age you are or 
whether your farm is large or small, 
wiili the present rate of prices you will 
not be around very long.” 

Speaking without notes, Datcher 
toid the packed committee room he 
would not cite pages of statistics about 
the farm situation in Shelby County or 
the nation. “You already know this. 
We trusted you to help us out... 

“T can’t understand what’s so hard 
for you to understand about our 
wanting to make an honest living,”’ he 
told the committee. 

Datcher said he expected to fly 
back to Washington to testity before 
the Senate Agriculture Committee 
February 23. 

About 75 percent of the farmers 
in Shelby County have joined the 
American Agriculture Movement’s 
drive to get higher farm prices. They 
paid Datcher’s expenses in the capital. 

Several bills pledging the 
government to underwrite a floor on 
commodity prices that will allow 
farmers to pay the escalating costs of 
tools and fertilizer are being studied in 
the Congress. 

Farm strike leaders have pledged 
to plant only 50 percent of last year’s 
acreage if demands for parity are not 
met.

The Columbiana Council agreed 
to call a special meeting to discuss 
revoking Lonni: Coston’s garbage 
contract with the city after Wayne 
Archer made a bid for the $2,550 
monthly contract at the February 16 
council meeting. 

In light of the number of 
complaints received about Coston’s 
service in recent weeks, it appeared 


likely that Archer would get the 
contract. 
Archer, who contracts with the 


County Commission for rural pickup 
in the eastern part of the county, bid 
for the Columbiana contract last 
October. However, the council 
awarded the contract to Coston 
because he agreed to provide backdoor 
pickup. 

Archer said he would do the job 
for the same price as Coston, adding 
that he expected to be able to show a 
profit on commercial garbage service 
by having all commercial 
establishments use dumpsters, 

Councilmen Frank Owen and W. 
R. Glenn said they felt that Coston 
had broken his contract and could be 
replaced by Archer if the council so 
decided. 

The only change Archer asked was 
that his contract be for three years, 
instead of the present one year, and 
that the contract contain a cost of 
living clause. 

Mayor Dick Ozley advised the 
council that the North Highland 
Subdivision is not a part of 
Columbiana, so plans to assess the 
residents for street improvements will 
have to wait until the annexation 
matter can be cleared up. 

According to Ozley, who was 
quoting from a letter from city 
attorney Karl Harrison, the subdivision 
is separated from the Columbiana by a 
strip of land owned by H. M. Gordon. 
A city may not annex an area unless it 
is contiguous, 

The city limits of Columbiana 
extend in a circle of 1.5 miles radius 
from the front steps of the old court 
house. Ozley said in order to annex 
North Highland the 40 foot strip 
tangent to the circle and touching the 
subdivsion would have to be annexed. 

“I wish we had a square city,” 
said Ozley. 

James Brown, who lives on the 
dirt road just north of the middle 
school, compalined to the ouncil that 
his road was still unpaved. 

“I’ve been coming here off and on 
for eight years about that road,” 
Brown told the council. “The road 
needs paving. You have paved other 
roads since we asked about our road.

Pelham teachers not 


on Board of Ed. agenda

Teachers angry at what have been 
termed the “dictatorial” policies of 
Pelham High School principal Ernest 
Douglas apparently decided not to 
press their demands for satisfaction at 
Wednesday’s Board of Education 
meeting. 


School Superintendent Elvin Hill 
said Tuesday that the disgruntled 
teachers had not requested time on the 
Board’s agenda to discuss grievances 
against Douglas. \ 

Bright suggested-n a_ telephone 
interview that ‘‘some form of 
intimidation” might have induced the 
teachers to abandon plans to appeal to 
the Board, 

“When the teachers decide to 
move, we will support them,” said the 
AEA Uniserv Director. 

It is reported that the Pelham 
High School trustees warned the 
teachers against making public 
statements at a recent meeting of the 
protesting teachers. 

Discontent had been growing 
among some Pelham teachers when 
Douglas issued still new academic and 


discipinary requirements after taking 
over as principal of the school in 
September. 

Matters came to a head when 
Douglas .made statements in a 
newspaper article fixing partial blame 
for anarchic conditions at the school 
on the teachers and calling some of 
them “‘misfits and incompetents,”’ 

Twenty-five of the school’s 49 
teachers responded by taking the 
matter to the AEA. 

After talking with the teachers, 
Bright denounced Douglas as an 
incompetent administrator in a letter 
of support to the téachers and vowed 
to take the fight to the Board of 
Education. 

When Bright and three other AEA 
representatives showed up at the 
January 25 Board meeting they were 
told they would have to request time 
on the agenda to be heard. 

Douglas appars to have the 
support of students, parents, and, to 
judge from the response they gave 
Bright at the last meeting, the Board 
of Education, in his efforts to tighten 
discipline and academic requirements 
at Pelham. 
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Feds deplore overweight trucks

State Highway Director Ray Bass 
is under federal orders to improve 
enforcement of Alabama’s truck 
weight laws or risk losing as much as 
$157 million in federal highway funds. 

Bass, who was at the Valley 
Elementary School PTA meeting 
February 14 to announce plans for the 
installation of a traffic light on U. S. 
31 in front of the school, talked to the 
Reporter about the state’s truck 
weight problems. 

The U. S. Department of 
Transportation (DOT) has suggested 
that the state set up permanent scales 
at state border crossings as is done in 
the neighboring states of Mississippi 
and Florida. 

Although permanent scales at 
border crossings might be a deterrent 
to heavy truckers, Bass maintains the 
permanent installations would not 
solve problems such as those 
experienced by Shelby County with 
agricultural lime trucks hauling from 
the plant at Ryan’s Crossing. 

“Permanent scales are not the 
answer,” said Bass, “Because most 
weight violations do not involve 
interstate shipments.” 


Alabama did not begin a program 
of truck weight enforcement until 
1972, when the DOT warned the state 
to enforce weight laws or face the loss 
of federal highway funds. 

At present the highway 
department has nine weight teams 
equipped with portable scales, 
according to Bass. These teams must 
join forces with highway patrol 
officers in order to stop and weigh 
trucks since members of the weight 
teams have no enforcement powers. 

Bass indicated that finding 
available highway patrol officers to 
work with the weight teams was one 
bottleneck in the enforcement 
program. 

Alabama allows truckers to carry 
22,000 pounds per axle. This is 2000 
pounds per axle more than the DOT 
allows on interstate highways. A loop 
hole in Alabama’s law allows a ten 
percent scale error for the portable 
scales, which makes the effective 
weight limit in the state 24,200 
pounds. 

Bass pointed to problems along 
the Mississippi border as an indication 
that permanent scales might not be the 
answer to Alabama’s weight 


Alabama’s Friendship Force

* “Nobody knows where they are 
going until they agree to participate in 
the program,” Charlotte Blackmon, 
state chairman of Friendship Force, 
aid. “‘In this way, we hope to 
discourage people who see Friendship 


Force merely as an inexpensive 
opportunity to travel to a particular 
nation for business or pure tourism. 


“Friendship Force is not a tourist 
exchange,” she added. “It’s an 
opportunity for people from all walks 
of life to know something about 
ordinary people in another country.” 


Mrs. Blackmon, chairman of 
Intercultural-International Studies at 
the University of Montevallo, said 
everyone on the flight will pay the 
same fee, $250. 

Donated funds will help finance 
the trip for low income people on the 
exchange, she added, 

“Ordinary tourists do not have 
the opportunity to experience a family 
atmosphere when they travel,” Mrs. 
Blackmon said. “But in Friendship 
Force, the ambassadors from all over 
the world will get to know each other 
on an informal, friendly basis. 

“We believe it will help the cause 
of world peace.”

enforcement problems. 

“As you may know,” he said, 
“The state of Mississippi has one of 
the toughest weight enforcement 
programs in the country. The truckers 
avoid the Mississippi scales by traveling 
secondary roads in Alabama near the 
border. 

“This is where our portable scales 
come in. When we find a route 
truckers are using to avoid the scales 
we can stop them.” 

Bass said that Florida weighed 
over three million trucks last year and 
issued 5,000 citations; while Alabama 
weighed only 11,000 trucks and issued 
4,000 citations. 

“I don’t see how permanent scales 
or a quota system is going to help our 
enforcement much,” he said, “But if 
they tell us we are going to have to get 
permanent scales, then we will get 


permanent scales.”

Despite the erratic behavior of 
Mother Nature, it appears as though 
the fishing season will get started in 
another week. Crappie should start 
doing their thing as the water 
temperature starts rising, and that’s 
good news to area fishermen. 
- Last year crappie made a 
winter run near the end of January, 
but due to some of the same weather 
eonditions we are now experiencing, 
there was no one great surge. The fish 
kept coming in intervals, and that 
made the prospect of catching some 
pan sizers good for weeks. 
While the crappie is still reported 
to be king on Lay Lake, bass anglers 
are making a great deal of headway in 
gaking over the lead. The large number 
f bass tournaments scheduled at Lay 
Lake points out that the attention 
has been swung from pan size fish to 
monster size ones, and with so many 
anglers in hot pursuit of trophies, 
some big ones are bound to be reeled 
in. 

One of the biggest deterrents to 
good fishing is illegal fishing whether it 
be with nets or boxes. Last year a 
number of the illegal type boxes were 
confiscated. Although it is legal to 
have a trap, the box must be marked 
with the name of the operator, and 
must have a float attached to it stating 
the same thing. Many boxes that were 
found by Conservation Officers had 
the escape hole plugged either with 
screen of a piece of wood. 

' The small three inch hole in the 
back of the box permits small fish to 
@gcape and saves room for the bigger 
yariety. Of course, you can’t stop a 
bass from swimming into the trap, but 
it is illegal for the owner of the trap to 
keep it. 

- As reported in the sports pages 
Jast year, gill nets are clearly against 
ithe law, and most dangerous to skiiers 
and boat operators. Several were 
confiscated last year, and many more 
‘were found dumped along the river 
side full of dead game and trash fish. 
‘+ Why do these people use illegal 
tactics to catch fish? The answer is 
unfortunately obvious. There is a 
ready market for the fish no matter 
how they are caught. When the money 
can be stopped, so will almosi all of the 
llegal fishing. It’s the same with 
spotlighting deer at night. If there 
wasn’t a market for the deer meat, a 
majority of the illegal hunting would 
stop, but until people stop paying out 
of their pockets for the ill-gained

Sure you may 
know the fellow, he may even be your 
friend, but what kind of friend can he 
be if he helps in ddestroying the 
outdoors you love so much. 

While, many people already belong 
to national conservation organizations 
and local and state bass clubs, the 
membership is less than half of those 
people that use the outdoors, 
Everyone must get interested in 
conservation to insure that their 
children’s children will also have an 
Opportunity to enjoy what Mother 
Nature has to offer.

Food stamp program 


changes subsidy policy 


A small number of households 
who lost food stamp benefits because 
part of their rent was being paid by 
the Federal government may be 
eligible for retroactive benefits, 
County Pensions and Security Director 
Nell Fulton announced this week. 

Mrs. Fulton explained that the 
policy change applies only to persons 
whose food stamp benefits were 
denied, terminated or reduced after 
August 5, 1974. 

“We expect relatively few people 
to be affected by this new rule, but we 
do not know the exact number at this 
time,”’ the Director stated. “The

The probate 
judge, or the assistant probate judge, shall 
immediately arrange a hearing to determine 
whether the detention of the mentally il! person is 
based upon probably cause to believe that 
confinement is necessary under constitutionally 
proper standards for commitment and that the 
detention should continue until an inquisition is 
held. 

The probably cause hearing shall be held at the 
hospital in a suitable room other than the mentally 
ill person's quarters. Appropriate street dress shall 
be made available to each such person if not alrady 
available to him. Prior to said probable cause 
hearing the probate court shall furnish adequate 
notice informing the person (or his counsel) of the 
time and place of the hearing and of the factual 
grounds upon which the proposed commitment is 
predicted and the reasons for the necessity of 
confinement. The probate court shal! requife that 
the mentally il! person be represented by counsel! at 
the hearing, which counsel shall be appointed by 
the court if necessary. The probate court shall 
require the presence of the mentally ill person at 
the hearing unless his presence is waived by 
counsel and approved by the court after an 
adversary hearing at the conclusion of which the 
court judicially finds and determines that the 
person is so mentally or physically ill as to be 
incapable of attending the probably cause hearing. 
in no event may detention in the absence of a 
probable cause hearing exceed seven (7) days from 
the date of the initial detention. 

if the court finds and determines that there is no 
probable cause to detain the person, as stated 
above, the court shal! immediately cause the person 
to be dismissed from the hospital and released 
provided, however, if criminal charges have been 
placed against the ndividual and the hospital has 
been so notified by the probate judge, the hospital 
shall release the person into the custody of the 
appropriate law enforcement officer. 

if the court determines there is probable cause to 
detain the person pending a full hearing on the 
need for commitment, the court shali issue a 
mittimus or commitment of the person to the 
hospital until said proceedings may be held as 
provided by law.

Lane Aero gets airport okay

Lane Aero Company was given 
the go-ahead by the County 
Commission Monday to become Fixed 
Base Operator at the Shelby County 
Airport. 
é Although several details remain to 
be worked out, and the contract is not 
yet signed, it appears all the parties 
involved have reached an agreement. 

Lane had previously offered a 
proposal which would have paid the 
county percentages of rents received at 
the airport, and other considerations. 


It was similar to the contract now in 
effect with Gulf Aviation, although it 
would have paid about one-third more 
to the county. 
But the Commission proposed 
pay 2. flat rate. of $1,900. per 
month plus two cents a gallon on all 
fuel sold. The income to the county 
would be about what Lane had 
proposed, and would be simpler to 
handle, the Commission said. 
Owners of Gulf Aviation had 
approached the Commission five 
weeks ago asking that Lane be allowed

Buxahatchee Creek may 


need clearing, aligning 


Buxahatchee Creek in Calera 
probably needs to be cleared and 
aligned, according to Robert Kelley, 
head of the Shelby County Soil 
Conservation Service. 


Kelley told the County 
Commission Monday that under the 
Small Watershed Act, a possibility 
exists for federal money to help clear 
and straighten the Buxahatchee. 
Kelley asked the Commission’s 
approval to go ahead with applications 
for federal aid on the project. 


The problems brought to the 
people of Calera by the choked 


Buxahatchee include flooding and 
standing water in the low lands east of 
Highway 31 in the neighborhood near 
the bank and the elementary school. 
The problem is worst in this area, 
Kelley said, but the Buxahatchee 
drains a large area north and west of 
Calera. Clearing it so water could flow 
faster would result in great 
improvement, Kelley thinks. 

The project he has in mind for the 
creek would extend from North Calera 
to below the Buxahatchee Country 
Club. 

The Commission approved going 
ahead with application plans.

Arson responsible for 


forest fire outbreak

The Shelby County forest fire 
season has begun. 
Perhaps it would be more accurate 


_to call it the Shelby County arson 


season, since, according to county 
forester David Stone, over half of the 
forest fires in the county are the work 
of arsonists. 

This year the forestry department 
has a new weapon in the fight, a 
Cessna 172 spotter planes will be flying 
Shelby and six other counties to spot 
the fires so Stone and his men can get 
to them before they get out of 
control. 

Former Air Force pilot Carroll 
Huneycutt will be flying the county 
daily to look for telltale smoke 
plumes. 

In the month of February Stone’s 
department has put out 40 fires. He 
says the worst is yet to come. 

“‘When the wind picks up in 
March, that’s when we get most of our 
fires,” he said. 

One of the worst areas in the 
county for fires is near Shelby. 

Last year Michael Cox and the 
Kewa Hunting Club leased a tract for 
their club. Since they leased the land, 
Cox and local club members have put 
out over 25 fires, all believed to be the 
work of arsonists.

“We know who is setting the fires 
and we will be out to get them this 
year,” said Cox, who helped put out 
nine fires last week. 

According to Cox, the fires are 
being set by Shelby area hunters angry 
that the club has leased the land and 
posted it. 

“We came on two fires last year 
burning about 10 feet from a pickup 
with three men in it,” said Cox. “We 
know they set the fires. but you can’t 
bring them into court unless you 
actually see them light the match.” 

Members of the Kewa Club are 
going to be out in the woods this 
season to try and catch one of the 
arsonists red handed. 

“The turkeys are just beginning to

nest now,” he said. “If these men 
keep burning them out pretty soon we 
won't have any turkeys in Shelby.” 
Stone and the sheriff's 
department are cooperating to help 
the Kewa or other hunting club 
members catch one of the arsonists, 
“If we catch one, we are going to 
make an example of him,” said Stone, 
“Maybe that will stop some of them.” 


The forestry department is 
worried that this year’s fire season 
may especially bad because of the 


closing of the Gulf States Paper Mill in 
Tuscaloosa. 

“People get mad at the paper 
company and set the woods on fire.” 
said Stone. “They don’t scem to 
realize, or care, how dangerous wild 
fires can be.”

It reversed a decision reached by 
Circuit Judge Kenneth I. Ingram, who 
had ruled that the sheriffs office 
should continue to serve all papers 
from the court, because it had the 
proper equipment, manpower, 
communication, etc. 

But the Supreme Court said that 
the office of constable, while no 
longer constitutional is still a “creature 
of the legislature” and the circuit clerk 
is mandated by law to decide who 
serves the papers. The court ruling 
points out that both the constables 
and the sheriff have a clear legal right 
to serve legal process and the clerk 
cannot use “arbitrary discrimination” 
in favoring either the sheriff or the 
constables. 

Constables want to deliver civil 
papers for a fee as proscribed by law. 
and pointed out it would be cheaper! 
for them to do it than for the sheriff's 
office, because they will not charge 
mileage to the county. It appears, 
however, that the County Commission 
will have to appropriate money to pay 
the constables’ fees because the $10 
filing fee collected by the Circuit Clerk 
cannot be used for this.

Fight in jail costs 
$4,000 in medical bills

“Four thousand dollars for a fight 
in the jail?” 

County Commissioners expressed 
surprise Monday when one bill after 
another was presented to them for 
payment of medical expenses run up 
by prisoners at the county jail. 

Doug Ballard commented, 
“Something is going on here, 
gentlemen. It looks like when a 
prisoner wants to take a little time off, 
he gets a deputy to take him to the 
doctor or the hospital.” 

Commissioner Ned Bearden said, 
*““We’ve never had these expenses 
before. It’s never been a problem.” ° 

No one had an explanation of 
why the Commission has been 
beseiged in recent weeks with 
tremendous bills for medical expenses 
of prisoners. 

Some of the bills Monday were 
for dental work, others for X-rays, 


others were not clearly specified. 

But the one that really drew the 
questions of Commissioners concerned 
the prisoner who was beaten up in a 
fight at the jail and ran up bills of 
$4,000 to have his nose and teeth 
repaired. According to a repost 
submitted with the bill, the fight took 
place in a hall at the jail, not in a cell. 
Several prisoners apparently joined in, 
before the sheriff's personnel could 
stop it. 

Commissioner Jake Morris, 
commented, ““Somebody ought to nail 
this down.” Ballard suggested that a 
committee composed of Morris and 
Bearden investigate the situation 
before the Commission pays the 
medical bills. 

Ballard suggested that if medical 
expenses were charged directly to the 
sheriff's budget instead of to the 
general fund, “I believe it would slow 
some of this down.”

$100,000, according to school 
superintendent Elvin Hill. Of this 
about $62,000 was done to the 
building.

The Wilsonville Town Council is 
back at full strength. 

Sherrel B. McClure, owner of 
Coosa Valley Milling Co. and the 
retired head of school bus 
transportation for the county, was 
sworn in as a councilman at last 
Monday’s meeting.

Pelham students to take 
crack at tough math exam 


by Rhodes Johnston 

Pelham High School students will 
try their hands at the functional 
literacy test in mathematics this week. 
This is the same test that 92 percent of 
the students in the Birmingham school 
system failed in November. 

Thetest_is the first of two that 
Pelhazh principal Ernest Douglas is 
giving to evaluate the teaching 
program at the school. 

“It is as much a test for the 
teachers and administrators at the 
school as it is for the students,” said 
Douglas, who pointed out that a high 
failure rate would indicate that the 
teaching program at the school would 
have to be reevaluated. 

The test, designed to demonstrate 
a working knowledge of basic math. 
contains 50 questions and is divided 
into five sections. Students are 
required to solve simple problems in 


addition, subtraction, multiplication 
and division with whole numbers, 
decimals and fractions. 

The high failure rate in the 
Birmingham system caused 
consternation among educators, who 
immediately promised to upgrade the 
system’s basic math program. 

“We recognize the fallibility of 
standardized tests, but it will help us 
evaluate our math program so we can 
help our students,” said Douglas. 

Volunteers from the PTA will 
colate and grade the tests so teachers 
wil not have to take time from their 
classroom activities. 


Travels Beautifully 
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A, B flu plagues county 


It may not make any difference to 
Shelby Countians laid low with coughs 
and fever, but the County Health 
Department knows what types of flu 
are ravaging the county. 

When the number of flu cases 
reported in the county began to rise in 
January, health department director 
Jean Duffey and two state health 
department workers went to Shelby 
Memorial Hospital and took blood 
samples and throat cultures from flu 
victims. 

The samples were sent to the state 
lab in Montgomery and to the Center 
for Disease Control (CDC) in Atlanta. 

Results of the tests confirm that 


both the A and B types of flu as well 
as pneumonia are present in the 
county. 

“We don’t know yet whether we 
have A Victoria, A Texas, or Russian . 
Flu,”’ said Duffey. : 

The public health nurse said she 
would not characterize the present 
number of cases as an epidemic, but 
that there were an above average 
number of flu sufferers in the county.: 

Regardless of which type flu you 
have, the treatment is pretty much the: 
same: Rest, keep wam and drink 
plenty of fluids. And regardless of 
whether your flu is Russian or Texas, 
the aches and fever are the same.

As a boy in Montgomery, | grew 
up fearful of what the polio virus 
could do. I rejoiced when the Salk 
vaccine was declared safe and 
effective, for it meant that “iron 
langs” would become relics of the past 
and that | could enjoy summer 
swimming and movie-going without 
fear of contracting the most dreaded 
disease of my boyhood. As a result, I 
early came to appreciate the meaning 
of the “March of Dimes,” which 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt had 
inspired in the late 30's. 
After the birth of my son John, 


two decades after Jonas Salk’s name 
had become a household word, the 
meaning of the new research focus of 
the “March of Dimes” -- birth defects 
-- became equally vivid to me. While he 


is perfectly well now, John 
experienced some birth-related 
problems the first two weeks of his 
life. As a result, I learned to appreciate 
the importance of the new slogan of 
the National Foundation: “To protect 
the unborn and the newborn...” 


The National Foundation/March 
of Dimes is the only voluntary health 
organization in history to wipe out the 
disease it was organized to combat. 
With that kind of achievement behind 


it, its goal of defeating birth defects 


does not appear to be as unrealistic as 
it otherwise might seem to be. 


Newborns affected: More than a 
quarter-million (250,000) infants are 
estimated to be born every year with 
congenital defects. 


Of this total, some 200,000 babies 
have structural or metabolic disorders 
that can be detected early in life. 
There are hundreds of ways in which 
these children are affected: cleft lip or 
palate, respiratory defects, heart 
condition, mental retardation, missing 
limbs, defective blood cells and body 
chemistry disorders. 

Another 50,000 babies who do

Historical Society fights 


to preserve perogatives 


The Shelby County Historical 
Society is up in arms about two bills 
now being proposed in the legislature. 

One of the bills (HB504) make 
the office of Executive Director of the 
State Historical Commission a political 
position, under which the director 
would become an appointee of the 
governor. 


As things now stand, the 
executive director serves under the 
Historical Commission members. The 
position is seen as a long-term on-going 
job requiring someone who can give 
full attention to historical preservation 
without being hampered by political 
considerations. 

Ken Penhale, a former president 
of local group says, “The recognition 
and preservation of our historical 
assets should not enter the political 
arena.” 

The other bill seeks to transfer 
historic Fort Morgan from the State 
Historical Commission back to the 
Conservation Department which was 
formerly responsible for it. 

On this, Penhale comments, 
“*Under the auspices of the 
Conservation Department most of 
Fort Morgan's wooden structures were 
allowed to deteriorate beyond repair. 


Bill SOS returning the historic fort to 
the apathy of the Conservation 
Department is a travesty.” 

Representative Dan Kinsey of 
Foley is seeking to make the changes, 
and nearly all historians throughout 
the state share the opinion of the 
Shelby County Historical Association 
that the changes should not be made. 

Penhale urges citizens to contact 
local representatives and senators to 
see that the bills do not pass both 
houses of the legislature. 


utility bills-a 10 per cent savings over 
the same period last year, she said. 

The money was saved, she said, 
during a period when rates were going 
up. 

University maintenance have been 
busy installing new weather stripping 
to doors and windows, and repairing 
broken windows and leaky faucets, she 
said. 

“‘They’ve even lowered the 
number power of the light bulbs in 
many rooms and hallways,”’ she said. 

From Nov. 18 to Dec. 17, total 
natural gas and electricity bills were 
$27,319 at UM. The total was $3,122 
less than during the same period last 
year, according to Holland Floyd, 
director of buildings and grounds at 
UM. 
“With coal supplies going down 
and cold weather continuing,” Floyd 
said, “we need to save all the energy 
we-can.” 

Floyd said that so far this year, 
the UM steam plant has been fired by 
coal instead of natural gas to heat 
boilers for almost a full month. 

On Jan. 7, he said, gas to the 
university was cut because of cold 
weather residential demands. Coal had 
to be used exclusively until Feb. 3, 
when local gas suppliers allocated 
them a small amount of gas to burn 
with the coal. The university buys gas 
from the City of Montevallo, which is 
supplied from Southern Natural Gas 
Company. 

During the harsh 1976-77 winter, 
Floyd said, gas supplies were cut for 
almost two months-the longest period 
in the history of the 89-year-old state 
institution. 

This year, although two-thirds of 
the UM coal supply has been used, the 
university can continue to meet 
heating needs through a period of 
normal temperatures. 

But while most people at the 
university are cooperating in the new 
attempts to save energy, Floyd said, 
others still open windows on cold days 
and leave thermostats above the 
recommended 68 degrees. 

“It'll have to come to a real 
crunch,” he said, “before you get 
some folks to realize that we have an 
energy shortage.”

Property ownership hinders progress 


More than a score of residents 
from Montevallo’s Evansville area 
attended this week’s meeting of the 
Montevallo City Council to voice 
complaints about municipal services 
and to ask questions covering a wide 
range of subjects. 


One of the spokespersons for the 
group, Delores Smitherman, listed 
eight improvements she said were 


promised residents of the community 
when the Evansville area was taken

The improvements include 
police and fire protection, garbage and 
trash pickup, gas and sewer lines, 
street lights, paving the roads of the 
area and placement of highway signs 
such as speed zones and school zones. 

Ms. Smitherman concluded her 
remarks by asking what the residents 
of the area can do to upgrade their 
community. 

Mayor Ralph Sears responded to 
the questions by stating that the city

recognizes that improvements are 
needed and progress is being made. 

Sears stated that the Evansville 
area is routinely patrolled by city 
police and that fire protection is 
available whenever needed. 

Sears went on to say that the 
principal problem is getting the basic 
services to the area. He noted that the 
initial step is to acquire sufficient 
property to enable the city to widen 
and improve roads. 

The mayor commented that the 
existing roads do not permit utility 
vehicles such as garbage trucks, school 
buses and fire fighting trucks to serve 
the area. He also noted that before 
water lines can be extended easements 
would have to be obtained. 

Sears then said the real problem is 
determining who owns the various 
parcels of land. He told the group that 
an engineering firm was employed in 
June of 1977 to provide the city with 
maps of a proposed series of roads in 
the Evansville area and to furnish the 
town with the names of property 
owners. This would permit the city to 
initiate steps to obtain dedicated 
streets. 

Sears observed that the maps for 
the proposed streets are complete, but 
that it is proving to be a difficult task 
to find the names of property owners. 

A number of the Evansville 
residents volunteered to help in the 
search for property owners’ names. 

City Clerk Don Hughes agreed to 
meet with the visitors at 10 a.m. 
Saturday and inspect maps ina further 
effort to determine property 
ownership.

Shelby Memorial adds nurse 


to study hospital infection 


Nurse-Epidemiologist Anne 
Grimes recently joined the staff of 
Shelby Memorial Hospital to head 
infection control efforts, according to 
Richard Lind, hospital administrator. 

Mrs. Grimes will be primarily 
responsible for infection surveillance 
at the hospital but said she hoped to 
become a resource person to help 
hospital employees become more 
conscious of infection control. 

“What we are most concerned 
about are the hospital-acquired 
infections. If we find one case of a 
hospital-acquired infection during a 
given period of time we still look for 
the reason but consider this to be 
normal or inevitable. Many seriously ill 
patients will acquire other infections,” 
she said. “But, if several cases are 
found in a short period of time we 
know we have an usual source of 
infection and can immediately work to 
pinpoint this source.” 

Mrs. Grimes works closely with 
the bacteriologist and keeps a record 
of all patient infections. 

“When the bacteriologist discovers 
an infection, she sends a report to me. 
If the infection was cultured within 72 
hours of admission, the patient 
probably had the infection upon 
entering the hospital. It is my job to 


determine whether or not the 
infection is hospital-acquired and 
determine how long the patient has 
had the infection,” she explained. “By 
keeping a close watch on infections we 
should be able to spot problem areas 
faster.” 

“The bacteriology department is 
very, very good at Shelby Memorial,” 
said Mrs. Grimes. “They have already 
done an excellent job in infection 
control. With us all working together, 
we are going to make the hospital as 
infection-free as possible.” 

Mrs. Grimes has three children 
and lives in Mountain Brook.

Radio station may 


get satellite receiver 


Shelby County may join the space 
age if the Federal Communications 
Commission approves an application 
filed last Friday by the Mutual 
Broadcasting System. 

The application asks permission to 
construct a 10 foot in diameter 
Satellite Earth Station at Radio 
Station WBYE in Calera. 

Announcement of the application 

as made this week by Ralph W. 
ci. president of the Shelby County 
Advertising Corporation, 
Station WBYE. 

The Receiving Terminal in Calera 
will be one of some 500 the Mutual 
Broadcasting System is seeking 
permission to install throughout the 
continental United States, Alaska, 
Hawaii, Puerto Rico and the Virgin 
Island, enabling Mutual affiliates to 
receive network programs via satellite. 

“We are extremely gratified that 
WBYE was one of the radio stations in 
the nation to be chosen by Mutual for 
this innovative service,”’ Sears said. 

Marion Jones, General Manager at 
WBYE states that only 500 of the 
nearly 800 Mutual affiliates were 
picked as locations of the earth 
stations to receive satellite-distributed 
Mutual programming. 

Application to start the network 
satellite service to its affiliates was 
filed with the FCC by the network. 
Simultaneously Western Union filed a 
similar application to begin providing 
service. It is expected the network 
satellite program service will start on 
WBYE in the early fall, Jones said. 

According to sources at the 
Mutual Broadcasting System, satellite 
program distribution via Western 
Union’s Westar I is the first significant 
forward step in network program 
transmissiow since the first radio 
network was established in 1926. C. 
Edward Little, president of Mutual 
called it a “quantum leap forward.” 

For WBYE, the advent of satellite 

istribution of network programming 
means a superior network signal. 
Satellite programs will arrive at the 
station in Calera at 15 khz fidelity, the 
same as maximum FM signal fidelity. 
The quality of that sound is expected 
to improve threefold the current 
fidelity of all network programming, 
according to Jones. 

The satellite from which WBYE 
would get its signals, is parked in 


owner of 


stationary orbit slightly more than 
22,000 miles above the equator. 

At first, Jones said, Mutual will 
have three channels on the satellite, 
enabling it to broadcast three network 
programs simultaneously, or two 
programs, one of them in stereo. The 
system can ultimately be expanded to 
six channels. 

For Calera and Shelby County it 
means.a place on-the~space-age map. 
Throughout the broadcast day, radio 
programs will be transmitted into 
Calera in super high fidelity, having 
traversed the 44,000 miles direct from 
Mutual’s new computerized World 
Headquarters in Washington, D.C. ina 
fraction of a second. 

WBYE has been on the air since 
January, 1958. The station joined the 
Mutual Broadcasting System in 1959. 

Programming on WBYE is 
oriented to news, both local and 
national and to public affairs 
programs. The station’s music format 
is Country-western.

New zoning bill being prepared

The title of a new zoning bill for 
the unincorporated areas of Shelby 
County is being advertised by Rep. 
Jabbo Waggoner. 


The bill, designed to correct 
provisions objected to by opponents 
of the existing zoning ordinance, was 
drawn up with the help of north 
county residents who petitioned for a 
zoning election in Beat 12 last 
January. 


As advertised, the bill would 
repeal Act 816 which has been 
challenged in the courts. Judge James 
Sharbutt, refused to rule of the merits 
of the suit saying that the matter 
should be addressed by the legislature. 


Among the principal objections to 
Act 816 was a provision that 
exempted a mining and quarrying 
operations from zoning regulations 
and the fact that only 25 signatures 
were needed to bring about an 
election. 

Under the proposed new bill 
mining operations are regulated and 


Constables still get no papers

flunk math literacy test

Over 50 percent of the students at 


Pelham High School failed the 
functional literacy test in 
mathematics. 


While Pelham’s 56 percent failure 
rate on the simple arithmetic test was 
not as bad as the 92 percent failure 
rate in the Birmingham school system 
it indicates that Pelham principal 
Ernest Douglas was right when he said 
the school needed to spend more time 
on the basics. 

“The test was not to prove any 
point,” Douglas told the Reporter, “It 
was to find out what we need to do in 
the future is to establish a strong 
foundation on which we can build a 
curriculum that will meet the student’s 
needs.” 

Douglas traced the failures to a 
breakdown in teaching brought on in 
this case by the emphasis on the new 
math, which emphasizes concepts 
rather, than the nuts and bolts 
manipulation of numbers. 

The principal said he and his 


faculty would accept responsibility for 
the low scores, and that he had a 
faculty meeting the day the scores 
were returned to indicate where the 
math curriculum would be changed at 
the school. The test will be given again 
in May to measure any progress. 

“ft am alarmed when educators 
yell ‘We don’t have enough money’ ” 
said Douglas. ““That’s just an excuse. 
You don’t need any more money to 
teach math. You only need to use 
your existing resources wisely. 

“When educators stop using the 
dollar excuse things will change. This 
excuse is just a deception. Educators 
have used this deception too long now. 

“Educators have lost the ability to 
improvise. If everybody used what 
they had properly we would have a 


strorig education system. 
“| have had teachers come to me 


and say, ‘I can’t teach - I don’t have an 
overhead projector’. That is crap. If 
that were the case, all we would need 
in the classroom is clerks to pass out 
Continued on page 2

The plant sends the 38 million 
gallons of water it draws from the 
Coosa each day through a secondary 
waste wa ter treatment plant which 
consists of a circular tank called a 
clarifier to remove the solids: an 
aerated lagoon for biological 
treatment: and then pumps the water 
to a mile long stabilization lagoon. 


When the flow in the river is low 
during the summer, or when Alabama 
Power is not generating power at 
Logan Martin, the KC waste water is 
held in the stabilization lagoon. 

O'Meara said he did not feel that a 
public hearing would be necessary for 
the permit modifications, but Wilson 
said EPA had received several letters 
and telephone calls on the permit and 
if the calls and letters kept coming ina 
public hearing would be held.

Panama plans for economic growth 


by Marcia M. Sears 
Conclusion 

Debate in the United States 
Senate continues on the Panama Canal 
treaties. 

Millions of words have appeared 
in the press about the treaties, and 
their main points have been discussed 
by Americans over and over. 

In this newspaper’s series we have 
tried to present different insights into 
the whole general subject, based on 
our team’s impressions during a 
week-long visit to Panama. (We believe 
we are the only newspaper team from 
Alabama to make the trip to Panama 
to provide on-the-scene interviews for 
our readers.) 

In this concluding article we 
report on an hourlong interview 
granted us by the Minister of Planning 
and Economic Policy of the Republic 
of Panama, Dr. Nicolas Barletta. As a 
member of the cabinet of General 
Omar Torrijos, Barletta is Torrijos’ top 
advisor on all matters pertaining to 
economic policy. Dr. Barletta told us 
he obtained his undergraduate college 
education in North Carolina. He then 
earned his doctorate at the University 
of Chicago. 

Dr. Barletta is much in favor of 
the treaties and hopes the Senate will 
ratify them. 

Control of the land in the present 


ALLEN THINKS 
THEY WILL PASS 

Senator Jim Allen of 
Alabama, the leading opponent 
of the Panama Canal treaties in 
the U.S. Senate, thinks that the 
treaties will pass, in spite of his 
best efforts to defeat them. 

Allen told this to Shelby 
County Reporter publisher 
Ralph Sears when Allen was in 
Birmingham on February 25 to 
address a meeting of the

Association. 


Canal Zone is what the Panamanians 
want most, This is more important to 
them than the toll revenues from the 
Canal. 

This point came up again and 
again in talkseewe had with 
Panamanians and Dr. Barletta went

into detail on the ways that Panama’s 
economy could improve with control 
of the Zone lands. 

Dr. Barletta has made extensive 


plans for development of the Zone if 
the treaties are signed. 

He says the economy of Panama 
has been in a holding pattern for 
several months. The country is coming 
out of the recession of three years ago, 
and has investors lined up to build 
several projects if the treaties pass. But 
until the uncertainties are resolved,

outside investors are not willing to 
commit large sums. 

Among the major projects 
planned are dry docks, container ports 
and shipbuilding yards to capitalize on 
the location that Panama enjoys and 
the fact that so many ships are drawn 
there every year. 

There are dry docks in the Canal 
Zone that are hardly used now, he 
said. The Panamanians would like to 
expand them, and offer dry dock 
services to commercial shipping 
companies. This would provide jobs 
for Panamanians and aid the economy. 

Because so many products are 
now shipped by containers, Panama 
wants to build two container ports, 
one on either end of the Canal for a 
“Canal on Wheels” linked by the 
railroad across the isthmus. This 
facility would offer cargo transfer 
when ships are too large to transit the 
Canal. 

Dr. Barletta told us that several 
international firms have already 
requested container port facilities. 

Shipbuilding is a longer term 
project, but Panamanians seriously 
want to go into it. However, they neéd 
lands that are now in the Zone to 
build the facilities for it. 

The Zone area around the city 
ofColon - on the north entrance of the 
Canal, is especially desirable to the 
Panamanians. There is a container port 
next to the Free Zone now, but it is 
totally unused, Barletta told us. 
Canadian firms have agreed to finance 
development, Barletta said, if the 
treaties are signed. 

Panama also wants to expand the 
Free Zone. The present one in Colon 
does $1.5 billion in business now 
through some 700 international 
trading firms. Over 300 other firms 
want to set up business there. But 
Colon as a city, and as a free zone, is 
landlocked by the Canal Zone, and 
cannot expand. Poverty is worse in 
Colon than in most parts of the 
nation, and unemployment is very 
high. Establishing new industries in the 


McPhillips tosses hat in ring 


for Attorney General’s post 


“There is a crisis of confidence in 
Alabama today’ stated former 
assistant attorney general Julian 
McPhillips ja formally declaring his 
candidacy for Attorney General. 


Crossing the state by 
“Whistle-Stop” tour to emphasize his 
home base in 4 different sections of 
Alabama, McPhillips addressed crowds 
in Cullman, Birmingham, 
Montgomery, and Mobile on Monday. 


“Alabamians are beseiged by 
crime soaring utility bills, 
unemployment, high taxes, an 
outdated constitution, and the most 
corrupt and ineffective legislature in 
state history,” said McPhillips while 
speaking from the steps of his 
childhood home in Cullman. 

“That is why we need a strong, 
hard-working and honest attorney 
general who will run the office in a 
non-political manner” he added “And 
I know | meet that description.” 

At a Birmingham’ news 
conference, McPhillips stated that he 
had found overwhelming support since 
he resigned last June as assistant 

: attorney general to explore candidacy. 
“We have risen to the top of voter 
- preference polls and we have put 
- together an organization that is second 
-to none in the attorney general’s 
- race,’ stated McPhillips, who in the 
past 9 months has driven thousands of 


miles a month while traveling into 
every county of the state. 

“Far more Alabanians are robbed 
of far more money at the end of a pen 
than at the end of a gun” said 
McPhillips, who first gained statewide 
recognition as a fighter of white 
collar-crimes and was responsible for a 
record-breaking $6,000,000 in 
judgements or settlements for 
Alabama residents and charities. 

“This legislature is responsible for 
much of the white-collar crime. I'm 
talking about its action and its 
inaction.” 

“There is so much wheeling and 
dealing going on here it would make 
your head spin. 

“As your next attorney general,1 
will declare an all-out war against all 
forms of crime, including organized 
crime” said McPhillips. 

An all-American heavyweight 
wrestling champion at Princeton, 
McPhillips grew up in the north 
Alabama towns of Cullman and 
Guntersville but, as the son of a 
Minister, he has also lived in 
Montgomery, Birmingham and Pell 
City. 

“Put experience to work” said 
McPhillips, “I know the ropes of the 
office and can make them work.” 

McPhillips is married to the 
former Leslie Burton and they have a 
5 month old baby daughter. 


Colon area is one of the highest 
priorities of the government if the 
treaties are signed, Barletta indicated. 

The nation would also build new 
housing for Colon residents if more 
land were available. Most residents are 
packed into crowded apartments. The 
managers Of firms that operate in the 
Free Zone cannot find suitable housing 
in Colon and have to live in Panama 
City, some 60 miles away. 

On the southern end of the Canal, 
at Panama City, residential areas could 
also be expanded if the Canal Zone 
were in Panamanian hands. The capital 
city is crowded along the Zone. 

Dr. Barletta said that if Panama 
gained control of the Zone, it would 
sell some of the land, in orderly 
fashion, and only in designated areas, 
to individuals for housing. 

He emphasized the sales would be 
orderly, and probably handled by a 
special authority created for that 
purpose. 

In the immediate plans are 
recreational facilities for Panama 
citizens. At present there are no city 
parks, and a 100 acre park is high on 
Barletta’s list. 

There are also three islands in the 
Pacific that are part of the Canal Zone. 
Panama would like to use these islands 
for recreational facilities, and perhaps 
build a resort hotel on one of them. 

Barletta said his plans also include 
building an industrial park on the site 
of the present Albrooks Air Field in 


the Zone. 

In the middle part of the Canal 
Zone, the Panamanians would not 
make many changes, because they 
realize if the land there is disturbed, it 
might affect the natural watersheds, 
and disturb the ecology. 

The Canal’s locks operate on fresh 
water, and the rivers that flow into 
Gatun Lake are essential to the 
operation of the Canal. For that 
reason, almost no construction of 
buildings or industries would be 
allowed in the central part of the 
Zone, on either side of the Canal, 
Barletta said. 

We asked him how he thought the 
Torrijos government could accomplish 
all these things, and attain their goal of

providing the economic stimulus to 
make life better for Panama's citizens. 

He pointed to the record of the 
nine years of the Torrijos regime 
Educational facilities increased by 
70%; Fellowship and student loans 
increased by 500%; Increased health 
facilities, especially in rural areas by 
65%; Increased the number of all 
weather roads by 45%; Increased 
agricultural credit by 500%, especially 
to the little farmer; Carried out 
agrarian reform for 10,000 families; 
Housing for the low income has 
averaged 5,000 units per year for the 
last three years, compared to 2,000 
per year before that. 

Barletta said, “This performance 
gives us the confidence to think we 
can do it.” 

As we were leaving the interview, 
(and had turned off our tape recorder

so we do not have his exact words), 
Dr. Barletta said, in effect, “You 
Americans did a great thing in building 
the Canal, and you should be very 
proud ofall you have done here. Now I 
hope that you can see it will be an 
even greater accomplishment for you 
to let go and help us build a stronger 
country.”

Board approves $99,655 outlay

The Shelby Memorial Hospital 
Board approved $99,655 in 
expenditures for new equipment at the 
February 28 board meeting. 

The biggest item was $69,017 to 
replace the hospital’s Tomolex unit, a 
machine that takes thin X-ray slices of 
the body. Assistant chief of staff Dr. 
Joel Wissing told the board that the 
hospital’s present Tomolex unit was 
over five years old and had worn out. 

A total of $21,500 was approved 
to upgrade the Pho/Gamma camera. 
The camera, used to count image 
organs in the body after the patient 
has ingested a mild radioactive 
solution, is an important diagnostic 
tool in the hospital, enabling doctors 
to get a clear picture of internal organs 
that cannot be photographed with 
conventional X-ray machines. The 
camera cost $120,000 when new. 

Wissing explained that the crystal 
had broken on the hospital’s camera 
and that the manufacturer had asked 
$8,000 to replace it. 

“The company had not filled our 
order,” said Wissing. “So we found a 
second company which offered to 


upgrade the machine and get it back in 
operation within 48 hours.” 

Chief nurse Betty Sherer 
requested that the board spend $5,350 
for a pediatric panendoscope. This is a 
long tube with a photographic unit 
and a snare on the end used in 
diagnosing ulcers and cancer of the 
stomach and esophagus. 

Sherer explained that the 
hospital’s present panendoscope was 
too large for children and old people 
to swallow and that the new unit 
would obviate sending those who 
could not handle the larger tube to 
Birmingham for treatment. 

Wissing said the panendoscope 
was an invaluable diagnostic tool and 
that by using the snare to retrieve 
suspected cancerous tissue the hospital 
could save patients the pain and 
expense of exploratory surgery. 

Administrator Richard Lind 
requested $3,788 for a micro-film 
reader/printer so that the hospital’s 
crowded record storage shelves could 
be cleared. 

Shelby Memorial’s X-ray unit, 
where most of the new equipment will 
be housed, was paid a surprise visit by

bills for county

The Shelby Memorial Hospital is 
holding an $8,729.14 bill, run up by 
prisoners from county jail over the 
past seven months. 

“Over the protests of our 
computer we have not sent out the 
second notice,” hospital administrator 
Richard Lind told the February 28 
meeting of the hospital board.’ 

Lind said that it had been 
suggested to him, not by members of 
the commission, that the bill be 
written off as a bad debt. However, he 
said that the bill would be collected 
because writing it off would effect 
reimbursements from Medicaid, 
Medicare and Blue Cross. 

Five prisoners, four of them state 
prisoners awaiting room in Alabama’s 
overcrowded jails, have had a total of 
seven admissions to the hospital. Their 
bill, which does not include dottors’ 
fees, has been on account since July. 

Lind said that the problem of 
unpaid prisoners’ medical bills was not 
unique to Shelby County, but that 


hospitals across the state were 
reporting problems in collecting from 
county commissions. 


“We understand that the county is 


in a tight financial situation, but things 
are tight for us too,” said Lind. 

He explained that the county had 
to wait for the state to reimburse them 
before they would pay the bills. 

The county is not being charged 
interest on the debt. 

Assistant chief of staff Dr. Joel 
Wissing expressed surprise that the 
state was so slow in paying the county 
for prisoner medical expenses. 

“My professional bills are paid by 
the state within ten days,” said 
Wissing. “They are one of my most 
prompt payers.”’ 

The County Commission 
complained at its last meeting about 
the size of the prisoners’ hospital bill. 
At the suggestion of Commissioner 
Doug Ballard a committee of 
commissioners was appointed to 
investigate the medical bills of 
prisoners. 


the county health department the 
week before the meeting. Lind said the 
department had been inspected for 
radiation leaks and that the health 
department gave X-ray a clean bill of 
health. 

In other action, Lind presented 
board members with the State Ethics 
Commission’s disclosure form to be 
filled out by April 30. 

Lind said that the state supreme 
court had just ruled that hospital 
boards had to fill out the disclosure 
form, despite the fact that the hospital 
received no revenue from the county, 
did not get the benefits or holidays of 
county employees and did not report 
to the county government. 

The administrator also advised the 
board of two legal actions involving 
the hospital. 

Judy Carol Fancher is suing the 
hospital for injuries allegedly sustained 
when she slipped and fell while visiting 
a patient at the hospital. 

Lind said Fancher sustained no 
fractures in the fall last September, 
but had complained of low back pain. 
The matter was turned over to the 
hospital’s insurance company. 

The hospital also received a 
summons from the attorney of Dr. 
Anthony Cibulski to show cause why 
Cibulski had been denied privileges at 
the hospital. 

Lind told the board that Cibulski 
had resigned from the staff of East 
End Hospital in Birningham while 
under suspension and that he had been 
denied privileges at another 
Birmingham hospital before applying 
to Shelby Memorial.

“IT talked to President Carter last 
week, I told him that if he allowed the 
frustration of the American farmer to 
surface he would have to call out the 
militia,” said Money as the crowd at 
the armory cheered. 

The recently appointed director 
for Alabama of the Farmers Home 
Administration (FHA) Elizabeth 
Wright, appeared at the meeting in a 
farm strike hat and told the farmers 
that the FHA supported their efforts. 

Wright said that the FHA had 
been ordered not to foreclose on any 
farm loans this year. 

“Not only are we not going to 
foreclose on any loans, but we are 
going to work with the county FHA 
offices to restructure your existing 
loans,” she said. “This will give you 
time to wait for the federal 
government to come in with partiy.” 

Wright said that tariff barriers 
should be raised against foreign 
produce. Citing the 500 million head 
of cattle imported from Canada last 
year, she said “If the American 
farmers had raised that 500 million 
head of cattle, they wouldn’t need to 
worry about parity.” 

The strike leaders said that AAM’s 
support of the flexible parity bills in 
Congress was just a stopgap measure 
until full parity could be attained. 
Parity was explained as the farmers’ 
cost of production plus a fair return 
on his investment. For cotton farmers, 
full parity works out to a price of 84 
cents per pound. The present price of 
cotton is about 42 cents per pound. 

The flexible parity act now 
working its way through Congress 
provides a sliding scale of price 
supports based on the percentage of 
last year’s crop that a farmer plants. If 
a farmer plants only 50 percent of last 
year’s crop he would be guaranteed 
100 percent parity by the government. 

Money and White urged that local 
farmers take retaliatory measures 
against scabs in the movement, who 
like many peanut farmers in south 
Alabama, plant 100 percent of their 
acreage. 

“You remember who they are,” 
said White. “‘And then next year get 
together with some of your neighbors 
and rent their land out from under 
them.” 

The AAM leaders also urged local 
farmers to join the Farm Bureau and 
take it over. “They are supposed to be 
working for the farmer, and it is up to 
you to see that they do,” said Money. 

White said that the AAM was 
planning for a long fight. 

“We are well organized on the 
national level, and we are making plans 
to open a permanent office in 
Washington,’ he said after the 
meeting. 
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seconded by councilman Harold 
McCord and passed unanimously. 

Councilman Frank Owen asked if 
the town could pass an ordinance 
blocking any future attempt to serve 
beer or liquor in Columbiana 
restaurants, but councilman Clark 
Dean advised that such an ordinance 
would be unconstitutional. 

Assistant police chief Mickey 
Kirkland agreed that the council could 
not issue a blanket rejection of all 
beverage licenses and recommended a 
law setting up special conditions for 
the granting of the licenses. 

“*You could draw up 
specifications that would rule out 
anything that wasn’t the Red Lobster 
or the Hungry Fisherman,” said 
Kirkland. 

The council took the matter 
under advisement. 

Wilson and White, who did not 
attend Thursday’s meeting did not 
seem concerned about the rejection. 

‘“‘We are mostly interested in 
putting in a good restaurant,” said 
White, who was working on a 
thermostatically controlled barbeque 
pit lined fire brick that will have a 
1000 pound capacity when completed 
about April 1. 

“I’m getting too old to break my 
hand on some drunk,” added Wilson. 

In other business, Carlton Franks 
appeared before the council on behalf 
of the County Commission to request 
$622, Columbiana’s share of the 
$45,000 special census that is to be 
conducted in the county. 

Franks said the figure was based 
on Columbiana’s 1970 population of 
2,248. He predicted that the special 
census would result in a 20 percent 
increase in the town’s gas tax revenues. 

According to the resolution 
passed in the commission authorizing 
the census, work cannot begin until all 
towns in the county pay a prorata 
share of the $45,000. Franks reported 
that only Wilton and Harpersville had 
not paid a share. 

The council also voted to 
authorize B. H. Cadle Construction 
Co. of Calera to begin work on an 
equipment shed for the town. 

Cadle had the low bid of $13,310 
for the storage shed. 

Councilman Dean was authorized 
to write specifications for a computer 
to handle Columbiana’s water, gas and 
garbage billing. 

Dean said the new computer 
would save the town $500 per 
month.

Gov. George C. Wallace doesn’t 
rate much attention from news 
reporters and other governors now 
when he attends the National 
Governors Conference, .as he did last 
week in Washington in contrast to the 
old days when he was running for 
President. Washington in contrast to 
the old days when he was running for 
President. 

In an interview with reporters 
who cover Alabama for this and other 
newspapers and radio stations, Wallace 
said he hasn’t asked President Jimmy 
Carter to help him in his campaign for 
the U.S. Senate. Wallace helped Carter 
at a crucial time in 1976 and it might 
be expected that the president feels he 
“owes” Wallace. “He doesn’t owe me 
any thing,”’ the governor said. 

And while he didn’t use the word 
“‘owe’’ in connection with the 
Alabama people, he said he doesn’t 
think they will ‘“‘reject their 
spokesman” in this next race. This fall 
will be the first time in 20 years the 
name “Wallace” will not be on the 
ballot for governor. 

While the governor attended most 
sessions of the conference, it is likely 
he didn’t hear too much of what was 
said. He asked reporters to repeat 
themselves two or three times when 
they were only a few feet away. 

WHITE HOUSE VISIT 

President Carter called Rep. 
Walter Flowers (D-Tuscaloosa) to the 
White House last week to ask him to 
yield on his position in favor of 
building the controversial Clinch River 
(Tennessee) demonstration nuclear 
breeder reactor. 

The president thinks the proposed 
demonstration plant is too costly and 
too risky. The breeder will “breed” 
more plutonium than it uses and some 
fear terrorists, or countries which do 
not now have nuclear weapons, could 
use it to make bombs. 

Flowers said the president is not 
“anti nuclear,” but is being perceived 
in that light. 

On the Clinch River question, 
Flowers said in an interview he is “not 
tied to it,” but it now has become “a 
symbolic issue for those of us who 
believe in growth. We can’t have a ‘no 
growth’ policy in this country.” 

Flowers admitted, however,-that

Sparkman--who for years was 
“Mr. Housing” in the Senate-said any 
new name change ought to contain 
within it some explicit reference to the 
rural housing programs with which 
FmHA has been associated since 
passage of the Housing Act of 1949.” 

HOW THEY VOTED 

A jubilant Rep. John Buchanan 
(R-Birmingham) was pictured on the 
front page of the Washington Post 
Friday rejoicing with Washington’s 
Del. Walter Fauntroy and City Council 
president Sterling Tucker over passage 
of a bill to amend the Constitution to 
give the District of Columbia two 
senators and at least one voting 
congressman.

Old soldier remembered 


by Frances Saiia 

There’s an old saying that ‘old 
sOldiers nevér die, they just fade 
away’. Such was the case, perhaps, of 
General Henry Lee Badham upon his 
passing Feb. 6, leaving his many 
friends a little sadder but secure in the 
knowledge that so staunch a spirit as 
his would forever inspire others to 
noble things. 

For example, last year he 
witnessed a demonstration by the 
Rocky Ridge Fire Department on how 
a Life Pak’ works. A “Life Pak’ is used 
by the paramedics of a rescue unit as 
af aid in reviving heart attack victims 
afd for other medical emergencies. 

The General was impressed and 
bécame very articulate in his insistence 
that a ‘Life Pak’ was exactly what 
Inverness and north Shelby County 
needed more than anything else. 

- His enthusiasm spread out and 
touched the hearts and imagination of 
the women of the Inverness Garden 
Ciub, who decided to place the 
proceeds from their annual Tour of 
Homes toward the “Badham Life Pak 
Fund’ as it became known. 

: General Badham, a long time 
resident of Birmingham, became a 
transplanted Shelby County citizen 
when he moved to Inverness shortly 
after it opened. 

A 1916 graduate of Yale, he 


entered the military, and was involved 
in the Mexican border campaign, 
served with the Army Air Corps in 
World War I. During World War II he 
was commander of Blovinden Air Base 
in London. 


From 1925 to 1977 General 
Badham was president and chairman 
of the board of Bessemer Coal, Iron, 
and Land Company, a firm which 
founded the city of Bessemer. 


His older friends remember him 
for these things, but during his later 
years he was better known as the 
father of John Badham, Hollywood 
producer and director, and of Mary 
Badham, who claimed a nomination 
and almost carried away the 1962 
Oscar for best child actress in the 
memorable motion picture “To Kill a 
Mockingbird”. 

This year, upon the General’s 
death, his family donated a sum 
toward the fund, and is asking that 
contributions be made to the ‘Badham 
Life Pak’. 

Beverly Nunn, an officer of the 
garden club, says that the family gift 
enlarged the coffer substantially and 
hopes that his vear’s Home Tours will 
bring in enough to make General 
Badham’s dream of a ‘Life Pak’ for 
Inverness and north Shelby County a 
reality.

Women coaches get retroactive pay hike 


The raise of $100 per sport for 
women coaches was retroactive to 
September 1976, the same date that a 
raise for male coaches in the county 
was instituted. Women will now be 
paid $300 per sport with a maximum 
of three sports coached per year. 

Unlike the male coaches’ drive for 
a pay raise in 1976 where meetings 
were held, petitions signed and the 
board approached, the women’s raise 
came about in a quiet way. One woman 
coach wrote a letter addressed to 
Elaine Hughes, setting out 12 points 
which explained not only the reasons 
for the requested raise, but other 
conditions which reportedly were in 
conflict with Title 9 requirements. 

The letter was never mailed, but 
given to one of the county’s principals 
who took the matter up at a recent 
Principal’s Meeting. According to 
reports, the principals agreed to the 
changes - subject to the particular 
school’s ability to meet them - and 
passed on the recommendation to the 
board for the pay hike. 

When the letter finally got to its 
original destination, the addressee and 
addresser were blocked out. 

The retroactive raise will probably 
mean an expenditure of some $2,600 

to $3,000 in back pay for the past 
year and a half. 

The current pay scale for male 
coaches in the county is Head coach, 
$1500 plus ‘one-half a month’s pay; 
First Assistant, $900 plus a_ half 
month’s pay; Third Assistant, $900. 
Male coaching supplements are paid 
for the year and are not based on what 
sports are coached or how many. 


Currently, women coaches must 
fill out forms at the conclusion of the 
sport’s season stating how many games 
were played, the amount of practice 
time participated by the students and 
the number of hours outside the 
normal school day the coach devoted 


to the sport. According to the letter, 
this was a major point of difference, 
and may be changed according to a 
source familiar with the letter and the 
decisions by the principals. In Shelby 
County, being the cheerleading 
sponsor is not considered a sport. 


Usually that job requires more time 
than any one sport that is coached 
during the school year. That may 


explain why some women physical 
education instructors are not in charge 
of the cheerleaders.

The convictions 
came after the pair was caught January

What does the bigmouth bass pick 
as first, second and third choices in his 
tife style? 

: According to Courtland Line Co., 
one angler spent 1250 hours in his 
fishing waters laboratory studying bass 
with portable recorder, depthfinder, 
temperature gauge, lures, movie and 
still cameras. An angler friend did the 
fishing. 

- Results? Bass chose easily 
available cover above everything else;

needs, third. I wouldn’t rely upon the 
results as acceptable in scientific 
circles, but his findings seem plausible 
.. from even the human standpoint. 


I usually set up my tent first, then 
put the cookstove and utensils to 
work, and finally eat my meal inside 
the tent if the weather is cold and wet.

‘getting back to nature rejuvenates the 
‘human organism into enjoying the 
‘fullness of life we are really supposed 
‘to be living. 

Even in Sunday School when I ask 
my adult class members if they 
‘wouldn’t like to live as our ancestors 
‘did a century ago, thee universal 
‘answer is always the same, “‘No way! I 
-wouldn’t give up my air conditioner, 
‘my washer, my electric range, freezer, 
‘electric lights, etc.” 

But those who have spent long 
‘periods in the woods usually 
‘appreciate the God-given treasures 
‘better than those who have known 
nothing but luxury at the flip of a 
‘switch. Of course, a modicum of 
‘comfort even in the raw elements is 
‘appreciated. But I don’t think you 
-appreciate a tasty meal you can whip 
“up in ten minutes in a microwave oven 
‘as fervently as you savor a pan of 
‘biscuits and a chicken pan pie all from 
‘scratch when you cook them on a 
-camphouse wood stove that takes 30 
*minutes or so to develop enough heat 
for the meal. Remember , you have to 
“cut the wood and use an ax or hand 

w, not a chain saw, if you want to 
“appreciate the adventure more. You 
.will have to scrounge for kindling and 
:then get the fire started. Say you don’t 
:think you could return to this? If the 
tenergy pinch gets any bleaker and 
prices skyrocket to feeding an ever 
>expanding population, you may have 
:to return to some of the old ways in

your everyday life. 

Is your pond so weedy that 
fishing it is no longer any fun? Green 
algae foul up your hooks and lures 
every time you cast and those rooted 
weeks snag your line. Even if you 
hook a skillet-sizzler, the catch doesn’t 
give you that customery heart 
thumping kick because the fish gets 
wrapped up in vegetative junk and 
can’t put up a “fight.” You can’t 
fertilize properly because you only 
grow more weeds. The bludgills are 
stunted because they have become 
overpopulated by hiding in the 
protective weed forest to escape 
preying bass. 

Your best cure, in my opinion, is 
stocking with white amur. These fish 
don’t create any pollution problem 
and they keep your water free of 
weeds for 12 to 15 years---the 
lifetime of these fish. James A. Adams 
of Andalusia may be probably the 
only source now for these fish in 
Alabama. Normal stocking rate is 10 
fish seven to 11 inches long per surface 
acre. Cost is $3 per fish delivered to 
pondside, if your order totals 200 
amus and you live within 100 miles of 
Andalusia. James says several owners 
of small ponds could pool their orders 
for one delivery to a central point in a 
county, pick up the fish in clean 
drums and take the fish to their ponds. 
If you have a larger order, James will 
go anywhere in the state and cool 
weather is ideal for delivery of these 
living lawn mowers. He has stocked 
these fish in 250 or more ponds and 
has received not one complaint. He is 
in the business of selling amur and 
channel catfish fingerlings since I 
helped him get started about 10 years 
ago.

Using the IRS figures, it has 
produced tables that indicate the 
amount that most people in each 
income bracket have been deducting in 
recent years. 

It shows that among families in 
the United States with incomes close 
to the average prevailing in Shelby 
County, the deductions come to 
approximately $4,070, which is about 
25 percent of their adjusted gross 
income. 

The percentage varies 
considerablly with earnings. In general, 
it is found, the percentage of 
deductible income is larger among 
people in the lower brackets and 
smaller among those with big incomes. 

Families in the local area in the 
$10,000 to $15,000 class, for instance, 
will have deductions of about $3,320 
if they conform to the norm. Those in 
the $15,000 to $20,000 group will 
have $3,960 or so to deduct and those 
earning $9,000 to $10,000, $3,250. 

A breakdown of the deductions 
ordinarily taken by families with 
incomes equal to the Shelby County 
average are: for contributions, $460, 
for interest on loans and installment 
debt, $1,660, for local and state taxes, 


$1,440, and, for medical and dental 
expenses, $510. 

Some families may have legitimate 
deductions far in excess of the average. 
Proper records to substantiate them 
are all that is required. 

On the other hand, the IRS will 
not necessarily accept what is average. 
Proof may be demanded in all cases.

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Solar energy for home heating 


by Bert Seaman 

With an energy shortage and 
rising fuel costs, families often wish 
they could hook-up a solar heating 
and cooling system in their homes. 

A resident of Montevallo not only 
considered the idea - he did 
something about it. However, most 
homeowners wouldn’t have as much 
know-how as Terry Arnold. An 
engineer with Alabama Power 
Company, he’s Manager of their 
Environment and Research Ser- 
vices. 

One of the reasons he designed 
his own system, Arnold said, was to 
save money. He also pointed out 
that it was difficult to install a 
commercial system in an existing 
dwelling. 

With his do-it-yourself project, 
Arnold reported that costs were 
25% less than if he had bought a 
ready made system. 

According to Arnold, he started 
mulling over the idea of using solar 
energy in the fall. Then, with the 
help of neighbor Doug Morris, he 
got to work on the, project, he said, 
in December. 

The major portlon of the solar 
collector was com@leted in 60 days

working on certain phases of it and 
trying to perfect it. 

“The challenge of the whole 
thing to me,’’ Arnold remarked, ‘is 
the cost effectiveness factor - 
making it come out so it will pay.’’ 
And the way to do this, he explains, 
is with instrumentation. 

Arnold is monitoring how much 
sunlight is being utilized and he 
figures that it’s now at 40%. To 
obtain more efficency, he said, the 
system will have to be automated to 
make the air flow go where it’s 
needed. 

‘Of course the minimum chance 
of a system being cost effective,’’ 


home construction where it would 
be an integral part of the dwelling.’’ 


Choosing the correct homesite is the 
most important factor, he noted. 


The solar collector was put on the 
south end of Arnold’s home which 
receives the maximum amount of 
sunlight. The trapped heat is 
transferred through ducts when the 
window in the room adjoining it is 
opened and a fan turned on. 

Right now it’s used only for 
heating air, but eventually it will 
provide hot water for the family. 

Mentioning the storage factor, 
Arnold pointed out that it was 
difficult to find sufficent space in an 


existing home. Instead of a rock 
bed, which is often used to store 
heat, Arnold said he plans to store it 
in water filled bottles. He notes that 
this will cut down weight and 
volume. 


The only solar product used in his 
system, Arnold reported, is glazing, 
which is used for trapping the heat. 


No exotic materials were used in 


the solar collector, Arnold remarked. 


The fiberglass covering the entire 
south end of the home, which 
attracts the sun, and most of the 
other materials can be purchased at 
a hardware store he said.

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Dogwood family finds unique way 


to make room for a growing family 


by Bert Seaman 

With a growing family, couples 
often wonder if they should add on 
to the house they’re in or should 
they buy a new one. 

For the Robert Byrd family of 
Dogwood, the answer was to add on 
- but they’re doing it in a way that’s 
entirely unique. 

A cabin of hand hewed heart pine 
logs, constructed around 1821 was 
moved three quarters of a mile and 
set down next to their home. Byrd, 
who’s a farmer, is doing most of the 
construction work himself in his 
spare time, and when he’s finished 
the family will have three more 
rooms. 

The old home has a dog trot and 
fireplaces at each end which Byrd 
has rebuilt with rocks he’s collected 
around the farm. And in the 
reconstruction, Byrd said he utilized 
almost every bit of material from 
the old building which had been 
used to store oats. 

One of the main problems in the 
venture, Byrd and his wife Sylvia 
reported, was in getting the cabin 
moved - the first two men they 
called turned them down cold. 
When someone was finally found, 
the job took six: hours. 

The couple started their add on 
project three years ago and from the 
outside the new section blends in 


with the modern contemporary look 
of the rest of the home. 

“‘But when passersby first saw it 
there,’’ Byrd laughed, ‘‘they asked 
us why we wanted to put an old barn 
right next to our house.”’ 

Inside, the structure has a lincoln 

log arrangement. Entering the 
living room, you step down from a 
one foot square beam running the 
entire 46 foot length of the addition. 
Three other beams of the same 
length, two of which are used for 
roof supports, were the foundation 
of the old cabin, Byrd related. 
The latest step in the project is 
inserting rolled up chicken wire 
between the logs and filling in with 
cement. 

After building the fireplace, Byrd 
said he felt proficient enough in 
masonry work to do the tiling in the 
bathroom which was part of still 
another add-on project. 

At the opposite end of the house 
from the cabin addition, the Byrds 
have added a garage and a 
cathredal ceiling bedroom above. 

“We needed more room but we 
didn’t want to move off the farm,”’ 
the Byrds said, explaining why they 
decided to add on. The couple 
adopted their second child several 
months ago- a little girl who’s now 
seven months old. Their son Lance 
is is elementary school.

Supposing a railroad tank car 
carrying a hazardous material were to 
derail in some Shelby County town? 
Who would be in charge of the 
situation? What safety measures would 
be taken? 

To answer these questions which 
have been brought sharply into focus 
after disasters of this type occurred in 


such towns as Waverly, TN, the 
Tri-City PACERS held a_ special 
meeting Monday night in the 


Thompson High School Cafeteria. 

Fire fighters, members of rescue 
squads, and police personnel were 
invited to hear an expert in hazardous 
materials from the Federal Railroad 

PAdministration. 

“It’s always important to know 
what substance you’re dealing with,” 
Jim Becker told the group, but the 
placards on the cars aren’t always 
reliable. He advised checking with the 
conductor and looking at the manifest. 

When a derailed car catches fire, 
Becker noted that the traditional fire 
department approach was to attack 
and extinguish the flames. However, 
he said it was sometimes better to let 
the fire burn itself out. 

Pointing out that fire wasn’t the 
only cause of an explosion, Becker 
said there was no fire in the tank cars 
that derailed in Waverly. A drastic 
change in temperature affected the 
internal pressure of the car, he 


explained and caused the resulting 
explosion. 

Becker emphasized the necessity of 
keeping unauthorized personnel away 
from the scene due to the danger of 
injury. 

If fact, evacuation of the area is 


Watch your step 


often deemed necessary, he said, 
there’s the possibility of a bleve - a 
boiling liquid expanding vapor 
explosion. Fire balls, hundreds of feet 
in diameter, he reported, were able to 
cause burns on someone 1,000 feet 
away. 

Admitting that firemen needed 
training in handling situations that 
involved hazardous materials, Becker 
said that cost made it prohibitive. He 
reported that an 80 hour training 
session would cost $35 per day for 
each participant. 

But wien asked about who would 
be in charge if a car carrying 
hazardous materials derailed, Becker 
replied it would be up to the local 
unit to make decisions. 

Information on 6,000 hazardous 
materials are contained in a book, he 
informed the group, but the $135 
price tag is too high for most groups. 
However Becker did hand out booklets 
containing information on 43 
hazardous materials. 

The explosives expert showed films 
illustrating the disastrous effects 
following the derailment of cars 
carrying hazardous materials. One film 
dealt with the testing of tank cars to 
make them safer. 

There are now 20,000 jumbo tank 
cars on the rails, Becker reported, but 
legislation has been passed which now 
restricts the size of tank cars to 34,500 


gallons. 
Another safety device he 
mentioned, which now must be 


included on cars, is an interlocking 
coupling system. This prevents the 
device from coming undone when an 
accident occurs, and puncturing the 
head of an adjacent car. 


“If you don’t know what you're fooling with you can be the first casualty,” 
Jim Becker told the audience at a PACER sponsored meeting. The Operations 
Practice Inspector of the Federal RR Association discussed derailments of tank 


cars carrying hazardous materials. 


Burgess to. begin blasting 


Burgess Mining and Construction 
Company has received permission to 
begin blasting in the area between 
Coalmont and Gurnee Junction , in 
extreme northwest Shelby County.

Access to the blasting area will be 
guarded 10 minutes prior to 
detonation. Multiple short blasts of an 
air horn will be used to warn of 
impending explosions. 

Burgess also warned that blasting 
may occur at times other than those 
specified in emergency situations.

Sewer fee approved 


by Calera Council

The Calera Council approved a 
sewer fee of 75 percent of each 
customer’s water bill at its meeting 
March 7. 

By a vote of three to three, with 
Mayor George Roy casting the tie 
breaking vote, the council authorized 
the water board to begin collecting the 
charge. The average sewer bill will be 


$6.77 per month and the minimum 
charge will be $3.38. 

Voting ‘no’ were Councilmen Don 
Deloach, A.V. Parmer and Terry Snow. 

Snow objected that the sewer fee 
would work a hardship on people 
living on a fixed income, who, 
according to Snow, comprise 40 
percent of the population of Calera. 

The money will be used to help 
raise the $500,000 that Calera must 
borrow to meet its 25 percent share of 
a joint federal and city project to 
upgrade its waste treatment facilities. 
Construction on the $2 million project 
is slated to begin in about two years. 

The town’s engineer for the project, 
Ben Carr, advised the council to begin 
collecting money for the project 
immediately so that they would not 
have to borrow so much at 
construction time. 

The fee will bring in about $50,000

Anti-zoning forces 
searing up for fight

The anti-zoning forces in north 
Shelby County are gearing up for 
another fight as a replacement bill for 
Act 816 makes its way through the 
legislature. 

While he would not discuss the 
motives of the zoning opponents at 
length, Pelham resident Cecil Adam, 
who has been in the forefront of such 
moves in the past, did not feel that the 
new bill would answer his group’s 
objections. 

Two petitions, one for and one 
against zoning, are currently being 
circulated in Beat 12. 

“Our petition expresses that a 
number of people in the county are 
opposed to zoning,” Adam told the 
Reporter. “‘That has been established 
in four votes on the issue. If we must 
have a zoning bill, we would favor a 
particular bill.” 

Adam indicated that “the particular 
bill” would have to have a requirement 
that any zoning election be held 
county wide. 

He said that the anti-zoning group’s 
attorney had advised them that if the 
Waggoner bill were passed Shelby 
County would be the only county in 
the state where zoning elections are 
held by beat. 

The backers of the Waggoner bill are 
armed with an opinion from Attorney 
General Bill Baxley that beat by beat 
zoning elections are permissible under 
the state constitution. 

Proponents say their bill was drawn 
to try and answer some of the 
earlier objections raised by Adam and 
his group in a law suit to block 
elections from being held under the 
current zoning bill, Act 816. 

Among the principal objections 
were a provision that exempted mining 


and quarrying operations from zoning 
elections and the fact that with only 
25 signatures proponents could hold 
repeated elections. 

Under the Waggoner bill mining 
operations are regulated and petitions 
must contain the signatures of at least 
10 percent of the votes in the last 
general election. ‘here must be at least 
one year between zoning elections. 

Adam said his opposition would 
continue if the final draft of the bill 
did not meet his group’s objections. 

The petitions against zoning 
continued to be circulated after Adam 
and his group had seen the working 
draft of the new zoning bill, so it 
seems unlikely that the minor changes 
in the final version of the bill will 
satisfy them.

per year. According to Carr, it will 
cost $75,000 per year to run the new 
system. The difference will be made 
up from the town’s general fund. 

The new sewer project was 
mandated by Congress under PL 
92-500, which requires that municipal 
waste treatment plants no longer 
discharge untreated sewerage and that 
the systems have the capacity to 
contain overflows. Carr said the town’s 
present system frequently overflows 
into Buxahatchee Creek. 

Roy and the council complained 
that the Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) was dictating to them 
and asked Carr if there was anyway 
they could avoid having to construct 
the new sewer plant. 

Carr explained that EPA was merely 
enforcing a law passed by Congress 
and that any attempts on the part of 
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the council to thwart the law could 
result in criminal penalties against the 
council and its members. 

The engineer told Calera that they 
were getting a good deal by having the 
federal government pick up 75 percent 
of the construction cost. 

“With the growth in this area you 
would have to upgrade your system 
anyway,” said Carr. “It is best to do it 
now while the EPA is willing to pay a 
major part of the cost.” 

In other action the council 
agreed to check the gas meter at the 
house of Mrs. Gladys Seals, whose son 
was at the meeting to protest an 
unusually high gas bill. They also told 
the manager of the burned out 
Western Auto store on highway 25 
that they would give him as much time 
as he needed to get the building back 
in shape if he was successful in buying 
it from the present owner. 


Wilsonville seeks reduction 


in phone mileage charges

The Wilsonville twon council passed 
a resolution last. Menday asking. the 
town attorney to seek relief from 
telephone company mileage charges, 
but Southern Bell officials hold out 
little hope that the charges will be 
eliminated. 

The telephone company has six rate 
centers in Shelby County at Vincent, 
Chelsea, Calera, Montevallo, 
Columbiana and Alabaster. Mileage 
charges are figured on the distance of 
the telephone subscriber from one of 
these base rate centers. 

The base rate for private telephone 
service is $12.85 per month. The 
mileage charge for customers in zone 
three is $8.85, or $2.95 per zone. this 
is the charge that Wilsonville seeks to 
get reduced. 

“Mileage charges are permanent,” 
Southern Bell District Manager John 
Ellis told the Reporter. “Mileage is 
based on the increased cost of service 
to rural areas.” 

Figured in the mileage charge are 
the initial investment, laying the lines, 
and the increased cost of servicing 
lines in rural areas. 

According to Ellis and telephone 
manager John Godwin, the 
only way mileage charges could be 
eliminated in Wilsonville would be for 
a large number of subscribers to locate 
along _ highway 25 between 
Columbiana and Wilsonville. 

This is what happened in Pelham, 
where councilman John Tanner 
successfully sued Southern Bell to get 
mileage charges eliminated in Pelham. 

After Tanner’s suit, the Alabaster 
rate area was extended to include 


Pelham, one of the fastest growing 
communities in the state. 

“Our right to charge mileage was 
not changed by the suit,“ said Ellis, 
“Although many people got that 
impression from news coverage of the 
suit.” 

Godwin said that Southern Bell was 
constantly reviewing mileage charges 
to see where they could be reduced or 
eliminated and that if growth in the 
Columbiana-Wilsonville area 
warranted, the rates would be 
changed. 

Ellis pointed out that the company 
planned to spend nearly $400,000 to 
provide service for people awaiting 
telephones in the Four Mile 
Community. 

“We could not ask 15 or 20 
subscribers to bear that cost,” he said. 
“So mileage rate is used to spread the 
cost among all telephone customers.” 

“The expansion of our system is 
financed with 30 year bonds. We have 
to have a sufficient rate base to assure 
that we can pay off our bonds. 

“Our rural investment never pays 
for itself. It we were a_ private 
corporation we would never put in 
rural service.” 

Apparently there will always be 
expansion and refinements in the

EPA may set hearing on waste

It appears that the Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA) will call a 
public hearing on Kimberly Clark’s 
request to increase the amount of 
waste it dumps in the Coosa River. 

EPA spokesman Ron Wilson told 
the Reporter that given the number of 
letters received from people on the 
tiver he will recommend that a public 
hearing be held. 

“Under similar circumstances, we 
would hold a hearing,” said Wilson, 
who added that the agency has 
received about 40 letters and two 
petitions, one containing 797 
signatures, requesting the hearing. 

Under the usual timetable, the 
hearing will be held the first week in 
May. Wilson says that because a 
number of the letter writers were river 
property owners who lived in 
Birmingham, he was looking for a 
hearing site in South Jefferson County 
and mentioned the Sheraton Mountain 
Brook Hotel as a possibility. 

‘The permit hearing was requesting 
after the EPA advertised provisions of 
a~waste water permit that would 
increase the average amount of 
biological oxygen demanding 
substances (BOD) that Kimberly Clark 
dumps in the river this month from a 
maximum of 19,350 pounds to 28,670 
pounds and the amount of total 
suspended solids (TSS) from a 
maximum. of 28,800 pounds to 48,190 
pounds. 

According to Kimberly Clark public 


Chandalar pushes 


decorative lights 


Residents of Chandalar subdivision 
in Pelham are pushing their fight for 
decorative street lighting poles. 

A committee headed by Sue Farris 
has contacted Alabama Power 
Company engineers about providing 
aesthetically pleasing poles for 
Chandalar. 

Power Company supervisor Bobby 
Hosea says four poles are available: the 
Town and Country, a rustic square 
post; metal standard poles, like those 
used in parking lots; green stained 
poles; and the standard creosote poles. 
All but the creosote poles would cost 
the ‘residents extra. 

Hosea said he would be at the next 
Pelham council meeting with pictures 
of the alternative light poles. 

The cost of the decorative lighting 
will depend on the number of poles 
ordered, he said. 

The utilities are buried in Chandalar, 
and residents would also have to pay 
for the ditching and backfill work 


needed to install the poles.

Hiway 31 between Alabaster & Calera 
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relations director Charles O'Meara the 
request for the increase came when KC 
expanded its plant capacity by 275 
tons per day.

Wilson said that recent amendments 
to the act change the timetable for 
cleaning up the nation’s rivers, to 
allow more time for waste treatment 
facilities to be developed. 

KC’s present waste permit is due to 
expire in September, but Wilson said 
he thought the modifications to the 
existing permit would be decided 
before a new permit had to be issued.

The report revealed 
that officers made a total of 81 arrests 
during February. The most frequent 
was for speeding, with 31 arrests made 
for this violation. 

The next most frequent violations 
were driving with an invalid or no 
drivers license and passing in a 
nrohibited zone, with severn arrests 


sucli; siX arrests were made tor 
displaying an improper tag; four 
arrests were made for failing to 


observe stop signs and for driving with 
a suspended license. A variety of other 
violations make up the remaining 
arrests. 

Kirkland’s report also indicates that 
the city collected $3,005 in fines 
during February and that a total of 37 
prisoner-days in jail were recorded last 
month.

55,000 in order to qualify for a bigger 
share of the state gasoline tax, revenue 
sharing and other taxes.

An in-depth look at general bills of local application 


It all started at Alabama’s 
Constitutional Convention of 1901. 

Proponents of strong local 
governments, of so-called “Home 
Rule’’, were outvoted. The 
Constitution’s framers d‘cided to 
give supreme power to ‘he state 
legislature, including azcess to 
county and city treasuries. 

However, the “Home Rulers” 
were able to wring one concession 
from the majority’ no 
treasury-raiding local bill could be 
introduced by the legislature 
without first being advertised 
locally for four weeks. 

Thus the framers sought to 
introduce a check and balance to 
the legislature’s vast powers. The 
theory was, that with a month’s 
notice, local citizens would have 
enough time to react, suggest 
changes, or organize oppostion to a 
proposed local law. 

The local bill restriction soon 
began to chafe, however, as 
situations developed where speedy 
action seemed necessary, and a four 
week wait impossible. Moreover, 
four weeks of publicity were very 
inconvenient if the bill was 
unpopular or unethical. 

After trying without success to 
repeal the annoying publicity 
provision, legislators tried an end 
run, employing a “‘legal fiction.” 
The legislature would pass a general 
statewide bill for which no 
advertising was needed, and restrict 
its application to counties of a 
certain population. 

Thus was born the “general bill 
of local application.” (GBLA) The 
state supreme court, self-appointed 
guardian of the constitution, 
inexplicably approved the 
arrangement when the first few 
GBLA’s were challenged in court. 

Hesitantly used at first, 
GBLA’s eventually proliferated and 
became a sort of institution in the 
state. Population brackets of all the 
counties were settled on and 
published. GBLA’s occupied a 
special (and long) place in indices 
of legislative acts. Every ten years a 
flurry of GBLA’s would occur, 
dovetailing the population brackets 
with the latest census. 

Then, last month, the state 
Supreme Court reversed itself and 
declared one of them 
unconstitutional. It’s possible that 
this was just a judicial quirk, but if 
the Court is serious, it casts a long 
shadow over a lot of legislation. 

What does this mean for 
Shelby County? Some thirty 
GBLS’s have been passed for the 
36,500-39,200 population bracket 
since 1970 (Shelby County’s 1970 
census population was 38,037) and 
they are all in trouble. 

In 1971, Shelby County’s 
GBLA’s were: Act 669, establishing 
a minimum of | chief deputy, | 
lieutenant, 8 deputies, 1 matron, 3 
jailers, 1 chief investigator, 1 
sergeant, and 2 patrolmen for the 


sheriff's department, providing that 
they should all be paid (from the 
county treasury) at the rate of 
comparable state troopers. This 
first one was perhaps the biggest 
drain on county funds of all the 
GBLA’s this decade, but was 
legitimated by a properly advertised 
local act when the legislature came 
back into Special Session to pass 
the state budget that year. 

Act 1740 provided a $2400 per 
year expense allowance for the tax 
assessor, tax collector, circuit clerk, 
probate judge, coroner, sheriff, and 
county commissioners. 

1742 allowed Shelby Memorial 
Hospital to buy its own insurance, 
without going through the state. 

1743 gave $2400 per year 
compensation to county 
commissioners. 

1744 grandfathered in some 
county employees to the retirement 
system. 

1745 set the coroner’s salary at 
$1200 per year. 

1746 gave jurors $10 per day 
and 5 cents per mile. 

1747 established a $1200 per 
year expense allowance for county 
commissioners, 

1748 updated an old GBLA 
regulating court costs. 

1749 give $1S per day 
compensation to board of registrars 
members. 

1750 gave $15 per day 
compensation to members of the 
county board of equalization. 

1751 gave $10 per day to 
bailiffs. 

1752 gave the clerk and jury 
commissioners $10 per day. 

1753 updated the GBLA that 
established the economic 
development board. 

1754 through 1764 repealed 
several old GBLA’s, presumably so 
that the county that came into our 
old bracket would not “inherit” 
our old GBLA’s. 

1971 Special seccion act 41 
enlarged on the proper proceudre 
for using voting machines. 

Special session act 315 created 
four warrant clerks, to serve 
misdemeanor warrants only, and 
provided that they should be paid 
$1 per warrant served. 

In 1973, Act 381 amended 
1971’s Act 1740, to add the Judge 
of the Inferior court to the list of 
those getting a $2400 per year 
expense allowance. It made his 
expense allowance retroactive to 
1971, and provided that everyone 
on the expense allowance list must 
be paid equally. 

1973’s Act 382 provided 
$2400 per year for circuit judges 
who established offices in the 
county. 

383 provided for an extra 
baliff, paying him $5200 per year, 
for circuit judges who kept their 
principal office in Shelby County. 

Act 674 amended 1971’s 
Special session Act 315 by 


providing that warrant clerks could 
serve felony warrants, and could get 
$3 per warrant served after 4 p.m. 

All the 1971 and 1973 GBLA’s 
were introduced by former 
Representative Tom Stubbs. All 
payments that they provided for were 
to come from the county treasury, 
usually the general fund, 

In the 1975 session, Act 297, 
introduced by Reps. Sonny Moore and 
Curtis Smith retroactively okayed the 
Vincent branch ‘of the First National 
Bank of Childersburg. 

Act 596, introduced by Moore 
alone, set up a prisoner work release 
system, with a controlling board 
composed of the sheriff, the circuit 
clerk and the DA. Partial funding was 
to come from withholding 20% of the 
earnings of the prisoners. The county 
commission was “directed” to approve 
LEPA funds for the program. 

Act 729, introduced by Reps. 
Smith and Jabo Waggoner, authorized 
the county commission to spend 1 
cent per capita ($380.37) for a 
bicentennial celebration. 

Act, 730, introduced by Waggoner 
and Smith, let the county commission 
pay $5 apiece for election officials to 
go to election school. 

The 1976 session saw only one 
GBLA affecting Shelby County, but it 
had an unusual twist. It was to apply 
to all the judicial circuits in the state 
that had three counties, two judges, 
and 60,000 to 70,000 people within 
them. 

Introduced by Waggoner, Moore, 
and Smith, Act 736 provided that each 
judge in such a circuit would get an 
additional $5000 per year in expense 
allowance. This would be paid by the 
three, counties involved (Shelby, 
Coosa, and Clay) pro rata according to 
the value of assessed property within 
them. 

1977’s Regular session saw three 
GBLA’s introduced by Reps. Moore, 
Smith, and Waggoner. 

Act 313 amended 1973’s Act 381 
to change the $2400 per year expense 
allowance from the inferior court 
judge, to the magistrate, since the 
judicial article had abolished the 
former job. 

Act 485 provided that the county 
tax assessor may make assessments at 
any time, and that the probate judge 
must make available to the assessor, 
within 30 days, any deeds filed in the 
probate office. 

Act 712 entitled clerks and jury 
commissioners to work 10 more days 
per year, and gave them an additional 
$10 per day. 

1977’s First Special Session Act 
35, introduced by Moore, Smith, and 
Waggoner, set up a licensing system for 
massage parlors. 

Special session act 61, introduced 
by Moore and Waggoner, made it a 
misdemeanor to discharge a firearm 
within 100 yards of inhabited 
dwellings, except on one’s own 
property. A $25-50 fine was 
established for infractions. 

Special session act 65 put a limit 


of $20 per day on compensation for 
bailiffs, and repealed anything that 
conflicted with it. 1971's Act 1751 
does not appear to conflict, but 1973's 
Act 383 could conflict. 

Apart fron the constitutionality 
issue, there is a question as to whether 
Shelby County is still officially the 
36,500-39,200 bracket. Pelham’s 
official population went from 954 to 
3,047 as the result of a special census 
in 1973. If 1164 or more of this 
increase was from natural population 
growth (and not from annexations), 
then Shelby County has been outside 
its bracket since then. This alone would 
invalidate the foregoing GBLA’s. 

Furthermore, a new census is 
being taken this spring for Shelby 
County. If the county’s population is 
found to have increased significantly, 
as many expect, a third hurdle for the 
present GBLA’s will be raised. 

Presumably, our pre-1970 GBLA’s 
no longer apply, although it is 
conceivable that the same supreme 
court that once found them 
constitutional could multiply their 
legal fictions and somehow 
grandfather them in. 

Another possibility is that Shelby 
County may find itself subject to 
GBLA’s that were drafted for another 
county. In the 1960’s, DeKalb County 
was in the population bracket that we 
are in now. In the 1950’s, no county 
was, but in the 1940's, both 
Limestone and Barbour county 
brackets overlapped where Shelby is 
now. 

If those counties somehow 
neglected to amend or repeal their old 


GBLA’s, they might apply to Shelby 
County now. 

Through the years, many GBLA 
backers have recognized the shaky 
constitutional ground they stood on, 
and tried to get property advertised 
“validating” acts passed to remove 
their doubts, 

Sheriff C. P. Walker, for example, 
says that he has long legitimized his. In 
the past few years, in fact, Walker ha 
generally been strong enough to get 


legislation he favored enacted without 
resorting to GBLA’s in the first place. 

Most GBLA’s are never 
challenged. This may be partially 
because they lead a shadowy 
existence, seldom coming to anyone’s 
attention. 

Now, through, it appears that 
events are finally catching up with the 
clever GBLA device. Even if home rule 
advocates never do accomplish their 
dream of insulating county and city 
governments from state fiscal control, 
they may be able to enforce the four 
week notice provision in the near 
future. 

The people behind the thirty-odd 
Shelby County GBLA’s would be well 
advised to get their favorite bills 
reenacted by the legislature, this time 
conforming them to the constitution. 

The legislature is in session, 
receptive to constituent pressure in an, 
election year, and the real storm over 
GBLA’s will probably not break for 
awhile yet. 

Now, in the relative calm of early 
1978, is the time for spring cleaning.

“A proposed constitution was 
drafted in 1973” said McPhillips “but 
has been waiting in the wings ever 
since, stymied by a small few who 
control the leadership”. 

“As your next Attorney General, I

in new jail on trial basis

If Sheriff Red Walker can come up 
with the necessary funds, the new 
Shelby County jail will feature the 
latest in computerized law 
enforcement technology. 

Walker has made arrangements with 
Multi-information Systems Inc., of 
Arlington, Tex. for a computerized 
call, offense, arrest and personnel 
reporting system to be installed on a 
trial basis in the new jail. 

The system will provide instant 
access to police records stored on 
microfilm within the computer. Not 
only are current arrest files 
maintained, but the operator can tell 
at a glance how much time each 
deputy is spending on each case. 

Walker told the Reporter than the 


Multi-information System would be 
compatible with the county’s new 
computer system. 

The sheriff spent last Monday 

talking with representatives of the 
computer firm and said they had agreed 
to let the county try it out in the new 
jail. 
“Now all we have to do is come up 
with some money,” said Walker, who 
added that he has been in touch with 
the Law Enforcement Planning 
Agency (LEPA) about a grant for the 
new hardware. 

The system has at present been 
installed in nine police agencies in 
north central Texas, and is under 
contract to be installed in another ten 
cities and at the Dallas/Ft. Worth 
Regional Airport.

In recent weeks, four more signs 
have been added to the state highways 
passing through the city—one entering 
the city on Alabama 119, the highway 
from Alabaster, two signs on Alabama 
25 south of campus at the 
intersections of 119 and Alabama 155, 
and one near the main downtown 
intersection. 

“People who come here for the first 
time ask me why we've been hiding 
such a beautiful campus,”’ Dr. Vickrey 
said. “But nobody is hiding it. 

“The University of Montevallo is 
and always has been a state-supported 
institution, and we want the people of 
the state-the owners of this 
university--to visit the campus and see 
the historic buildings, brick streets and 
the tree-shaded lawns, especially nice 
during the spring. 

“Now, thanks to Rep. Curtis Smith, 
district engineer Jim Braden of the 
Alabama Highway Department and 
some other people,” he said, “I think 
most people can find the campus. 

“And after all,” he added, “‘it does 
belong to them.” 

To help visitors find their way 
around campus after they find it, Dr. 
Vickrey said the UM Buildings and 
Grounds Department is posting new 
signs at campus street intersections 
and near buildings.

chemistry project 


High school students ‘selected from 
all over Alabama will get a chance to 
participate in practical chemistry 
research projects sponsored by the 
National Science Foundation while 
theyre still in high school. 

The special project at the Unviersity 
of Montevallo will bring the students 
to the UM campus for eight weeks this 
summer to work alongside trained 
professionals in research dealing, for 
example, with the level of stream 
pollutants and air particulate counts, 
according to Dr. Aris Merijanian, 
Chairman of the UM Chemistry 
Department, project director. 

“This work will not be a chemistry 
class that they will take when they go 
to college,” Dr. Merijanian said. 
“These kids will do actual research.” 

The special summer project, he said, 
is designed to help students gain 
confidence and reinforcements in 
dealing with chemistry lab techniques. 

With the $16,500 federal grant, the 
24 students chosen will live and eat at 
UM from June 5 to July 28.

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Building a rock garden without a hillside 


by Frances Saila 

If you fancy a rock garden and a 
hillside is not available, then look 
for the next best thing. For me it 
was a mound of soil dumped out 
over my driveway but landing right 
against it instead. There it lay, 
unsightly and bare, just begging for 
rocks to be placed naturally and 
growing things to be planted. I’m 
not one to ignore such a plea. 

My husband helped out by 
bringing me a dump truck full of 
huge, water softened rocks which 
he dumped onto the pile of dirt, the 
rocks landing wily-nily for the most 
part, but while some of the rocks 
had to be pried into some 
semblance of naturalness, most of 
them lay where they fell and were 
planted around. Five large flat rocks 
served as stepping stones down to 
the bottom of the garden. Between 
these I placed white crushed rock. 

A yellow weeping willow on the 
house side of my garden was the 
starting point of my planting. In the 
center and to the left of the walk 
went a small Norwegian spruce. On 
the left side; a cylinder juniper. 
With these for height and to serve 
as focal point, the rest was a breeze. 

Evergreens, consisting of creep- 
ing as well as spreading and 
upright, junipers were planted, and 
Japanese holly went along the 
garden path. At first I planted small 
annuals and bulbs between the 
small evergreens, but as_ the 
evergreens grew larger, this 
became less essential. 

Later I added a bird bath under 
the scaley bark tree. It was truly 
rewarding to watch the birds vie for 
a place in the bath on a hot summer 


day. 
Last year | planted a row of 
chrysanthemums extending out 


from but part of the garden in front 
of the large pyracantha bush, one of 
eight alongside the driveway. In the 
fall the berries of the pyracantha 
were brilliant beyond description, 
and the dazzling array of colors 
produced by the mums made the 
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aitumn one to remember. 

After I'd done all I could to make 
the top bed satisfactory, I looked 
around and decided the area behind 
my chimney was too bare. Setting 
to, Idug it up, mulched it, fertilized 


polyethylene, covering it 


patio, tying it in with the top garden 
and lower garden. I did this by 
literally hoeing out a six foot wide 
path that ran between the two 
gardens and putting down black 
with the

it, and in short time it was planted 
in evergreens like rotunda holly, 
Japanese holly, santalina, several 
kinds of junipers, a varigated 
privet, and a dwarf pyracantha 
which has long since gotten lost 
among the seedlings from the larger 
variety. In between these young 
plants went the inevitable bulbs... 
iris, daylilies, mums, tulips, and the 
sweetest smelling of hyacinths. In 
the corner of the chimney I planted 
one good Tropicana rose. It has 
never failed to thrill me on hot 
summer days. Every garden should 
have at least one. It’s a monthly 
bloomer and what blooms!...and 
what color!...a hot pink and orange, 
so beautiful to be able to withstand 
wind and rain so well. 

The next step was to bring the 
garden path down to the gate of

same white crushed rock. 

Since the ashes from the chimney 
had to be emptied occasionally, it 
made sense to bring the path up to 


.the chimney, thus separating the 


lower garden into two sections, and 
as it turned out, created a very 
pleasing effect. Here I painted a set 
of old wrought iron chairs yellow 
and set them in the broad part of the 
path under the chimney. Today, 
even in winter, I’ve bright color in 
my lower garden. 

In the center of the patio I had a 
circular splashpond made with a 
three tiered fountain in the middle. 
Around this I made sure about three 
feet of topsoil was left, which I plant 
each year with annuals, for the most 
part, petite marigolds. They’re 
bright, rugged and long lasting. 

In front of the arches supporting 
the back porch planter pockets are 
filled with blue hydrangeas, backed 
by ivy, which today has crawled up 
the columns and has to be trimmed 
frequently in the summer. Around 
the walls of the patio were left about 
two feet of loamy soil in which went 
14 hydrangeas interspersed with 
double daylilies. As the daylilies 
multiplied and the hydrangeas 
increase in size, I thinned out my

Gardeners advised 


to fumigate 


Shelby County gardeners that 
have a nematode problem should 
either move their garden to a new 
place or fumigate their area. 

Nemagon and Fumazone have 
been taken off the market and the 
only three soil fumigants now available 
for home gardens are Vapam, DD and 
Vidden D. 

These materials are recommended 
as row treatments before planting. 
Fumigate the soil as soon soil 
temperature reaches 50 degree. «. at 4 
inches deep. 

To fumigate, prepare the soil as if 
you were going to plant and lay oft 
furrows 6 to 8 inches deep where you 
plan to have your rows. Meter out the 
soil fumigant in the bottom of the 
furrow and cover immediately with 
soil. Don’t disturb the soil for about 
two weeks to allow the fumigant to 
dissipate. 

You can then plant your garden. 
If the weater turns cold after you've 
fumigated, delay planting until you 
can no longer detect any fumigant 
odor. \

Q. You have given tips on 
keeping fresh fish tastier by 
dunking them in salt-ice slush 
immediately after catching. Any- 
thing new? 

A. Nothing new, but there is 

| reinforcing material on a tipsheet I 
got from Bob Price, Extension 
Seafood Technologist, Univ. of 
California. What he says for seafish 
will just as aptly apply to freshwater 
fish: 

| “Fresh fish spoil mainly because 
of bacterial activity. When a fish 

j dies, bateria already on the skin, on 

j the gills and in the intestines 
continue to grow and feed upon the 
fish flesh. 

The speed with which bacteria 
grow on fish flesh depends upon 
temperature and upon the cleansing 
action from melting ice. For 
example, if cod are caught, gutted, 
immediately buried in ice and kept 
4 at 32 degrees F., they will remain 
edible for 15-16 days. If the fish are 
stored at 42 degrees, they will keep 
for only five and one-half days. 

, Therefore the first priority in 
handling fresh seafood is to keep it 

always as close to 32 degrees as 

} Ppossible.”’

best refrigeration practice is to 

;4 Maintain the temperature at 31

Alabama we believe we _ are 
reporting in the 90 percent range of 
property damage accidents and 
virtually all of the fatal accidents. 

Enforcement Officers are assign- 
ed strategically throughout the 
state, according to boating traffic, 

and are equipped with multi- 
channel two-way radios on the State 
Trooper network. This provides 
direct contact with every city, 
county, and state enforcement 
agency where an accident is most 
likely to be reported. 

Also, rescue units are provided 
rosters of all marine policemen so 
that a quick telephone call will send 
an investigator to an accident scene. 

A double check is made through a 
newspaper clipping service where 
an occasional unreported accident is 
discovered and immediately investi- 
gated. All accident reports are 
reviewed and analyzed at the 
headquarters level and forwarded to 
the U. S. Coast Guard, 8th District 
in New Orleans. 

Alabama was one of the first 
states to adopt the new 
standardized accident report form 
designed to conform with the 1971 
Federal Boating Act. 

Obtaining some of the informat- 
ion on the new report has proved to

Skin is shiny, with color unfaded. 
When first taken from the water, 
most fish have an iridescent or 
shiny appearance. Each species has 
its characteristic markings and 
colors which fade and become less 
pronounced as the fish loses 
freshness. 

Eyes are bright, clear, full, and 
often protude or stick out. As the 
fish becomes stale, eyes often turn 
pink and become cloudy and 
sunken. When fish are fresh, gills 
are red and free from slime---when I 
see slime, I don't want the fish! The 
color fades with time to light pink, 
then gray, and finally greenish or 
brownish. 

Flesh of freshly caught fish is 
firm, elastic, and not separting from 
the bones. Odor is fresh and mild. A 
fish just taken from the water has 
practically no ‘‘fish’’ odor. The 
fishy odor becomes more pronounc- 
ed with time, but should not be 


- disagreeably strong when the fish 


are accepted or bought.

County residents smoke 


over 6 million packs

The campaign against cigarette 
smoking, which has taken on a new 
intensity recently, brings up the 
question of cigarette consumption in 
Shelby County. 

How much are local residents 
smoking these days compared with 
people in other communities? 

The new campaign, launched last 
month by Secretary Joseph Califano 
of the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare, is to combat 
what he calls “slow-motion suicide.” 

It will include a $23 million per 
year drive, under a new “Office of 
Smoking and Health,” to coordinate 
anti-smoking efforts. A major public 
information and education crusade 
will be launched. Consideration will 
also be given to an increase in Federal 
taxes on cigarettes. 

To a large degree, the campaign 
will be aimed at young 
people--teen-agers especially- to 
encourage them to quit smoking. 

The current level of cigarette 
comsumption in each section of the 
country is indicated in figures 
compiled by the American Cancer 
Society, the Tobacco Tax Council and 
others. 

In Shelby County, according to a 
breakdown of these findings, an 


estimated total of 6,077,000 packs 
were smoked in the past year. 

This was equivalent to 172 packs 
in the year for every local resident 
over age 16. 

In some parts of the country the 
rate was much greater than this and, in 
other areas, much smaller. 


Nationally, the average rate for 
the over-16 population was 
approximately 204 packs per capita. 
In the East South Central States it was 
218. 


Although most health authorities 
contend that the number of lung 
cancer deaths has been on the increase 
because of cigarette smoking, the 
tobacco industry maintains that the 
evidence is merely statistical and that 
there has been no properly 
documented cause and effect 
relationship to prove that. 


How much does the average 
Shelby County smoker spend per year 
for cigarettes? Approximately $95, it 
is estimated. 

The total bill, for the community 
as a whole, was close to $3,348,000 
last year. 

Although the cost of smoking has 
been going up, it appears to have had 
little effect on consumption.

Angry citizens descended on the 
Calera Council Tuesday night to 
protest new sewer fees approved by 
the council March 7. 

About 75 Calera residents were on 
hand as the council met to air 
complaints about the new fee. 

“IT don’t see how you can add a 
tax for something that hasn’t even 
been built yet,” said one resident. “We 
are already being taxed to death.” 

Residents were 
upset at tying the new sewer fee to the 
water bill. They questioned the need 
for an improved sewer system. 

Mayor George Roy responded 
that the city had to plan ahead to 


meet its financial obligations for a 
project of this size. 

Roy cast the tie breaking vote 
during the last council meeting and the 
new fee, 75 percent of the user’s water 
bill, will go into effect after the 
Attorney General rules on the legality 
of the measure. 

Money collected from the new fee 
will be used to help raise the $500,000 
that Calera must borrow to meet its 25 
percent share of a joint federal and 
city project to upgrade its waste 
treatment facilities. Construction on 
the $2 million project is slated to 
begin in about two years.

Councilwoman Burke observed 
that the owner, Thurman Wilson, had 
been notified of the situation but had 
taken no action. A discussion ensued 
concerning the need for an ordinance 
such as Montevallo has where the city 
can clean up the land and charge the 
owner. 

But lacking authority to take such 
action, Mayor Davenport said he 
would contact the city attorney to see 
what could be done.

Thousands of acres burn 
in Oak Mountain Park 


Forest fires continued to burn out 
of control in Shelby County last 
Monday after another weekend of 
woods arson. 


An estimated 4,000 acres of 
woodland burned in Oak Mountain 
State Park. 

County forester David Stone 
reported that wild fires started 
Wednesday in the park were finally 
brought under control last Saturday. 

“We are pretty sure it was arson,” 
said Stone, “After we got the fire 
almost under control, someone reset 
fires along the motorcycle trails 
behind our lines.” 

According to Stone, much of the 
park land south of the Peavine Ridge 
was burned in the fire.

Property reappraisal 


goes full speed ahead 


A crew of a dozen people went to 
work Monday on reconciling figures in 
the Shelby County tax reappraisal 
program. 

It is the first work of its kind that 
has been done in the state, according 
to county Tax Assessor Bobbie 
Reynolds. 

The crew is reconciling the 
computer print-outs with the work 
cards from the company that did the 
mapping of the county. 

Mrs. Reynolds expects that the 
work will take 30 working days. 

Following the completion of this 
task, hearings will be conducted to 
give property owners a chance to 


protest the valuation assigned to their 
real estate. Mrs. Reynolds thinks the 
hearings can start about August 1. 


Under the court order that is 
requiring property tax reappraisal 
throughout the state, all the records 
must be completed and in the local tax 
assessor’s offices by October 1. 


In Shelby County the reappraisal 
program was supposed to have been 
finished two years ago. However, 
delays in various kinds have prevented 
completion. The new property values 
will not be on the books in Shelby 
county in time to affect the taxes that 
are paid in the fall of 1978,

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EPA sets May 4 for K-C hearing

The Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) has scheduled a public 
1earing On modifications for Kimberly 
-lark’s waste water permit at the 
Limbaugh Community Center in 
-hildersburg on May 4. 

EPA spokesman Ron Wilson told 
the Reporter that the hearing was 
srompted by an exceptionally large 
number of letters and_ petitions 
opposing Kimberly Clark’s request to 
substantially increase the amount of 
waste dumped into the Coosa River. 

“This is the largest number of 
petitioners we have had protesting a 
waste water permit,” said Wilson. 

One petition, gathered by retired 
Birmingham postal employee T. C. 
Gibbs, contained 797 signatures. 

KC says the request should have 
been approved routinely, since the 
permit is supposed to be based on the 
plant’s capacity which has recently 
been expanded by 275 tons per day. 

The Alabama Water Improvement 
Commission has already approved the 
permit modifications, and according to 


plant officials KC has begun increasing 
the waste loads it discharges into the 
river. 


Wilson said that despite the 
increases KC was not in violation of its 
existing federal waste permit. 

“They had a few problems when 
they started up,” said Wilson, “‘But 
there have been no serious violations 
of the existing permit.” 


Area environmentalists will have 
several questions for EPA on May 4. 

They want to know why the 
discharge limits were proposed 
through September 1978 when the 
existing permit expires on September 
30, 1978; why the proposed increase 
in pounds of BOD and TSS seems 
inordinately high for the additional 
27S tons per day of plant capacity; 
and if the EPA has valid data showing 
that the water quality of the Coosa at 
Childersburg will not be lowered from 
fish and wildlife as a result of the 
discharge.

The importance of getting every 
single resident of Shelby County 
counted in the 1978 Special Census 
cannot be over-emphasized. 

Just one person overlooked can 
cost the county approximately twelve 
($12) dollars per year in lost gasoline 
taxes alone, or thirty-six ($36) dollars 
or more per person before the regular 
(1980) census become effective. Since 
certain other grants and allocations are 
also based on most recent “official” 
population figures, the total loss can 
be much larger. 

Since the 1970 census was taken 
there has been a population explosion 
in Shelby County far greater than any 
other area of the state. Only one 
municipality has had a special census 
taken, and that is already outdated. 
This means that the financial burden 
of services to these newcomers has not 
been adided by a corresponding 
increase in tax money returned to the 


county that would be due if our true 
population is known and 
authenticated by the Federal Census 
Bureau. 

It is vitally important that every 
census taker (enumerator) be very 
accurate and conscientious. It is 
equally important that every citizen be 
very cooperative and make certain that 
he or she is actually included in this 
special census head count. (No 
additional taxes on citizens are 
involved.). 

People chosen for the part-time 
jobs should be of the highest caliber 
local residents thoroughly familiar 
with their communities. A list of at 
least 300 applicants is needed to fill 
the nearly 100 positions. Write the 
Shelby County Commission, Box 467, 
Columbiana, Alabam_ giving yoru 
name, address, social security number 
and telephone number if you would be 
available in early May for 
approximately 3 weeks work.

Alabama’s Sen. John Sparkman 
and Sen. Jim Allen were at opposite 
poles in last week’s dramatic Panama 
Canal treaty vote. Two hours after the 
vote they sat together at a party 
honoring Sparkman at the German 
Embassy. 

“A funny thing happened to me 
on the way to the party,” said Allen, a 
leader of the treaty foes, when it was 
his turn to speak. “A streamroller ran 
over me and flattened me. 

“When I looked up, I saw that 
Sen. Sparkman was driving it. In there 
with him were Sen. Baker, Sen. 
Sarbanes and Sen. Church. 

“And there, ‘way in the back, I 
thought I saw President Carter.” 

The crowd, invited by the 
Washington Chapter of the University 
of Alabama Alumni Association to 
honor Sparkman, who will retire next 
January after 42 years in Congress, 
loved Allen’s way of describing his 
defeat. 

Sparkman, who is chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
and nominal floor manager of the 
treaty bills, addressed his first words 
to Allen: 

“Jim, I hate to tell you, but that 
steamroller is still rolling.” He paused 
and laughed, “And you don’t look too 
flat to me.” 

The second treaty vote will come 
in late April. Allen hasn't given up and 
believes there is a good chance of 
defeating the treaty package. Senators 
will face a barrage of criticism when 
they go home for Easter recess this 
week, generated in large part by a 
multimillion dollar conservative 
mailing campaign.

REBEL REPUBLICANS 

Republicans see the campaign 
finance bill headed for the floor of the 
House this week as a direct attack on 
them and they are fighting it at every 
turn. 

U. S. Rep. Bill Dickinson of 
Montgomery was among the 
Republicans last week who engaged in 
what one staffer gleefully described as 
“a little job action” to dramatize their 
protest and slow the bill’s progress out 
of the House Administration 
Committee. 

Democrats on the committee 
wanted to slash from. $50,000 to 
$15,000 the amount of national 


political committee money which can 
be funneled to a single race. And 
they would reduce to $5,000, from 
$10,000, the amount a candidate 
could accept from any 
special interest political action 
committee (PAC). . 

In seeking a reason for the 
Replublican’s pugnacious attitude, it 
should be remembered that: 

~Republicans tend to be richer 
than Democrats and believe money 
can be transformed into 
votes. --Republicans have 
accumulated a great amount of money 
at the national level while Democrats 
are about broke. 

Dickinson says he has never 
received money from the national 
Republican party, but has received 
some from the Republican 
Congressional Committee --$5,000 in 
some previous races. But he believes 
the bill which came out of committee 
would help further erode the 
two-party system which, in Alabama 
at least, needs all the muscle it can 
muster to keep from dying. 


FARMERS 

Before the Senate leaves Thursday 
night for a week of Easter recess, 
leaders plan to stop Panama Canal 
debate long enough to vote on 
emergency farm legislation. 

Demonstrating farmers still are in 
Washington, although some of the 350 
or so who were here from Alabama 
last week have gone home, still unsure 
about what and how much to plant--if 
anything at all. 

Farmer demonstrators turned 
loose a dozen or so goats, a few red 
roosters and a Missouri mule on the 
broad lawns west of the U.S. Capitol 
last week. 

Uniformed policemen at 
barricades have guarded the Capitol 
night and day since that time to try to 
head off a reported invasion of 
Brahma bulls, or so rumor has it, an 
elephant. 

The farm problem is infinitely 
complex, bound up in import-export 
law, inflation, administration, and—not 
the least---politics. 

The new farmer-lobbyists have 
had some difficulty, also, deciding 
among themselves which among the 
many possible avenues they wish to 
pursue.

Cancer answers

who is able to detect early cancer? | 
want to have a checkup, and I want 
the best.” 

Answerline: Every physician has 
basic training in cancer detection. He 
or she also received the latest 
information in journals and other 
publications provided by medical 
societies and the American Cancer 
Society. Thanks to continuing 
professional education, information 
about special cancer tests (such as the 
Pap test, for uterine cancer, the 
“procto” for bowel cancer and others) 
are known to physicians across the 
nation. A well-trained community 
physician is usually the first one to 
spot early cancer because he or she is 
most likely to see a patient first. Also, 
when one physician performs a 
checkup on a regular basis, he or she is 
able to detect any slight changes in the 
body that may warrant further 
attention. 


A commercial artist explains: ““My 
wife is receiving radiation treatments 


because of cancer and doesn’t have 
much appetite. I know that it is 
important for her to eat well. What 
should I do?” 


Answerline: A high protein diet 
will help your wife respond to her 
treatment and regain her health. Your 
local American Cancer Society has a 
booklet entitled, “Nutrition For 
Patients Receiving Chemotherapy and 
Radiation Treatment” which is full of 
tempting special recipes and ways to 
make the idea of eating more 
attractive. It is available to you free of 
charge at your local American Cancer 
Society Unit. 


A schoolteacher notes: “I have a 
sore on the inside of my cheek. [If it 
doesn’t disappear, should I see a 
doctor or a dentist?” 

Answerline: Either professional is 
trained to diagnose your condition. If 
the sore persists, make an appointment 
for a checkup. Cancer can occur in the 
mouth, and if it is present, the sooner 
a professional diagnosis is made the 
better the chance of cure.

Bell rates challenged 


Letter to the Editor: 

The spokesman for the South 
Central Bell Telephone Company 
stated, there were six rate centers in 
Shelby County. It seems to me that 
the six rate centers would be of Jess 
value and service to the subscribers in 
the rate centers if they were not 
connected to line passing through the 
rural areas. 

The spokesman seems to infer 
there would be no cost involved for 
construction, maintenance and 
operation if there were no rural 
telephones connected to the lines 
between the rate centers. 

It would seem to me that the rural 
telephones would cost less, since they 
have to have poles and wires to 
connect the rate centers. 

The impression he gave was that 
the rural lines were for the benefit of 
the rural subscribers. When any rural 
subscriber stops something he is busy 
doing to answer his telephone, and 
find somebody in Birmingham wanting 
to sell him everything from light bulbs 
to put siding on his house, can tell you 
this is not so. 

I have a son, who lives in Bluff 
Park in Jefferson County. He pays 
about $13.00 per month for a one 
party line. I live 4% miles from 
Columbiana. I pay $20.00 per month 
for a one party line. He is at least 30 
miles farther away from Columbiana 
than I am. Why should I have to pay 
$7.00 or $8.00 more per month than 
he does. It costs just as much to 
construct, maintain and operate the 
lines for him to call me as it does for 
me to call him. If there were no rural 
line along Highway 25 he would have 
to drive to my home, write me a letter 
or maybe he could send me a smoke 
signal. 
This idea of the South Central 
Bell that the rural lines and telphones 
are for the sole benefit of the rural 
subscribers just don’t hold water. 

There are more urban telephone 
subscribers than there are rural 


Dear Senator Sparkman 


Dear Senator Sparkman: Where 
can I find information about the 
proper construction of fireplaces and 
chimneys? I am trying to fiture some 
way to cut my heating costs, in view 
of the fact that electricity and fuel 
costs are continuing to rise. 

Senator Sparkman: One word of 
caution about fireplaces, they are not 
the most economical means of heating. 
A fireplace is about 1/3 as efficient as 
a good woodburning stove. In any 
event, the Consumer Information 
Center of the General Services 
Administration sells a booklet for 40 
cents entitled ‘‘Fireplaces and 


Chimneys”. You may secure one of 
these by writing to Consumer 
Information Center, Department 
OS7E, Pueblo, Colorado 81009. 


Dear Senator Sparkman: Why do 
we need an Agency for Consumer 
Protection? 


Senator Sparkman: Because, in 
simple terms, under the present 
structure of government, the “deck’’ is 
stacked against the consumer. He or 
she has no one single agency to speak 
for the consumer in the Federal 
government. There is no central 
clearinghouse for complaints. 


Meanwhile, those who produce goods 
and services for the consumer have 
effective full-time lobbyists 
representing them on a daily basis. 


Dear Senator Sparkman: We hear 
a lot about noise pollution. Just how 
dangerous is pollution from loud 
sounds? 


Senator Sparkman: It is very 
dangerous. The decibel is the unit of 
measurement for the loudness of 
sound...the human ear can hear from 
one to 130 decibels. Steady exposure 
to anything over 90 decibels endangers 
a person’s hearing.

I am not a lawyer, but it seems to 
me that when South Central Bell 
joined all the telephones in Jefferson 
and Shelby Counties in 1966 and gave 
everyone equal privileges and rights to 
the use of the telephones, then there 
should be one and the same cost to 
everyone. It would further seem to me 
that The State of Alabama, The Public 
Service Commission and the South 
Central Bell Telephone Company are 
discriminating against the rural people. 
They are not getting equal justice 
under the law. 

Why should I pay mileage on 
telephone lines that thousands use 
free? 

I think that this is a matter for the 
Shelby County Commissioners to do 
something about. | talked to three of 
them last fall. I could never reach the 
fourth one. When I tried to reach him 
by telephone, [ received a recording 
saying, “This telephone has been 
disconnected.”’ I have had no response 
from them. 

As far as the state officials in 
Montgomery are concerned, they 
could not care less. They will promise 
anything you want to hear to get 
elected. After they get elected, they 
ignore you. 

The people should not have to 
hire expensive lawyers to get justice. 
The people of the State elect and pay 
officers to see that justice is done, but 
the elected officials are only interested 
in themselves.

Pop Moore’s catch on a trot line 
still hasn’t been positively identified, 
but there have been some real good 
guesses, The problem is that we 
wouldn’t know whether anyone was 
right or not. 


Thursday morning, ninth grade 
Shelby County High student Stewart 
Armstrong called to give his 
identification of the fish. Stewart says 
the mysterious fish is an Oriental grass 
carp or a white amur. He bases it ona 
picture of a grass carp. 


On page 543 of the October 1976 
Nationai Georgraphic, the article, 
titled “Florida’s strange new plants 
and animals”, relates that the fish was 
brought to Florida to eat out the 
tropical plants that have been growing 
in the state’s waterways. This fish is a 
total vegetarian, and if it spawns, the 
population can multiply faster than a 


pen of rabbits. 

In the same issue of National 
Geographic are several paragraphs 
about the fish and its use and habitat. 
Look on pages 555 and 557. Since Pop 
Moore’s strange fish has been gutted 
and frozen for several weeks, it’s 
nearly impossible for my 
non-professional eyes to either agree 
or disagree with Stewart’s opinion, but 
I certainly appreciate his calling and 
letting us know about the magazine 
article. 

The one problem with Stewart’s 
hypothesis is there is no explanation 
of how the fish got in Lay Lake and 
why it took the bait on the trot line. 
Perhaps someone caught the fish in 
Florida, dumped it in the river and 
then the fish thought that the piece of 
shad was in fact some strange seaweed. 
I guest we'll probably never know.

Should you feed your catfish only 
once a day or once every other day 
for best growth? 

These questions and others have 
been answered in the Alabama 
Experiment Station recently pub- 
lished annual report. Experimental 
results might be helpful to 

shermen and fish growers. 

. The ponds in the fishing study 
were two public fishing ponds 
stocked at the rate of 3,000 channel 
eatfish per acre. The fish were given 
pelleted feed. For 45 fed and 45 
non-fed days there was no 
difference in number or size of 
Catfish caught per acre with 
fiook-and-line. In previous years 
éther research in these two ponds 
showed fishermen paid $1.05 to 
$1.13 per pound of live fish caught.

For Shelby County residents who 
wonder whether the local taxes they 
are paying are higher or lower than 
those levied in other communities, 
recent surveys provide some answers. 

They show that while the cost of 

, government has been rising rapidly for 
local taxpayers, the increase has not 
been as rapid as in some areas. 

The facts and figures come from 
the Department of Commerce, the 

, Commerce Clearing House and others. 

Nearly every community has been 

put in a squeeze, it seems, trying to 


_ maintain and, if possible, to expand its 


services and meet rising payrolls. 

The fastest expansion in operating 
costs has been centered in education, 
health and hospitals and public 
welfare, In the past 10 years, states the 


Lee Board, state and local 


penditures have more than tripled, 
going from $101 billion to $39 
billion. 

As a result, the tax load for these 
governmental operations rose 
throughout the United States to a 
jrecord high of $731 per capita in the 
‘past fiscal year. This was $304 above 


: 1970.

of proposed fire district

Tempers flared on both sides 


| Monday night as members of Shelco 


Unit Ps board of directors met with 
residents from Dogwood and other 
areas of the proposed fire district to 
discuss the bill to provide fire and 
emergency medical services. 

Between 50 and 60 residents of the 
area gathered at the community center 

0 express their opposition to the bill 
which will be put to a vote on 
Saturday. 

One member of the audience said 
he’d be in favor of a fire district, “But 
this bill has too many loopholes in it.” 
However, he didn’t mention what they 
were. 

Remarks made after the meeting 
was over indicated that a number of 
people opposed the bill because of a 


dislike for 
Ballard, Jr. 

Most of the objection to the bill 
centered around the lien that would be 
placed on property if the $40 yearly 
fee wasn’t paid. “I don’t want any 
Quasi government organization putting 
a lien on my house,” declared one 
resident, 

And someone questioned the board 
on how long the fee would remain that 
amount. Another wondered aloud 
what would happen to “old retired 
people who can’t afford to pay.” 

The Shelco group tried to reassure 
the questioners that it wasn’t their 
intention to put anyone out of their 
homes. They informed those 
concerned about higher rates that they 
could elect their own board of 
directors who would be responsible for 


Shelco’s chief, Doug 


bringing the matter to a vote if they 
thought it necessary. 


And even though it was pointed out 
that a special fund was to be set up 
providing for those unable to pay, 
none of the answers seemed to satisfy 
the angry citizens. 

The feeling was expressed by several 
members of the audience that 
something was being put over on them 
to which Ballard answered that 6 of 
the 8 board members had affixed their 
signatures to the bill. He also noted 
the bill had been talked about foi 
more than a year.

$10 million repair job begins on Logan Martin 


by Rhodes Johnston 

Repairs to leaking Logan Martin 
Dam costing $10 million will begin 
this April. 

The $30 million dam has been 
plagued by leaks since it was filled in 
1965. Alabama Power Company has 
been working to stop the leaks since 
1970. So far with little success. 

According to Roy H. Krotzer, 
manager of engineering services for 
Alabama Power, the latest effort to 
stop the leaks was recommended by a 
panel of consulting engineers hired by 
the company in 1975. 

Attempts to plug the dam will be 
completed in three phases. Beginning 
in April, a specially designed barge will 
begin work above the dam dumping 
gravel into the sinkholes that have 

ned in the dolemite subsurface of 
site. 

Pending approval of the Federal 


establish liens against a resident’s 
property. 

The suggested rates include a $100 
annual fee for single family residences 
designated a Class Seven by the 
Insurance Services Office in 
Montgomery.

The petition names Jack VanPelt, 
Ill, Martha Geyer, John Pruett, L. 
Stephen Wright, Jr. and Larry Dillard 
temporary trustees of the district until 
the next general election. 

VanPelt, one of the organizers of 

the petition, said, “People have been 
working on this for years. We’ve been 
waiting for the Pelham water lines to 
be finished so we can get fire 
hydrants.” 
‘ WanPelt said the’ district would be 
designated Class Seven and would have 
seven professional firemen 
supplemented by 30-volunteers. 

He said, “We will have two paid 
firemen on duty at all times.” 

The corporation already has more 
than two acres of land on Valleydale 
Road half a mile to the east of 
Caldwell Mill Road. 

Judge Snowden has not set the date 
for the election but is expected to do 
so later this week.

Energy Regulatory Commission, work 
will begin this summer on a “trench 
drain bolster system” consisting of a 
60 by 1000 foot rock dam to be 
constructed 75 feet below and parallel 
to the existing earthen dam.

Krotzer said attempts to stop the 
leaks by grouting the earthen portion 
of the dam, reduced the leakage to 
300 CFS (cubic feet per second), but 
that by 1975 the leakage was up to 
600 CFS. 

“It is not a big leak” Krotzer told 
the Reporter. “We are not concerned 
about near term damage to the 
structure of the dam, but we think we 
need to insure the 40 year life of the 
project.” 

At normal flow, 30,000 CFS of

water pass over the dam’s turbines. 

Asked about the wisdom of locating 
the dam in a known sinkhole region, 
Krotzer said that site chosen was the 
best of three offered by the Federal 
Energy Regulatory Commission, then 
known as the Federal Power 
Commission. 

Former Alabama Power Company 
president Thomas W. Martin lobbied 
intensively to get permission for 
Alabama Power to develop the Coosa. 

In 1954, Congress passed special 
legislation allowing the company to 
develop the river instead of the U. S. 
Army Corps of Engineers. A condition 
of the act was that the company 
should develop the river for navigation 
and flood control, hence the Corps of 
Engineers had considerable influence 
on the location of Logan Martin Dam. _ 

Unlike the development of the

was set by this organization. “But we 
drew up our fire coverage map 6 years 
ago,” Ballard remarked. Until 3 weeks 
ago, he said, it was acceptable to 
everyone. 

The Shelco group emphasized that 
no homeowner would be required to 
pay twice. 

Some members of the group 
opposing the bill pushed for the fee to 
be based on ad valorem taxes. The 


owner of a trailer park complained - 


he’d have to pay $1,080 annually for 
services “‘I wouldn’t have.” 

Ballard estimated that the $40 
annual fee would bring in around 
$28,000. ‘‘We’re offering as good a 
service as other fire and medical 


districts,” he remarked, “but with 
lower rates than most.” 
Even though upgrading of 


equipment should lower fire insurance 
rates one man in the insurance 
business said he doubted it would save 
him any insurance money. 

Another matter of concern to the 
group from Dogwood was the lack of 
water lines in some areas and low 
water pressure even where there were 
lines. 

One member of the audience who 
seemed to be in favor of the bill said 
he thought the election should be 
cancelled and a better campaign 
conducted explaining its merits. 
“From what I’ve heard here,” he 
remarked, “I think it will be 
defeated.” 

Members of the Sheleo group- said 
that if the bill does pass, they think 
the Dogwood area can be eliminated 
from the fire district if they don’t 
want to pay for the services. 

The proposed district extends 
roughly from west of Dogwood to old 
Maylene, east to the county airport 
and it includes the Moore’s Crossroads 
area. 

One member of the board lamented 
the fact that if the bill is defeated 
another bill can’t be introduced for 
two years. 

If such is the case, Shelco’s services 
may not be available. Although he 
wouldn’t elaborate for publication, 
Ballard indicated some changes would 
have to be made if the unit continues 
to operate.

Fire Chiefs’ 


seeks broad

Shelby County Fire Chiefs want 

to run all the fire districts that may be 
established in Shelby County. 


This is what Mike Mahan told the 
County Commission Monday when he 
asked them to give this authority to 
the Fire Chiefs’ Association. Mahan is 
secretary of the group and chief of the 
Montevallo Volunteer Department. 


Mahdn pointed out that the new 
law which gives people in 
unincorporated areas of the county 
the right to create fire districts may 


result 
efforts. 

He suggested that the Fire Chiefs 
Association be given the authority to 
clear all the legal ramifications of 
proposed fire districts before the 
districts are voted upon, and ‘to 
coordinate their activities once they 
are established. 

He stated that the association was 
solidly behind the effort to establish 
fire districts, and would get behind 
and work with all the districts. 

He said that in the rush to set up 
fire districts to serve the areas that are 
not well protected now, some 
inequities could exist, but if the Fire 
Chiefs Association were in charge, 
these problems could be worked out in 
advance of the vote. 

He mentioned as an example that 
the districts might want to set a sliding 
scale for landowners to pay for

If a central organization were in 


charge, he said. questions of this 
nature could be discussed and worked 
out. in advance.

Tucker said he had talked one 
Cahaba Valley group into re-forming 
as a fire department, after the 
organization had lapsed. The County 
Commission helped them get a truck.

Mahan and Tucker asked the 
Commission to pass a resolution which 
would give the Fire Chiefs Association 
the authority to coordinate and 
supervise all fire districts. The 
Commission seemed to _ react 
favorably, but requested that the 
resolution be drawn up and checked 
by the county attorney before they 
vote on it. 


Plan revealed for county park 


Tentative plans for a 50 acre 
Shelby County Park were unveiled last 
week during a meeting of the Shelby 
County Rural Development 
Committee. 

M. M. Argo, Chairman of the 
Shelby County Recreational 
Authority, told members of the 
committee that 40 acres have already 
been acquired and ten more acres are 
in the process of being transferred to 
the Recreation Authority. 

Land for the proposed park is 
located near Columbiana. Access to 
the site is via McDow Road. 

Argo displayed an architect's 
sketch of the proposed park. The 
sketch includes contour lines and 
locates many of the proposed 
facilities. 

Major facilities include: four 
baseball diamonds, an administration 
building that would house an 
exhibition hall, an arena to be used for 
horse shows and other outdoor events, 
four barns for horses md other 
livestock, a playground, three clusters 
of campsites with each cluster 
providing eight campsites, two tennis 
courts, a volleyball court, two picnic 
pavillions, two miles of hiking trails 
and two miles of bridle paths and 
several areas for parking cars, trucks 
and trailers. 

The proposed park is being 
designed for use by the general public. 
Organized groups such as schools, 
athletic clubs, horse show sponsors, 
band booster organizations and civic 
clubs would be able to utilize the 
entire park or certain facilities. 

The idea of a county park is not a 


new one. However, specific plans 
began to fourish after the livestock 
barns used for the county fair in 
Columbiana burned last year. 
Columbiana’s Kiwanis Club, long 
time sponsor of the county fair, took 
the lead in proposing plans for the 
county park. Costs of plans for the 
proposal have been borne by the 
Kiwanians. 
Argo told members of the Rural 
Development Committee that 


applications have been made to the 
Bureau of Outdoor Recreation and 
other federal agencies for aid in 
funding the proposed park. Certain 
matching funds are available, he said, 
and some “in-kind” work may be used 
as local contributions.

Logan 
Martin dam is inspected monthly by 
he Federal Energy Regulatory 
Sommission’s Atlanta office and every 
jive’ years by an outside consulting 
irm. 

The bolster system will obviate the 
reed to lower the level of Logan 
Martin lake to complete the work.

47 hitting speeds of over 100 mph 
with the two patrol cars in hot pursuit. 

According to Haywood, the 
Mountain Brook Police had set up a 
rolling road block, a moving patrol car 
in each lane, to intercept the errant 
van as it crossed the Cahaba River into 
Jefferson County. 

The driver of the van slowed 
briefly and then swerved around the 
inside car on the median, the police 
car tried to cut him off and was 
wrecked. 

The chase continued west on U.S. 
280, as the four vehicles rounded the 
curve at the water works a Vestavia 
patrol car attempted to ram the van 
and wrecked on the shoulder. 

The van crossed Red Mountain 
and headed north on 21st Street where 
two Birmingham patrol cars were 
wrecked.

Wilsonville target: telephone mileage rates

Wilsonville has decided to press 
efforts to get its telephone mileage 
rates eliminated, despite assurances 
from South Central Bell that the town 
would have to grow before the rates 
could be changed. 

“I don’t want to see us roll over and 
play dead, just becuase South Central 
Bell says they won’t change the rates,” 
said councilman Ray Lenderman at 
last Monday’s council meeting. 

“I live in the shadow of the 
Wilsonville Steam Plant,” said 
councilman Sherril McClure. 
“Alabama Power charges me the same 
rate for electricity as they charge in 
Birmingham. It seems to me that the 
telephone company could take all the 
phones in the state and divide the 
mileage charge equally.” 

Telephone subscribers in Wilsonville 


e Boxwoods 


are charged $8.85 per month in 
mileage charges. The telephone 
company charges rural subscribers a 
monthly mileage charge based on their 
distance from the nearest rate center. 
Wilsonville is in the third rate zone 
from the Columbiana rate center. 

South Central Bell District Manager 
John Ellis told the Reporter that the 
only way Wilsonville’s mileage rate 
could be reduced would be for a large 
number of telephone subscribers to 
locate along highway 25. 

The company readjusted some 
mileage charges and dropped others in 
the Pelham-Helena area after figures 
showing Pelham’s population growth 
were introduced in court. Ellis said 
that the suit did not alter South 
Central Bell’s right to charge the fee. 

Pelham Councilman John Tanner 
called councilwoman Mildred Jobe,

Shelby County Commissioners it 
their Monday meeting voted to allow 
County Engineer Jimmy Ray to 
continue issuing house moving 
permits. 

The permit allows the moving of 
houses no wider than 28 feet on 
county roads but Ray said this 
limitation has been recently violated 
by housermovers. 

The commissioners also heard a 
report by Ray on limesink activity in 
the Calera and Saginaw areas. Using 
infrared aerial photographs given to 
the county by Southern Natural Gas 
Corp. engineers Ray pointed out the 

“very active area” on county road 16 
near Calera. 

Ray said, “On 16 there is a 
possibility of a huge sink that is very 
real. | can see signs of movement on 
both sides of the road that are clear.” 

He suggested persons keep out of 
the area especially after rainy weather. 


Ray read a recent traffic volume 
count which showed the daily average 
use of certain county roads. The count 
showed an average 4,733 cars daily 
pass through the intersection of 
county roads 17, 91 and 52 and state 
road 261 in Helena. An average 4,210 
cars daily cross the intersection of 
county 17 and U. S. 280 near 
Inverness and 1,665 use the 
intersection of county 17 and 22 near 
Montevallo. 

The commission voted to send a 
letter to Governor George Wallace 
requesting aid in eliminating the 
danger at the Moore’s Cross Roads 
intersection where several fatalities 
have occurred. 

In other action, the commission 
allotted funds to be used by the 
Highway Department for copies of all 
county road maps. A second set of the 
maps would be used by the Census 
Bureau in its May survey. 
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Jackie Brasher, a former clerk in 
the Probate Office, has assumed her 
secretarial position in the office of 
Judge Billy Hill.

Shelby County Fire-Fighters 
Association which has now been 
named the Shelby County Fire Chiefs 
Association drew a county wide fire 
coverage map with the cooperation of 
all of the Fire Chiefs from each of the 
existing Fire Departments in the 
county. The territory we have on the 
petition is the same as_ those 
boundaries established. For six years 
now nothing has been wrong with each 
of the boundaries. The only change 
was for new departments which 
started then they described their new 
boundaries. Shelco Unit One has been 
covering the same territory for nine 
years for when we started our fire 
service the City of Montevallo would 
not go outside its city limits with fire 
service. 

Now after all of these years why is 
something wrong with our territory? 

The more pressing question at hand 
is why are the people in the police 
jurisdiction of Montevallo being told 
they are obligations of the City of 
Montevallo? This again is far from the 
truth. The city is legally responsible 
for only its city limits, not its police 
jurisdiction. If the city desires to cross 
its city limit it will be liable to those 
citizens who pay taxes inside the city 
which provide the money to operate 
those services. This information comes 
from the Alabama League of 
Municipalities in Montgomery. Is the 
city going to offer all city services such 
aS garbage, sewage, gas, water, fire, 


police and zoning to the Police 
Jurisdiction? If the cities offer one 
why not all service? At this time some 
cities are giving this service free while 
the tax payers of the different cities 
foot the bill. 

With the Fire and Emergency 
Medical Rescue District Bill the 
ground work for services outside the 
cities is provided, so those who want 
these services may have them. It costs 
a great deal of money to provide these 
services and anyone who receives these 
services should pay his fair share. 

The State of Alabama Supreme 
Court has ruled a city is not legally 
responsible for its police jurisdiction 
nor is a business in the police 
jurisdiction obligated to pay half 
business license or collect half sales 
taxes for the city. 

Our only desire is to make sure 
everyone in our area has a fire and 
emergency medical rescue service they 
can’ depend on to respond when the 
need arises. 

We are only wanting to provide a 
service that people can have if they 
need help. We are trying to help, not 
hurt. 

The future of our Fire and Rescue 
Service lies in your hands. Please vote 
“YES” for BOTH proposals Saturday, 
April Ist.

Tank Company, of Joplin, Mo. had 
placed a wax liner only to the water 
line in Wilsonville’s elevated tank, and 
that the upper portions of the tank 
were rusting as a result. 

City clerk Robert Lankford said the 
work on the tank had been completed 
under bond in 1974 and that the town 
had paid for a complete liner job. He 
said that efforts to contact American 
Tank to make good their contract had 
been unsuccessful. 

“The Joplin operators said they had 
no listing for American Tank,” said 
Lankford. 

Prevatte said that he often ran into 
shoddy work by disreputable 
companies who drop out of sight after 
completing a job. 

The salesman quoted the council a 
price of $3,700 for finishing the liner 
job and painting the outside of the 
tank. He said that Utility Service 
offered a maintenance contract and 
iron clad guarantees for all work. 

The council asked Prevatte to 
submit a bid for tank work in the 
town and agreed to discuss the matter 
further. 

Meanwhile, Lankford is trying to 
contact the bonding company under 
whose guarantee the American Tank 
work was completed. 

The council decided not to sponsor 
Glen Whitfield at the state police 
academy, after Lankford received a 
report that Whitfield would have to be 
employed as a policeman by the town 
before he could attend the school. 

Whitfield appeared at the last 
council meeting and requested that the 
town sponsor him at the academy if he 
would pay his own expenses. 

“The intent of the ruling would be 
for us to train him to work as a 
policeman in our community,” said 
councilman Sherril McClure. 

“If we sent him, we would just be 
lying,” said Mayor Austin Mitchell. 

McClure reported that the problem 
of the humming water pipes that 
brought postal employees to the 
council chamber last meeting had been 
corrected by wrapping with pipes with 
fabric. 

Postal workers had complained that 
the singing pipes made work in the 
post office impossible.

Some Things a Blind Man Saw 

In Acts 9, 22, and 26, one reads of the 
conversion of Saul of Tarus. This young 
man was a devout, radical Pharisee who 
was set on persecuting the church of 
Christ. However, his life of persecution 
would become a life of dedication to the_ 
cause of Christ. The events surrounding» 
Saul’s conversion revealed a number of» 
truths to him. 

First, a person, though religiously 
devout and sincere, can be misled. Paul , 
informs us later that he had lived in all 
good conscience while he was killing’ 
Christians. Thus, one cannot allow hi 
conscience to be his guide unless h 
conscience is properly educated trot 
God's word. 

Second, Saul learned while blind thats 
the religion of ones parents is not: 
always tight. He was true to hisy 
parent’s religion, Judaism, and yety 
persecuted the Son of God. 

Third, Saul learned that Christ could 
not and would not save him directly.$ 
Some expect to be saved by some betters 
felt that told experience. Yet, Saul was 
not saved on the road to Damascus. Hes 
had to go into Damascus where it woulds 
be ‘‘told him what he must do.” If 
Christ ever converted anyone by af 
personal appearance, Saul would be an? 
example. Yet, he was still in his sins; 
three days later. . 

Fourth, Saul saw that God had 
decreed that the gospel be communi 
cated by mankind, not directly by Christ 
or by the Holy Spirit. Ananias, thé 
preacher, had to go to him and tell so 
what to do to be saved. 

Fifth, Saul learned that faith only- 
does not save. He acknowledged Christ 
on the road to Damascus, yet he 
continued in his sins. 

Sixth, Saul saw that prayer does not 
forgive sins in an alien sinner. He 
prayed seriously and even fasted for 
three days and nights, yet his sins were 
not forgiven. Never is the alien sinnet 
commanded to ‘‘pray through’”’ or pray 
for an experience of grace in the New 
Testament. Saul was ot saved by 

‘*praying through.”’ 

Seventh, Saul learnedthat he was not 
to tarry praying, but “‘Arise, and be 
baptized and wash away the sins} 
calling upon the name of the Lord." 
Note that this was three days after 9

of Life 


Lord appeared to him on the road 
Damascus and after three days 
praying and fasting. He was still @ 
sinner - not saved! Had not Chrisi 
stated, ‘‘He that believeth and ig 
baptized shall be saved’’? (Mark 16:16} 
His sins were washed away when he 
was baptized in water. If Saul was saved 
before water baptism, Christ did not 
know it, for He told Saul to go té 
Damascus to learn what to do. If he wa§ 
saved on the road to Damascus, Saul did 
not know it, for he prayed and wept 
bitter tears for three days. If Saul was 
saved on the Damascus road, Ananias 
did not know it, for he told Saul to bé 
baptized to wash away his sins. (Act$ 
22:16). If Saul was saved on the road to 
Damascus, he was saved without being 
saved, becuase he was still lost in 
sin-guilty before God-three days late 

Eighth, Saul learned that he was to be 
an apostle, and an apostle had to see the 
risen Christ. This is the reason Christ 
appeared to Saul on the road to 
Damascus, not to save him, but to 
enable him to be a witness and an 
apostle. ( Acts 1:17-26). 

Have you learned the lessons that this 
blind man learned during the events 
surrounding his conversion?

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Attention Home ready for CHINS 


by Rhoades Johnston 

The law divides youngsters with 
problems into three categories: 
dependent, delinquent and those in 
need of supervision, The latter have a 
aew home in Shelby County. 

The CHINS, as they are called by 
social workers and officers of the 
tourt, are children in need of 
upervision. They are status offenders, 
anaways and the like, who have 
sommitted an offense, but only 

ecause they are minors. 

These status offenders have been a 
‘roblem for police and courts, who 

id not like to throw them in cells 
ith hardened delinquents, especially 
ifter Congress passed a law forbidding 
hat practice in 1976. 

} Until last week status offenders 
ould be held for a night in the special 
‘avenile holding cell at Alabaster, if 
héy were male and there was space. 
ihe rest could stay in the homes of 
various people around the county who 
vere working to get the county’s 
juvenile facilities upgraded, or be 
Jaken back to the situations they had 
tun away from. 
| The Shelby County Juvenile 
tention Home, located on highway, 
6 about a mile southwest of 
‘Alabaster, was opened by county 
Wficials last Monday. Attending a 
juncheon buffet to open the new 
home were, Probate Judge Tommy 
Snowden, the members of the county 
commission, highway director Jim 

Ray, sheriff Red Walker, juvenile judge 
William Hill, and others. 
|: The Attention Home furnished 24 
hbdur supervision and counseling for up 

. <t6 eight CHINS for periods of between 
one and 30 days while the court 
disposes of the case. 

The home has intake officers on 
call 24 hours per day to admit children 
picked up by law enforcement officers 
or referred by youth workers to the 
home. 

j Houseparents Bill and Sharon 
Golden, both trained youth workers, 
live in the home and provide food, 
shelter and counseling for the CHINS. 

The home has a contract with the 
: state Department of Mental Health to 

j ' furnish treatment for its charges. 

The Attention Home consists of 
two houses on 2.5 acres of land 
donated by Montevallo grocer Bill Nix. 
A total ‘of $14,000 was spent 
spo deiing the home. Of this, $9,000 

fis donated by county residents and 

$5,000 came in the form of a grant 
from the Alabama Law Enforcement 
Planning Association (LEPA). 

The annual operating budget for 
the home is $26,000. This will be paid 
by a 90 percent grant from LEPA with 
the remaining 10 percent coming from 
the county commission, which is the 
local sponsoring agency. 
< The county has no facilities but 
jail for delinquents. Most are now sent 
to Jefferson County. 

j »: Dependent children, the victims 
of neglect or abuse, presently have no 
emergency shelter. They are sent to 
state approved foster parents, if any 
are available, or to the Methodist 
Children’s Home in Selma. 

*: Tom Owens, of Chelsea, has 
donated 40 acres for a dependent 
shelter in the county. Owens and his 
' wife are approved foster parents and 
currently have five dependent children 
living with them. 

Judge Hill and the county 
Bepartment of Pensions and Securities 
ate helping the Owens’ raise an 
estimated $30,000 needed to build a 
dependent shelter near Chelsea.

; The rhetoric that fanned the 
vinds of change during the tumultous 
»0’s sounded subdued as Georgia 
egislator Julian Bond lectured about 
i25 students and faculty at the 
University of Montevallo’s Palmer Hall 
last Thursday night. 

““Despite cosmetics the black 
2ondition remains unchanged,” Bond 
told his audience. Statistics on “Infant 
mortality, median income and life 
expectancy indicate that the relative 
position of blacks has declined in the 
past ten years. 

“No elections, no riots and no 
cries of ‘freedom now’ have altered the 
reality of the ghetto. All the 60’s 
accomplished was the removal of the 
most obvious forms of apartheid in the 
United States. This allowed people to 
think changes had been made. Nothing 


_ could be farther from the truth.” 


Bond warned that the changes 
needed in America would be matters 
“of long centuries, not years.’ He 
called on blacks to “conquer the world 
by thought, brain and plan.” 

The 30 year old civil rights activist 
expressed disppointment in the 
administration of Jimmy Carter, 
saying that he had not repaid the debt 
owed to blacks for his election. 

“The blacks legitimatized his. 
candidacy,” said Bond, “Now we 
discover that we voted for a man who 
knew the words to our hymns, but not 
the numbers on our paychecks.” 

Bond saved his strongest words 
for the controversy that surrounds the 
reverse discrimination case now being 
heard by the Supreme Court, Bakke 
vs. the University of California at 
Davis. Bakke has sued challenging the 
the university’s affirmative action 
program, which he says discriminated 
against him to allow a less qualified 
minority student a place at the 
school’s medical school. 

“The Supreme Court is a perfect 
example of the need for the programs

that Bakke would destroy,” Bond said, 
citing the fact that the court had one 
black and no women among its 
members. 

He said that Bakke had been 
rejected from 13 medical schools, 
including the one from which he got 
his undergraduate degree, before filing 
his suit. 

“The quota system is not reverse 
discrimination, but a reversal of 
discrimination,” he added. 

In response to a question, Bond 
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“BECAUSE THE PEOPLE MUST KNOW" 


said he was very disappointed in the 
recent television special on Martin 
Luther King, in which he appeared. 

“The show was a travesty of 
history,” he said. “I wish it had not 
been done, because it gives a 
generation who did not live through 
those times, the impression that King 
was indecisive and stumbling.” 

Bond also criticized the news 
media for shallow and _ sensational 
reporting which glosses over the real 
issues in society.

‘life, presumably in a year’s time. 


~  Pve watched how unlimited use of 
4-wheelers during hunting season on 
‘rural roads make these roads useless 
for ordinary 2-wheel drive cars and 
trucks. I’ve seen and heard deer 
hunters brag about the deer they have 
chased down and killed with the aid of 
their super wagons. Kills have also 
included rabbits and turkeys. This 
type of game slaughter---you can’t call 
it hunting because it required no 
skill--is rapidly degrading that spirit of 
sport hunting which outdoorsmen 
have projected for centures. Real 
hunting means accepting some 
handicaps in bagging any game. It also 
means killing those species that you 
Bat or that are cuasing damage. It 
means taking only a reasonable 
amount of game and it means killing 
quickly and cleanly. 

-: Many prominent landowners 
recently told me they are now refusing 
permits to hunters and fishermen who 
fail to stay on their established 
property roads. One cattleman showed 
me a field of newly-emerging oats 
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ruts crisscrossing the field as if it were 
a race track! “I have now stopped all 
hunters who fail to park on my field 
and woods roads!” he delclared. 

Now I'm for 4-wheelers and hope 
I can get a good one in the near future. 
At present I’m still sticking to my 
“field” car which is high off the 
ground and does well on all logging 
roads when the soil is dry. Pll admit a 
4-wheel drive is an asset to the 
fishermen towing a boat on a rough 
logging road, or to a stalk hunter who 
has bagged an 8-pointer just off a 
woods road after a two-inch rain! 

If all game and non-game species 
are to be easily accessible to the 
unscrupulous 2-legged human animal, 
we might as well scrap our wildlife 
heritage now!

Judging from folk with whom we 
daily talk on Main and in and around 
courthouse offices, we believe the 
political stage is even now being set for 
the Primary Election to be held Sept. 
5. The deadline for qualifying for 
some 25 official positions in state and 
county has been set for July 7 at 5 
p.m. Already potential candidates are 
standing in the wings debating whether 
or not they care to play a leading role 
in the political drama soon to unfold 
in Shelby County. 

The State Political Party 
Committee will probably convene the 
first week in June. County 
Committees will meet shortly 
thereafter. Candidates expecting to 
enter the Primary Election cannot 
qualify until the Committees meet. 

However, talk around the coffee 
table this morning centered on the 
political situation in our own Shelby 
County. Doing away with the poll tax 
some yeara ago and observing dates set 
for registering new voters being 
periodically observed has been largely 
responsible for increasing the poll tax 
list from 2000 members of the 
electorate to an impressive 28,000 
eligible voters for 1978. 

Members of the Board of 
Registrars have just completed purging 
the poll list of ineligible voters, and 
hundreds of names have been dropped 
due to death, transfers to other states, 
and other legitimate causes. Soon the 
poll list will be released and no doubt 
it will include the names of many new 
citizens who have moved into Shelby 
County, built new homes and expect 
to continue living here. These recent 
arrivals are often referred to as 
“new-comers, and they frequently 
come by the office and frankly admit 
they do not know any of the 
candidates they hear mentioned as 
‘likely to run’--and they want 
information regarding them! 

There are also hundreds of 
youthful voters, many of whom will 
be casting their votes for the first time. 
They, too, will likely be seeking advice 
from the more seasoned voting 
contingent. 

All these things are being taken 
into consideration by Mr. and Mrs. 
John Q. Public while erstwhile potent 
political prognosticators--heretofore 
quite accurate in their political 
prophesies continue gazing into their 
crystal balls or shaking their tea leaves 
in an endeavor to come up ‘with a 
correct prediction of things to come in 


this fast approaching election. 
Therefore, every elector should 
think long and intelligently before 
casting his or her vote. Perhaps more

Like any of the dozens of small 
country stores scattered throughout 
Shelby County, it has a gas pump, a 
shed roof over the pump, and the 
appearance of having stood in the 
ame place for a long long time. 

There’s nothing to distinguish it 
trom the others, unless you're 

bservant enough to note that the 
little parking lot in front is almost 
always alive with the movement of 
vehicles maneuvering for a parking 
space, and the parking space is 
anywhere, at any angle a car can be 
squeezed in. 

There’s a sign on the store front

The Princiottas came into the 
Valley three or four years ago, took 
over a dying business, restocked it, 
opened their door to business, and the 
Valley took them to its heart.
